JANUARY. 

This is one of the most pleasant months in the y^ir; its temperature is cool i »brf re- 
ft r slung, and extremely congenial lo all but the virlinn of gout and rheumatism. The 
*.i r at mill <l«v is /tern-rally dear ami w holesome, but the morning* and evening* »re 
sometimes damp and foggy. 

The thermometer ranges, in the shade , from 5*2® i n the morning to So® in the afternoon. 

A northerly wind pie vails during thi* month, but seldom Hows with much strength * 
when it di»ta, and n accompanied with rain, the cold is very disagrreahle. 

In the meat market there is a plenliful supply of beef, uiutton, veal, lamb, pork, 
kid, poultry, etc , of the most superior kinds. 

Game also is to be had in great abundance — snipe, duck, teal, etc. 

The fish market is well supplindnt this season, withheckty, or coeknp.rthe salmon of 
the I vi st, ! monniee, rooe, cutlahy quoye, sowle, selliah, bholah, eels, soles, and many 
i then, of inferior descriptions. 

Vegetables of all kinds are now in the highest state of perfection; the markets abound 
«jfh gicen peas, cauliflowers, cabbages, turnips, potatoes, asparagus, yams, carrots. 
sruiiHge, greens, cucumbers, radishes, crlery, lettuces, young onions, knoikhoh, 
kutclioo. French-beans, seem, brnijuls, red and white beet, etc., etc. 

Fruit trees, ingeneral, begin to show their buds and blossoms this month; manger, 
peach, pumplenose (shaddock), rose-apples, etc. 

The fruits in seosou are Sylhet and China orange*, loquats, plantains, pine apple*, 
eng aim round plums, large guavas, pumplenose, tipparah nnd a few others. 

N. B-— Die following truits aud vegetables, are procurable not only in Ibis month 
but throughout the whole year, viz.— p^ntains, sugurcaiies, coconuuts, guavas, pine 
apples, papiaht, custard apples, jack, country almonds, tamarinds, omrah, barhuitv, 
mint, sage, parsley, onions, rnduhes, lettuce, etc. 

FEBRUARY. 

This month is generally cool and comfortable, particularly if the northerly wind 
prevails; the weather afterwards becomes disagreeable, till a change of season takes 
place about the end of the month. 

When the weather is variable, the wind blows principally from the N. W., veering 
round occasionally to the N. E attended with clouds and drizzling rain, this continues 
till about the 20th, when the Southerly wind sets iu. The weather uow heroines mild and 
genial , the days, however, sometimes rather hot, and the nights cold . with heavy dew ». 

The thermometer, in the shade range*, on a medium, from 5H" to 7V*. 

The measles in children, are very prevalent during the whole of this month. 

Rheumatism and gout become less troublesome after the somberly winds have set in. 
Warm clothiw becomes rather unpleasant to new comers, hut not so to old Indian*, 
whose blood is not so easily heated. Sometimes this month is rather showery, whica 
protracts the cold sensou until the middle of the following month. 

Meat continues good and ahuudant. 

The fish market has the addition of the «raall hilsah, (the Indian mackerel ) 

The additional vegetables are pumpkin aud young cucumbers, and the fruits 
eaatard apples, mulberries, aud small watermelons. 
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MARCH. 

TlidjhyidBMf/er ranges in the shade from bs® in the morning fa S2® in the afternoon 
yatio6ii»^&|((^jrftions of husbandry, generally commence this month, so soon as tee 
by rain; Hus, however, sometimes happens at the latter end of 
K ,^ 0 ^f^^dthen it is occasioned by an unusual quantity ot rain.

Green peas and turnips disappear at the end of this month ; sail ad, cabbages, carrot* 
arid (elery are on the decline, but asparagus and potatoes continue exiHlrut. green 
mangoes and unripe musk-mellous are to be had ; also omrah, greens, and watcr-nesse* 
Fruit is also plentiful— large water-melons apjiear about the middle of the nioii'h 
and • ontinuein perfection till the middle of June. 

Th** north westers with thunder aud lightning, and rum, generally appear tow are * 
the end of this month. 


APRIL. 

The beginning of this month is sornefimes pleasant , particularly if r he n >rf Investor* 
are fiequeuti but the middle and latter part are disagreeable in the extreme , it is one 
ot the worst months in the year. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from 80® in the morning to 90“ m the afternoon 
but when exposed to the sun, it rises to 110®. 

The wind blows from the south, and is very strong throughout flic month; and 
when the wind is hot, from the absence of rum, it becomes oppressive. This stute of tb»* 
weather is very unfavorable to vegetation. 

The nsrth-westers are at times attended with dreadful storms of thunder and light- 
ning, during widen rain and hail full in torrents- these storms sometimes occasion 
much damage. The norlh-wtsters cuutmue at inters uls till the beginning, and soinr 
times till the middle ot May. 

This is an unfavorable season for meat, which begius to be flabby and poor, the fat 
spungy and yellow. 

The fis*' market lias the additipn of the mangoe fish, so called from its annual visit 
to all the Heiigal rivers, at this (the mangoe) season, to spawn : it appears as soon as 
the mongoe is formed on the lice, and disappeais at the close ot the season, that is 
about th** middle ot July This fish has, perhaps, the most agreeable flavor of any m 
the world, and is so much sought aftci, (by uatnes as well as Korop* ans) that, although 
not so large as a middle sized wluting, they ore sold at the beg inning of the month, at 
fiotn 3 to l in pecs per .score. Before the end of flfciy, as they heroine plentiful, they aro 
Fold at one rupee per store; and in June, two tolhree score may be had tor a rupee. 
The fish market has also the addition oi the i hi p and mliagoor. 

Pol (docs, asparagus, onions, cucumbers and a few cabbage sprouts are the only 
vegetables to he piocured 

Water-melons and monk-melons are in great perfection ; but there is not much fiuii 
now to be bad m the market. Gieen mini goes lor pickling, and conudafor tarts are in 
great abundance. 


MAY. 

The weather, during tins month is most oppressive, especially the latter hair 
of the month: the w mil continues southerly, and the heat is scarcely Item able Of all 
moiit ns in the yea i , the present is the most trying, particularly to those whose avocations 
<u»im>« I them to he much out of doors. To be exposed to the sun without a covering, is 
extremely dangcinusat any hour, from 10 too o'clock, ,t would he ruin to any r.unsti. 
lotion, e\ci pt to that of a native, inured to the climate by birth and practice ; and e>en 
natives sometimes lull a Micnlice to the powerful influence of the sun. The heat in the 
Aral half ot Hie mouth u* sometimes relieved by urn 1 ii westei s, accompanied by reireshmg 
showers ; vi\ id lightning and loud thuuder at times attend the north-westers. 

The thermometer ranges iu Uye shade, on a medium, troni 85® In the inoriung to %* 
in the afternoon ■ if exposed to the full luilueuceol the sunbeams, it wilt rise to 140* 
aud sometimes higher. 



LOCAL OBSERVATIONS. 


* Grapes of the largest size, peaches, pine-apples, limes ,ro re apples , lichees; jambru ) e < , 
wainpees, mangoes, jack, water-melons, inusk-mclons, pomegranates, custard-apples 
and a great variety of inferior fruits, are in season. 

The meat market is very inferior f > that of last month. 

Fish continues good and abundant, the beckty excepted, which, from the diflicuUy «f 
its reaching the market in a firm state, becomes scarce. Mangoe fish is in great per- 
fection this month. 

Asparagus, potatoes, andcahbage sprouts, with indifferent turnips, sweet potatoes, 
encumbers and onions, are nearly alJ the vegetables now in the market, JPumpkias and 
several roots are however procurable. 


JUNE. 

The periodical rains set in about the middle of this month. Refreshing shower*, 
fall occasionally, which cool the air and encourage vegetation. 

The thermometer during the first half of this month, frequently rises to O'r, in the 
shade, at noon; but, in general, the rains, which commence about the 15th, keep the 
temperature much below this. 

The weather throughout the whole of this month, is oppressive. in proportion lo the 
quantity of ram which tails; if the weather he dry the heat is scarcely bearable, it «» 
generally very close; not a breath of air from any quarter. 

Meat, as must be exp&cted, is now very indifferent. 

The fish market is much the same an during last month. 

Mangoes arc iif great abundance, and perfection. The Maldah mangoes arrive in 
Call utta about the middle or latter end of this month, and they are considered to be 
the best that can be procured in Bengal. Grapes, peaches, lichees, etc., disappear 
towards the end of this month. Custard-apples, pine-apples, and guavas are in great 
perfection • 

Asparagus, potatoes and Onions, are the principal vegetables that remain. 

JULY. 

This month is attended with much rain; the winds are light and variable ■ the wea- 
ther frequently gloomy, and sometimes stormy r wUh heavy I alls of rain; whilst at inter 
vals it is fair and mild. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from 8CP in the morning to8'J®in the afternoon. 

The. showery weather of the present and preceding month, is productive of themovt 
beneficial effects to the gram. 

Meat continues lean and poor 

The fish market continues good. The moonjee, rooe, cutlah, quoye, vowle, nmgoor. 
chmgrce, tnngrah, and rhoonoh, are procurable in this month, and Indeed all tbeyeai 
round. The hilsa (or sable) fish now makesits appearance. This fish is delicious, cither 
boiled, baked, or fried : but it is generally considered very unwholesome. The natives 
devour it in such quantities, as to occasion great mortality among them. The fish, on 
being cured w'lth tamarinds, forms a good substitute for herrings. It is then known 
by the appellation of the tamarind fish. 

Mangoes and mangoc fish disappear this month. 

Pine apples, custard-apples, and guavas continue in season. 

The vegetable market is very indifferent— asparagus is iu perfection, but prcfttoes 
become poor and watery. Ygiung lettuces, cucumbers and sweet potatoes are now pro* 
•arable ; also the .cumrunga and cormda. 

AUGUST. 

In the present month also there is abundance of rain;— the weather continues 
■auclt the same as last. This and the preceding month are remarkable for heavy falls 
•f rain, '»Mn<tlie wettest in the whole year. 

The thermometer ranges in the shade from SU? in the morning to 9-7’ in t he afternoon- 

Light and variable winds anil cloudy weather, with smart And light rain, prevail at 
tfae beginning of the month; the middle is sometime * fair, and tolerably cool: the 
remainder variable, attended, at times, with strong w aids end heavy nun. 

From the cumbiue^beat and moisture, in this month and the preceding, vegetation 
springs up and spread* with astonishing rapidity. 



,j LOCAL OBSERVATIONS. 

The meat and fish markets are much the tame as last month. < 

Thr pmnpleuosi* (shaddock) appears this mouth; pine-apples, custard-apples, and 
ruHtuR cuutiniiem periertiun. 

The vegetables procurable arc sail ad. asparagus, cucumber, bnnjnlis, kidney-beans, 
radishes, turnips, cabbage sin outs, and imJillcrent potatoes. Indian corn, cue urn tiers, 
ind spillage, are to be had now and all the year round, but they are tasteless, 
except at this season, when they become iirm, good, and very palatable. The avigate 
pear is sometimes procurable at tins period. 

SEPTEMBER. 

The rams subside considerably during this month. 

The wind continues light and vaimble, attended with occasional cloudy weather. 
The days are sometimes fair, mild, and bright, — and the temperature agreeable. 

The thermometer ranges from 78* in the morning to 85® m the afternoon. 

The meal market is much the same as in last month. 

The fish market experiences but slight improvement; for although there is abundance 
of fish, y cl it is not always (irin aial good, except the beckly, which becomes larger and 
better fluvored. The following are also in the market — the blmlah, dessj tangrah, 
konleh, blieugirs, gunglorah, kowell, tooutec, pyrah chondah, and crawfish. 

Vegetables and potatoes are very indiiterent . yams cmne m season about this time. 

In the iruit lmiikct, small oranges make their appearance, but they are very acnl 
CUsdard-applea, pine-apples, guavas, and pumplcuose continue m season. 

' OCTOBER. 

The first half of this month, generally yields a good supply or rain, and introduces 
the powerful mitueuce of a second spring season upon all vegetating bodies 

The ratify season breaks up generally between the 10th and l!0th ot this month, 
sometimes, however, it continues a little longer, but this is seldom the case; the eon- 
• ludiui: showers are frequently heavy, continuing from six to twenty-four hours, inces- 
santly , ait>*r winch the weather becomes fair, calm, and settled. 

The thermometer ranges, m the shade, from 7 3* m thfe morning to 80 w in the 
afternoon. 

The winds are in general light and variable during this month, veering iroin south 
to north-west thence to north aud north-east. 

The mousoou changes about the 21st of this month, after which, light breezes set in 
li om the north aud nurlii-east. 

A-s soon as the weather sets in lair, the season becomes propitious lor preparing 
the kitchen garden. 

The meat markets begin to revive, ami the fish market to improve; the beckty be 
comes linn, and die other lisli proportional))) good; snipes make their appearance. 

Vegetables auvl trim continue much the same as last month, till the latter end of 
the present mouth, when, it the season is favorable, both experience a considerable 
improve newt. Oranges become larger and better flavoured, and custard-apples arc la 
treat per return. 

Young potatoes, some tunes, make, their appearance this month, but they have very 
little flavour,— they are small aud watery. Pomegranates are proiuraolc, also sour 
wood-apples. 

NOVEMBER. 

The weather is clear and settled mid the temperature temperate. Sometimes the 
day* are warm, but the mornings aud evrmngs are cool and agreeable. 

If the rains cease early mOctoner aud the cold weather follows shortly after, No- 
vember becomes a beautiful and delightful month. Nothing can be more favorable than 
this season for the renovation of -the health of the valetudinarian, alter having experi- 
enced the debilitating eitecls of the hoi weather. 

Light northerly w mds prevail this month. 

The tlieimuiueter rauges from 70‘ • in the moiring to 75® in the afternoon. 

The seeds committed to the soil during the l»*t and present month start into life, 
with a vigour unknown to other climes. 

Hie meat market looks wholesome ; beef, mutton, veal,podt and poultry, become 
flntn and good. 
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Game comes in also this month, in considerable quantities; wild ducks, wipe, teal, A t. 

Abundance offish is procurable, also firm and good, such as beckty, biuispatHh, 
fling tornb , nurgal, carp, and mangoe-iish without rocs. 

The vegetable market begins afresh (his month by the introduction of green peas, 
new potatoes, lettuces, greens of di tie rent kinds, spinage, radishes, and turnips. 

In the fruit market may be had oranges, limes,' lemons, pumplenose, pine-upples, 
custard-apples, papiali, plantains, cocoanuts, country almonds, pomegranates, sum 
wood apples, etc. 


DECEMBER, 

The weather continues fair, coo), and, on the whole, extremely fine, throughout, Mic 
month, with a light northerly wind. 

The days and nights are cold and clear, and the mornings and evenings foggy, par* 
ticularly at the latter end of the month. 

The thermometer ranges from i>8® In the morning to G& - ’ iu the afternoon. 

The meat and fish markets are in great perfection, both as to quautitjr and quality ; 
came of All kinds in abundance. 

The vegetable market Is excellent, yielding green peas, young potatoes, lettuce*, 
young onions, .radishes, small sail ad, sweet potatoes, French beans, seem. bnujailt, 
yam, carrots, turnips, greens, youngtfpbbages and cauliflowers. 

The fruit market continues mntihthe same as last inonth^flr.izllliiin goosebemes 
(tipparenhs) innke tboir appearance this month, together with wood -apples and otl»«r 
fruits. 



GARPEW33 1VS C A1EWDAS. 

JANUARY,. 

The season is too far advanced to sow the generality of vegetables with much pros- 
pect of'nuci ej * ; but turnips, carrots, love-apples, vegetable marrow, all sorts of pump 
kins, lettuce, endive, radish, mustard and cress, apmngc and Nepaul apmage may bo 
•own during all this mouth ; also successive crops of lute cabbage and knot khoie every 
fortnight. Turnips are said to succeed best when placed in rows : they should be thinned 
to a distance of six inches troro each other. Carrots rarely succeed well when planted 
at this season ; they should he thinned, but not transplanted, except when required for 
seed. Love apples, when two dr three inches high, should be planted out in beds at live 
inches apart : afterwards transplant in rows two feet from each other, with a frame 
work to run upon. Vegetable marrow should be sown in rich light soil : earth up the 
stems as they increase, and peg down the leading branches at a joint. Lettuce aad 
endive should be planted in boxes or beds, and transplanted at one foot apart from rat k 
other; they may also be sown in beds, und thinned to the proper distance— a tew 
days befm e use they should be blanched by tying the tops of the outer leaves ovec 1 
the rest. Radish, mustard and eret<s may be sown' every week or ten dajs the 
two last throughout the year. Spin age, to be sown iu bedp and thinned until the 
plants are one foot apart. Nepao^ spinage should be planted in rows, with trellis 
work to run over- this vegetable continues togflower and bring forth fresh leaves 
throughout the year, aud requires no care. ^Cabbage and knol-khole should be 
planted inboxes or beds, and transplanted into Other beds about three or four inches 
apart in three weeks or a month : they may be transplanted a second or third time; 
especially the latter, when transplanted for the last time they should be put m we it 
manured trenches at two feet from each other. Horse manure and ground bones are 
strongly recommended for all the cabbage tribe. With care common cabbage and knot 
khole may be procured during every mouth i” the year ; but those produced from the end 
ot October to the middle of Febrnnry, are far superior to any others. 

Potatoes may be planted during the first week of this month also ; and if the* season 
prove cool they muy he expected to arrive at considerable perfection. From the middle 
cl July to (lie early part of .September, is the most favourable time for planting potatoes 

In tbi^ month the following vegetables and fruits are procurable in the market, m 
large quantities and at very cheap prices,— carrots, turnips, cabbage, knol-khole, been 
Bombay and country onions, country double French, white and Windsor beans, and peas 
Puniplenose^ Sylhec and country oranges, pomegranates, guavas, custard-apples, limns, 
plantain, long plums, tippareah or JSrazillian gooseberries, and several other kinds of 
common fruits and vegetables. 

Peach trees should be slightly pruned during this month, and the small fruit (bin. 
oed, where too thick. 

The finest flowers are now in bloom, and at the end of the month the collection of 
flower seeds should commence. Indeed early mignionette and larkspur seeds may be col- 
lected in the beginning of the month. Sow early melon and water-melon seeds, also the 
last crop of red pumpkins. 

FEBRUARY. 

The remarks on last month apply generally to this ; bnt there is less chance of 
success in rearing vegetables, as they seldom acquire much strength before the hot 
winds set in. Turnips and carrots rarely succeed; but radish, mustard and cress, lettuce, 
endive, spinage, and some of the cabbage tribe, may all be planted in this mouth and 
throughout the year. Throughout this month the collection of flower seeds is carried 
eit rapidly. 

All the fruits, vegetables, and flowers, mentioned as procurable in the market in 
January, may be had in as great perfection and as cheaper cheaper during this month. 

In this month peas are plentiful, and the following may be obtained of good 
quality,— Jerusalem artichokes, asparagus, duifin and French beans, scarlet run 
ners, beets brocoli, cabbage, carrots* cauliflowers, celery, endive, lettuce, knol 
khole, onions, parsnips, spinage, turnips, and yams. Also the iolluwing fruits,— custard 
apples, Brazil gooseberries, guavas, lemons, mulberries, pumplenose, raspberries, 
strawberries, peaches, pine-apples, and o few other kinds. Melons and cucumbers 
should be sown during this mouth. Gather winter flower seeds. Lay bare, for a fort- 
night or three weeks, the roots of peAch trees, to harden, and preserve them from being 
destroyed by white ants. Use bouse-plaister rubbish, as manure, when closing the roots. 
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MARCH. ' 

But few vegetables come to any perfection Hint arc sown in Hu* month; hut it is 
desirable to now successive crops of cabbage ami lettuce which may be planted in 
beds which are puitly piotectedironi the mtn, ami transplanted into rows as required. 

In the market, brinjal, carrots and turnips may be procured in considerable quant. 
Hies and pretty poocl. Turnips are generally very stringy towards the end of March- 
Country indish and all kinds of country greens may be bad in large quantities, and 
all the kinds of fruit procurable m February are obtainable with the addition of 
green mangoes mid jukes, loquols, a few dates and black berries. Young plants should be 
weeded in this months, aud encircled with a slight embankment, to retain the water wliiili 
they must be afforded during the grealer part of this and the two succeeding months. 
Melons uud cucumbeis, should be sown during this month also as well as grape and apple 
seeds, Indian corn ami sugarcane. Still gather winter dower seeds. 

A I’ KIL. 

The remarks on March apply equally to this mouth; but os the hot season advances 
the dinners of success m rearing most kinds of vegetables diminish. Late melons and 
cucumbers may bt. sown duiing this likewise. Sow melons in rich light soil, giviug 

the plants, jih nty of room to run. Whrfti they have thrown out four leaves stop them by 
pinching oil the leading bud . they will then produce two lateral shoots, whit h stop in a 
similar manner ; aud so continue to treat each new formed shoot, stopping it at the 
second or third joint. When the plants begin tosliow fruit, stop the fruiting branches two 
joints bet ore the fruit. Cover the ground with leaves or straw to keep the roots cool* 
and to prevent the fruit from becoming spotted. 

In this month plauiains, pine apples, pumplonosf , black berries, ripe- mangoes, 
peaches, lichees and all the other fruits procurable in March are nlmndaut in the 
market. Carrots, turnips, beans and cahbages are reduced in quantity, and their prices 
are considerably incrcssed, when good Biiujal, radish, water pumkins, and greens in 
plenty fire to be had Musk-melons, and several other country melons, come into season 
about the middle of tins month. 

In tin* latter pait of this month plant oil the amaryllis or lily tribe, and in fact all 
bulbous roots aud plauts, should lie sown or planted. Sow early cucumbers, okra, 
Indian corn, sugar cane, grape, apple, aud all country fruit seeds, so that the plants may 
have, the advantage oi the rniu to grow up vigorously. Gather winter flower seeds aud 
i eminence gralting and budding. Plentifully water young plants. 

M AY. 

Manpir*, pinc-rtpplcs, piinipWiose, plantains, and all the fruits procurable law 
month aie supplied abundantly . ilruijais, greens, und summer flowers of almost nil sorts 
are lu be had plcntilully in (he market Musk and water-melons, etc , are plentifully 
supplied to the mmket about the eiul of this mouth. 

Grafting and budding, of all kinds, should Ihj performed duiing this month, which is 
the most favorable for such operations. And the gathering ol the seeds of wintrttflow ers\ 
should be finished at its eriti. Water young plants. Lichees and peaches get scarce 
at the end of this month, but warn pees, wild lichees uud melons, coutmue plentiful. 
Sow long cucumbers and white pumpkin seeds, grape seeds, peach stones and find 
seeds generally. 

JUNE. 

Asparagus seed should be sown in boxes tow ards the latter end of the month, and 
transplanted in November, in rows two feet apart, and the plants one foot from each 
other. The soil should be mixed with h large portion of rotten horse manure, it is 
scarcely possible to make the ground too rich for asparagus. Fresh asparagus seed 
should be sown whenever procurable, and especially between the end ol June and the 
beginning 6f December. 

In this month mangoes, ornngM, pine apples, pumplenoscs, plantains, pomegra- 
nates, cucmnK is, melons, limes, wild-lichees, jake, monkey -jake, and a great variety 
of berries und other fruits are abundantly supplied at low prices in the market. Cm - 
rots, tin nips', cabbage, and other European vegetables, are very scarce um| dear ; but 
country greens and brinjals, are procurable in sm«U quantities. About the end ot the 
month melons disappear. 

Young and tender plants should be carefully watered every evening during this 
month, and chillies, okra, Indian corn, pea-sticks, jute, red and China spinage und 
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the common native greens in general, including pultoul, knrrala, jhingah, burbnttee and* 
ehichingab, should be sown. The planting of cuttings of all kinds of fruits and flowers, 
should be commenced at the end of tbit* month Sow peach stones and fruit seeds 
generally. Sow long cucumber seeds at the end of the mouth. 

•IDLY. 

At the end of this month it is desirable to sow seeds for early par«le>, heals, fcnol 
khole, cabbage, cauliflower, brocoli, asparagus, endive, lettuce, carrots, turnips and 
other win ft r vegetables. 

Cilery .— Sow in boxes in this and the five following months. Remove to beds when 
about three inches high, and into trenches, as required, after being a month in the beds. 
The trenches should be 2 ft feet deep, filled up with a foot of light soil and -stable manure, 
and afterwards gradually, as the plant grows, with light soil, till within about six inches 
of the top. Water for the first two months with the hand, after which (hey may lr 
occasionally flooded. 

Another way .— Having sown and transplanted as above, remove into trenches 
four feet apart, and about 18 inches deep, nearly filled with horse manure and rich 
earth As the plan! grows, bank up into ridges with light soil. By this method the 
root of the plant, und not the stem, is watered v^ n flooded. 

Kiwl-khole, cabbage, cauliflower, anti brocotl.— Sow iu boxes during .this and five 
following mouths. Remove in beds when two inches high, and transplant the cabbage 
and knol kliole twice, and cauliflower and brocoli at least three times, allowing the 
growth of u couple of new leaves between each planting. 

AsparufluS'—Hovr in beds iu July, and remove the plantain November, into raised 
beds of one or two rows. When the berries become red, cut the plants two inches above 
tjhe ground and top dress, when they will be ready to cut in ten days. By dressing 
the beds in succession, asparagus may be produced for the table all the year.— stable 
manure is the best, and the plant should invariably be watered by the hand, and never 
flooded except in very hot weather. Plants if taken core of will produce for eight or 
ten years. They should, however, be wintered (roots cleared of the earth und exposed 
for some days} and the ground dressed every second year. 

Lettuce and endive.— Sow in boxes or pots surrounded with water, till the plants 
appear, otherwise the small red ant will destroy them. Plant out as required, and Uc 
up a few days before you cut for use. 

Carro' Sort in a light deep sandy soil. 

Turnips .—Sow in a rich soil, well manured. 

In the market all Europe vegetables are very scarce and dear this month. 
Urinjal, greens, and other native vegetables are supplied. Pineapples, and melons are 
getting out of season. Plantains, pumpkins and cucumbers, are plentiful. 

Mangoes contimietill towards the end of the month. Pine apples, takes, monkey jakrs, 
boncli, and guavas are very abundant. Young plants and grafts should nil be planted out 
during this month, and the trees pruned as soon as they have done bearing, as that is the 
only time when it can be dono with benefit to them. Cuttings of all trees and shrubs 
should lie put in this month, as well as slips of artichokes, which, as soon as they have 
established themselves, should be cut down close to the ground. Standard flower and- 
dahlia seeds should be sown. Balsom seeds should be sown in the beginning of the 
month and until the end of October. 

All grafting and buddiug should be finished this month, so that the rains of the two 
succeeding mouths may cause then to shout up with vigor when planted out. Wuinpees, 
blackberries aud wild-lichees go out of season during the early part of this mouth. Sow 
ninngoc, jake, blackberry, date, and all kinds of summer fruit seeds during this month - 
they will thrive well— likewise sow gooseberries Expose the roots of young plants from 
the middle of this jnontli In the middle of September, to harden then, or they may fad 
sacrifices to white ants. Sow r the irregular early crop of potatoes. 

AUGUST. 

Successive crops of all the vegetables sowm in July should be planted a* the end of 
this month, more especially celery and beet, which should be fit to transplant a second 
time before the monsoon. These two vegetables are less likely to sutler by excessive 
ram than most others. Artichokes should be sown in beds during this mouth, three 
inches between each seed, so as to allow the removal of the plants in November, without 
disturbing the roots. To propagate by suckers lake off the suckers, and prick them 
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oat six inches apart ; amt when they become well rooted, transplant into deep rich soil* 
setting them two feet apart. If large , suckers may be planted at once where they are 
intended to remain. '* 

To prerent artichokes running to leaf, and producing small heads, when the 
plants are from ten to fifteen inches high, cutlhera off close to the ground, and covet 
Uiem over with light dry old manure: when they have advanced a few inches repeat 
the operation. If the young plants are tied up fbr a few days before being out off, they 
will become blanched aud may be eaten as salad. 

French beans and scarlet runners may be sown during this month, and until 
Februaiy. They .should be planted in rows two feet apart, north and south, and be will 
siippoi ted with sticks, or with an arched bamboo trellis, which is very ornamental. 
Sow also early radish, turnip, cabbage, cauliflower, paesley, celery, ..onions, tobacco, and 
early flower and vegetable seeds, generally at the end of this month. Sow tbo first re. 
gulnr crop of potatoes. 

Mangoes are very scarce. Plantain*, pine.apples and guavas continue in nbun 
dance: and custard -apples, kumrungahs, pumuallas, avigoto-pears, and corroudas, com* 
into season. 

Insects are excessively numerous and destructive. The orange tribe should be 
budded and inarched, and propagated by seeds. Continue grafting mangoes. Trans, 
pint cotton. Propagate carnations and pinks by layers. Finish cutting peach and 
lichee grafts. About the end of this month sow dahlia, balsam, early mignionette, sun 
flower, cox comb, polianthus, bybiscus, holyhock, lark spur, lupin, poppy, swcet-spltas 
onion, cabbage, salsafy, cauliflower, lettuce, and all the other seeds sown last month. 

SEPTUM HER. 

Continue to sow all the vegetables mentioned for August- Transplant early cabbage, 
cauliflower, hrocoli, beet, celery, endive, and lettuce. Two or three crops of peas may 
be sown during this month, if the weather is favourable, but not with much prospec^ 
•f success unless sown at the latter end. 

Pens shonld be planted in trenches, in double rows, about two feet apart. They 
should be watered by hand for the first fortnight and afterwards flooded until they are 
two or three feet high, by which time the winter dews will be sufficient to separate them. 
Peas require no manure, but should be planted in good soil. Sun flower seeds for the 
winter should be planted now; but this flower grows all thef year round. Coxcomb^ 
larkspur and mignionett seeds might be sown. 

AvigAto-pears still continue, and early loquots, and sour oranges begin to make 
their appearance about the end of this mouth. A species of hard, tasteless musk 
melon is jrocurablc in abundance. Sow avigato-pear stones. Young potatoes 
i n season. The American cotton sown early in fell fruit. Plant Cape bulbs, either 
)U the ground, or in very deep pots well drained. The turnips and cabbages are much 
infested by a small dark caterpillar which may be destroyed by sprinkling the plants 
with powdered lime. The rice begins to flower. Put down cuttings of geraniums, roses 
violets, heartsease, etc. Flowers in great perfection. As most of the peach trees wil 
have lost their leaves, the roots should be. opened and exposed for 14 days, and then 
strongly manured. Potatoes should be sown during this month. The whole of the grafts 
should be cut this month, if possible so that they might still benefit by the showers of 
rain that fall at this time. 

OCTOBER. 

The remarks on last month apply equally to this. Continue to sow all kinds of 
vegetable seeds in boxes ; transplant from the boxes into beds ; and immediately after 
the first heavy full of rain remove into beds, rows and trenches, more particularly eelerv, 
beet, cabbage, knol khole, cauliflower, and brocoli. Care should be taken m fiuully 
transplanting all the cabbage tribe this month, to provide against heavy falls of ram, 
by making trenches to curry off the water. Crops of peas should be sown every week 
•r ten days from the beginning of this mofitb until the end of Ceceiuber-»pea* sown 
after that time seldom pod. 

Onion* and leeks shouhfcbe sown during this month also, in light rich earth, rare, 
fully covering the seed. When leeks are a few inches high, plant them in drills, eighteen 
i n< hes apart, and nine inches, from plant to plant. As Miey increase in size draw up the 
e si th to their stems, in order to blanch them, as leeks are much improved by blanching 

Sow parsnips in rich deep soil. Trench the ground two feet deep, sow the seeds in 
drills one foot apart, and thin the plants so as to leave eight inches from each other. 
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The mein beds for strawberries should he planted- Oranges hegin to get palatable, 
this ruontb, »u,l the cutting of the sugaro aw- commences Hrimols and native 
greens become plentiful, and the last crop of Indian rom is gathered The Ia&' of 
t»m grafts should positively be cut find sucker-, fransp’anted. Plant larkspur, man >ld 
sweet sult'ii^mignionettc, pink*, carnation, asters, ami all annual plants during iis 
month. Propagate geraniums by slips, and sow all kinds of vegetable and dower s< d* 
•very six or eight days, throughout the month. 

NOV EM HER. 

Thisis the month for activity in the vegetable gardens, as but few thins* arrive t 
much perfection which are not planted before the end of this month. The piim ■) a 
crops of pens should be sown during the first week; and continued every six days 
during the month; also scarlet runners. French, broad and Windsor I* j hiis. Sow 
beet, knot khole, cabbage, brocoli, and cauliflowers, in beds, and remove from beds 
into rows Transplant celery and remove into trenches. Plant out artichokes and 
asparagus. 

The middle crop of potatoes should be sown about ihe middle of tins month. They 
should be planted in light soil, in which no horse dung is mixed. The pot a toe should be 
cut n< cording to the number of eyes, tat ng ••arc that each piece is of sutticient size to 
nourish the pie, until it roots— twice the size of a man's thumb nail round the 
eye, w Jl tin well. When planted, not more than one inch, or one and a halt inch, of soil 
should lie plated over it; and it should not be watered offerer than oncem fourdnys, 
even during the hottest weather. As it grows up, the noil should be hanke.d up to the 
stalk, Otoa ( mre should be taken not to give too iniidi water, a rid not to put too 
much no il upon the po tatoe when first planted. 

Tins is the last month in which the generality of vegetables can be sown lyitb 
advantage. Sow winter fruit seeds of all kinds, except oranges. Oranges, guavas and 
plantains ami all European utid Cope vegetables are abundant. 

DEC EM HER. 

In the beginning of the month sow French beans, scarlet runners, broad and 
Windsor In aus. Peas sown in this month produce scantily: Plant out late celery 
from boxes to beds, and remove from beds to trenches. Sow late cabbages and 
knol-khole; and transplant os above. Vegetable-man ow may be sown in the early 
oart of (hit* month in light rich soil Earth up the stems of the plants as they increase 
fa growth, and peg the leading branches down at a joint, and they will strike root. 

Potatoes may he planted until the eml of this month; but those sown during the 
irst foitnight are most lihclv to succeed. When potatoes ore planted whole, the 
product is (mev limn when they are divided into two or three pieces; but the same 
number of potatoes yield a for lnrgti#crop by the latter than by the forinqr method. 
Potatoes should be planted in beds fully exposed to the sun. In rather shady phu cs the 
•rop is small ; and when altogether excluded from the direct rays of the sun, they 
prod m e nothing. 

Europe and nati\e vegetables arc plentiful during this month ; and also all sorts of 
brinials, s\veet-pot.*toe, yams. Fruits are .scarce, except plantains, plums, goose, 
beriies, guavas and oranges. Flowers of all kinds arc abundant. 

A good month for sowing early musk-melon aud dwarf cucumber seeds, as well us 
pens, radish, and gpmage , but lery few other vegetable seeds. Most of the exotic 
plants will u1.no now be flowering. 

Straw berries come in at the middle of this mouth, aud last through all Ibe next.

Midnight to Midnight. The oilman of the Snn's Meridian pRit^fe fo calculated to the 
bundiedtb phrt or n second of time for every day of the year, tmi the saijm k accuracy 
asTtis in the Nautical Almanac. A watch ought W point exactly to the hour iodi. 
cated for that day, when the Sun dial marks twelve., Tbej e i» no need now to 
refer to a table of Equation of time; should however this Equation be required, it 
may be had us readily ; it is the time beyond 12A. or the time wanting to 12A. given in this 
column for each day of the yqar. The Moon will serve as well to set or compare a 
watch by the same Sun dial ; when the shadow of the gnomen falls on 12A., a watch ought 
to show at foe same moment the time indicated in the column " Modn on Meridian* 
answering to the day the observation is made, this time is calculated to the nearest 
tenth of a minute ; should the shadow fall on any other hour, as 3, 4 or S, add to the 
time indicated in that same column, ubout 62 minutes for every hour After twelve, but 
should the dial show 6A., bh., or |1A., as many minutes must be deducted for every hour 
before 12. * 

The two columns of the Sun's rising and setting include (he refraction, which causes the 
Sun and ail the heavenly bodies to rise on the eastern horizon about two minutes earlier, 
and to set on the western, about two minutes later tbau tliev would rise or set were tbo 
Earth not surrounded by nn atmosphere. Refraction is not exactly of the same dura- 
tion throughout the whole year, the duration is in proportion of the obliquity of JhSf 
Suu’s rising or setting. 

At the bead of ench montb, will be seen whether Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, or Vepjif, 
are visible in the Morning or Evening, and on which days of the month these. 
Planets will be in conjunction ((^ ) with the Moon, or with each other. 

When the symbol {£) denoting opposition occurs, such ns on the 20th July, we are 
to understand that the Moon does nut pass the Meridian of Calcutta, on that (civil) day. 
This is the case once, sometime* twice in a Lunar month and arises from the circum- 
stance of the Lunar daybeiug longer tbau the mean Solar day. 

And because the Moon does not pass the Meridian in every civil day. bat fails 
to do so, ouce at least m every civil month, apt! as one Meridian passage of the Mo op 
produces only two High Water tides, there are in every Lunar month not less than two 
High Watei tides sometimes three wanting ; therefore on two days every monfh, foiling 
sometimes after Midnight sometimes after Noon, there is but one High Wafer given. 
The match of the tide-wave over the surface of the ocean is of immense rapidity, the 
crest of the wave travelling round the globe in every Lunar day.. , , 

In a place like Calcutta, so far removed from the Sea, the tides are strongly affected by 
the monsoons, occasional winds, the freshes, and various local causes, so that it will 
always remain an imperfectly solved problem to give the times of the High Water with 
accuracy ; ft will always, however, he found that for any period there will be only 
twice the number of High Water tides, os the Moon passes the Meridian. 

It should be recollected that the time of High Water is not that when the ships' ft* 
the river turn round, but that when the water is actually highest, which always bap 
pens about halt nn hour before the current is changing its direction.

The Roman Indiction, is a period of 16 years, used by the Romans for ttri* tribe, - 
•f taxing their provinces.— tThree years of this Cycle h*td elapsed at the Birth of Chrlgt. 

Hie Julian period contains 7980 years, and arises hy multiplying together J# 
and 16, being the Cycles of the Suit, Moon, and Indictiou. This was also contrived a* 
a period for chronological matters, and, is assumed, as a correct and fixed rule in 
Calculations, by all the astronomers and chronologers throughout the Christian 
world. Its beginning is supposed to have commenced 710 years before the usual date 
•f the creation of the world, or 4714 before the commencement of the Christian Era.

THE CALENDAR, and its SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 


The divisions of time* such as they are prevented 10 the Calendar, are* com* 
posed of days, weeks, months, and years. The modes of determining these divi- 
sions, have been v annus amongst the nations of antiquity, and there are still van* 
ations to these modes in the modem world. 

The manner of reckoning the days by the ancient Jews, and which subsist* 
amongst that people at the present time* is. to commence the day at x certain hour 
d( the evening, and to finish it on the next evening at the same hour. Thu* their 
sabbath begins on the afternoon of Friday, and is completed on tho afternoon 
of Saturday. The Roman Catholic church also commence* its leetivals in tho 
tvenmg; and this custom la retained amongst ourselves in some oi our popular 
observances, Such as the eve of St John, and Christmas eve. 

The civil day now commences at 12 o'clock at midnight, and lasts till the 
same hour of the following night. The Civil <Uy it distinguished from ihe astiA* 
nonucai day. which begins at noon, and is counted up to 24 hours. fermin*ttfig at 
the succeeding uoon. This inode of reckoning the d*y, t* that used in the Nau- 
tical Almanac, and it sometimes leads to mistake* with persons not familiar with 
this manner ot computation; a little consideration will obviate the difficulty. 
Tnue, January 10. fifteen hours in astronomicil time, is January 11, 3 to the 
morning, civil time In France, and in most of the states of £urope, as with til, 
the huu'saie counted up to 12,, from midnight till uoon, and ftom noon trll mid- 
night. In parts ot Italy, and of Germany, the day is held to commence about 
sun-set. ami the houi<t are counted on till the nett sunset. This mode is very 
inconvenient to travellers, as the noon of the 14 Italian hours* 1 aft the summer 
solstice tv 16 o'clock, and 19 o’clock at the winter solstice. 

The English names of the days of the wars ate derived from tho Batons j 
and they partly adopted these nanirs from the more, civilized nations ot antiquity; 
The following lageoious origin ot the ancient names has been suggested in' con- 
nexion with a«trofto«M<wl science. The plaoetaiy airangeinent oi Ptolemy was 
thus I, Saturn; 2. Jupiter; 3, Mars - 4. the Sun; 6, Venus . 6, Mercury; 7 the 
Moon. Each oifbwe planets was supposed to preside, successively, over each 
hour of the 24 of each day. in the order above given. In this way Saturn would 
preside over the fiist hour oi the first day; Jupiter over the second hour; Mars 
over the third; the Mm over the l«nrih,Mil so on. Thus the Sun presidio* over 
the fourth, eleventh, and eighteenth hours ol the first day. would preside over 
the first hour of the second day* and carrying ou the series, the Moon would preside 
over the first hour of the third day, Mars over the first hour of the fourth day v 
M?icury over the first hour of the filth day, Jupiter over the first hour of the sixth 
day, and Venus over the first hour ot the seveuth day Hence, the names of the 
days yet used in the learned professions throughout Europe. The present English 
names are derived from the Saxon

lhe Roman t aieniar, which has, in great part, been adopted by almost all 
nat'on-, i- -ta|cd ta hsve liven introduced bv Romulu*, the founder of this city. 
He dialed the ye»r into ten month* only, Mira, Apuiis, Matas, lunfub, 
Qmntiln, ( ifterwsrds called Johns.) Sextihs, (afterwards called Augustus,) 
September, Otiohei, November, December. Alar, Maine. Qumtius. apd October, 
contained Si days mdeathof the six other months 30 days, *o that the ten 
month* comprised 3t’4 day* the year ot Romulus wa*, therefore, ol fUiJay*' 
lgss duration fh*a the lunar year, aod of 01 days less then the *plai year , and its 
commfr cement of course did not cor>e*pond with ?ny fixed sfpaoo* Nu na 
Pomn l u* correct? 1 th - calendar, hv adding two mrvq^hs Januanitg, and.lVbrUdti* 
ns, which he placed bdoie Mars Julius l rn-ar, being desirous to render the cafe ntlar 
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stilt more correct, consulted the astronomers of his time, who fixed the sofar year 
as 365 days, 0 hours, comprising, as they thought, the period from one vernal 
eqmnojc to another. The six hours were set aside, and at the end .ot four years, 
forming a day, die fourth year was made to consist of ^66 days The day thus 
added, was called intercalary, and was added to die month of February, by doubling 
the 2 Itli of that month, or according to their way of reckoning. . the biith of the 
Calends ol .March. Hence the year was called Bissextile. This almost perfect 
anangemenf, which was denominated the Julian style, prevailed generally 
throughout the Christian world, till the time Pope Gregory XII I. The Calender 
of Julius Csesar was defective in this particular; that the solar year, consisting 
of 365 days. 5 hom*, and 49 minutes, and not of 365 days, 6 hours, as was supposed 
in the time of Julius Cssar ; there was a difference between the apparent year and 
thereat year, of eleven minutes, Thi* difference at the time ot Giegory XIII., 
had amounted to ten entire days, the vernal equinox falling on the 1 1 ill, instead 
ot the 2 Ut of March, at which period it fell correctly at the time of the Council 
of Nice, in ihe year 32^. To obviate this mconvmience, Gregory ordained, ill 
1582, that the l5ih October shnuM lie counted instead of the 5di. for the future; 
and to pievent the reruirence ol this error, it was fuither' 'determined that the 
year beginning a century, should not be bissextile, with the exception of the 
beginning ot e3ch fourth ren'uiy- Thus. 71M» ami 1800 have not been bissextile, 
nor will l900beso; but the year200<i will be bissextile- In this manner, three days 
are retieodied in lour hundred years; because the lapse of the eleven minute* 
makes three days in about that period. The year of the calendar is thus made, &• 
nearly as possible, to conespond with the true solar year; and future errors of 
chronology aie avoided. a 

The adoption of this change, which is called the Gregorian, or New Style, 
(the Julian being called the Old Style,) was for some tune resisted by states not 
under the authority of the Seeof Rome. The change of the style in F.ug!.ihd,' was 
established by an Act of Parliament pasted in 1762. It was then enacted, thatJht 
year should commence on the i«t of January, instead of March 25th; and that ita 
the year 175*. th*- d-*ys should be numbered as usual until September <4. when the 
day following should be accounted the 14t> of September, omitting 1 1 days. Tha 
Gregoiian principle of droping one day in every hundredth year, except the fourth 
hundredth, was also enacted. The alteration was. tor a long time, oppo-ed by the 
prejudices of individuals ; and even now. with ‘ome persons the Old Style is so 
pertinaciously adhered to, that rents are made payable on the old quarter days, in- 
stead of the new. For ihn reason, and not in deference to the pu-judice, the old 
festivals are mentioned in the Hrtt:*h Ahnunuc. The Russians still retain the Old 
Style, thu- creating an inconvenience in their public and commercial intercom** 
with other nations, which, we trust, that the growing intelligence of the people 
will eventually correct. 

During the period in which France was a Republic, the authorities introduced 
an entire change in the calendar, which was in exigence mi*re than twelve years; 
and is important to be noticed, as alt the pub'ic at is of the French nation wvre 
dated accoiding to this altered style. The National Convention, by a decree of 
the 5th October, 1793, established a new Era. whirh was called, in the place or 
the Christian sra, the eia of the French. The enmmem ement of each year, of 
the first “ Veii'limiaire,” was fixed at the midnight commencing the day, 0 i*> which 
the autumnal equinox fell, as determined at the observatoty at Pans. Thi< era 
commenced on the 22nd of September. 1792, of being the epoch of the found* To* 
of the Republic ; hut its establishment vvum nut decreed dll the 4ih •• fTimaire" 
of the year It. (4»h November, 1793). Two davs afterwards the public acts 
were thus dared. This calendar existed till the 10th “ Nivose,*’ yenr X I V. (tho 
3isi December, 1305,) wheu the Gregorian mode of computation was restored.

EXPLANATORY NOTES FOR THE YEAR, 

1. Dominical Letters. —-T he seven days, of the week, reckoned as beginning 
An the 1st of January, are designated by the ftist seven letters of the alphab+x, A, 

B, C, I), E, F, (J ; and the one of these, which denoti?. v unday, is the dunam c«l 
letter. Thus, if the year begin on Sunday, A 13 ihe dominical letter; if it befciu 
cm Monday, that lexer is G ; if on Tuesday, it is F; and so on generally I n 
find thedomuncal letter, call New Year’s Da-v A., the next day H . and so on 
till you come to the first Sunday, and the letter that answers to it, is the dominical 
letter. Jf there were • 64 days, or exactly 52 weeks in the year, the deirtmcal 
itfier would be always the ( same ; but the year contains 36.i£ daysman etoes-s 
of l£ day over 52 weeks The day is taken into the account every year, and the one 
fouilh makes a day in every four yearn; so that the dominical letter, falls back- 
ward one letter loi each of die three years, in which the date or number of the 
year cannot be divided, without remainder, by 4, and. (wo Utters every fomtb 
year, when the date can be so divided ; as in the year 1828, it is divisible by 4, and, 
therefore, Febiuaiy will contain 9 days. I he year began on Tuesday ; count 
forward Tuesday* to Sunday, inclusive, is six days; and the sixth letter from A 
inclusive is F. Thete'ore at fust, F in the dominical letter; but the 29th ol Fe* 
bruaiy, which is added, or intercalated, throws the 1 st day ol March a day later 
ill the week than it would otheiwiso have been ; and, thereioie, the Sunday lexer 
far March and all the remaining months will he 1C. The years which have the 29 
days in February, and the two dominical letters are called bi»ettiles. for the ie.isi.u 
already given or leap years ; because the day of the month, alter Februaiy, leap* 
over a day of the week. In law, the sltth and ^9ib of February are accounted one day 

2. Trie Goldrn Numukr. At the end of every nineteen years the new and 
fuM moons happen at very neatly the same times of the year. 'Ihe ancient* dis- 
covered thia aud reckoned i he nineteen years, or “cycle ol ihe moon 1 ' 39 it is 
tilled, so that it terminated the year before the Clutsiian era Till* cycle was 
maiked by the Greeks with lelteis of gold. Therefore, to find the golden number 
o; number of the year in iliis cycle, add 1 io the date; divide by 19: the quoti- 
ent in the number of cycles of the moon since the birth of Christ, and remainder 
is the golden nntnber ; «9 the presem yeai is 18?8, add I, is 1829; divide by id, 
is 9d cycles, ipd there remains 5. the golden number. 

3. Tier Cycle of the lithe number of years that elapse before the 
Sundavs throughout the year, happen on the same days of the month. If thue 
were .3(3* days in the year, lhat would happen every year; if 36a, it would happen 
every sev nib year; but because the one fourth ot a day makes an alteration ot i 
day every fourth year, the cycle must extend to 28 years. Nine yeats of this evde 
had elapsed before ihe birth ol Christ. •Therefore, to find the cycle of the sun, 
add 9 io the dale divide by 28 ; ihe quotient is the number of cycles since the hixh 
0# Christ, and ihe remainder is the cycle of the suri ; as, for the year 1828, add 9.

4 The Epact is the moon's age for Ihe first day of January, or the equation 
between the beginning of the solar and tiie lunar year.

THE DAYS OF THE CALENDAR. 

JANUARY. 

1. New Year's Day.— The ancient popular cu«uqrpg collected ,with N*ew 
Year's Day, Sham-tide, May day Christmas, and other festivals, wjll. belli**- 
tjaied in a fpiure “ Companion to the Almanac.’ 1 
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1. Circumcision,-*- This festival was orginally railed the Octave of Christ- 
mas; and the firm mention lound of it is in the year 407. It was instituted by the 
Church, to commemorate the ceremony under the Jewish law. to which Christ 
sqhmiiteU, ou the eigh'h <lay of the nativity ; and was introduced into (he Liturgy 
of the Church ol England in $)0. 

6. Epiphany.— The word Epiphany signifies appearance or apparition. This 
festival is kept in commemoration ol the “ Manifestation” ol the Saviour of man- 
kind to the Gentiles and appears to have been first observed as a sepaiate feast 
io the yesi 813. The primitive t bristians celebrated the Feast of the Nativity 
for twelve days, observing the first and last with the greatest solemnity. From 
the pircumsiance of this festival being twelve days alter Christmas, it ^vulgarly 
called “ Twelfth days.*’ 

8. Plough Monday is the first Monday after the Epiphany, and received this 
appellation from its having been fix led upon by our forefathers, as the period 
when they returned to the duties of agriculture, alter the festivities of Christmas. - 

SO. King Charles t he First's Martyrdom. —The death of Charles I., is cele- 
brated .as a fast of the Church. 

FEBRUARY. 

7. Pitri/Scafion.-This day is kept in the reformed Church, as a solemn festi- 
val, in memory of the Pur fication of the Viigin JMaiy, who submitted to-lhe in- 
junction of the law. under which she lived, and presented the infant’ Jesus in the 
Temple. The festival was celebrated in the Christian Churches with an abun- 
dance of light, and was originally called “ Candlemas Pay,” as well as the Day 
of Purification. The practice ol lighting the Churches has been discontinued in 
thn country since the second year ol Edward the VI. In the Romish Church, 
the original name and all ns attendant cerimonies, are still retained. 

' 8. Scptuagesima Sunday.— Sepiuagesnna Sunday, is a Sunday dependen 
upon Lent as that season is upon Ka-ter. It is to be considered as the prepara 
don for the fast of Lent. Its observation was instituted by Pope Giegory the 
Great. The name of the first Sunday in Lent having been distinguished by the 
appellation of Quadtagc-ima. and the three .weeks preceding, having been appro- 
priated to lhe.gradual introduction of the Lent Fast, the three Sundays of these 
weeks were called by names significant of Heir situation *. and reckoning by De- 
codes (tenths) , the Sunday preceding Quadragesima, recieved its present title 
of Quinquagesitaa, the second Sexagesima, and the third Septuagesima. 

14. St. Valentine. - The practice of “ choosing a Valentine,” as it is called 
on this day, is too well known 10 need explanation. 'I he origin of this custom has 
been much controverted; it is indisoutab'y ol very ancient date. Valentine was 
a presbyter of the Church, who suffered martyrdom under Claudius li. at Rome, 
A, D. 271- 

18, Shrore Tuesday,- After the people had made the confession required at 
this season, by tbe dicipime ol the ancient Chuich, they were permitted to indulge 
ip festive amu«emenN, although not allowed to partake of any lepast beyond the 
usual substitute' for flesh ; and hence arose the custom, yet pit-served, of eating 
pancakes and tritiers at Shrovetide. On these days ol authorized indulgence, the 
most wanton recreations were tolerated, provided a due regard was paid to the 
abstinence commanded by the Church ; and from this origin sprang the Popish 
Carnival. From the loose pastimes ot the age in which the Carnival originated, 
are also to be traced the neatly exploded diversions of cock-fighting, and cock- 
throwing, 

‘25. Ash Wednesday — The primitive Christians did not commence their 
Leftt, until the Sunday now called the first in Lent. Pope Felix HI, ,inthe year 
487, first added the four days preceding the old Lent Sunday, to complete the 
number of fasring days to forty. Gregory the Great introduced the sprinkling of 
antics on the fiisl ot the four additional days, which give it the name of Dies Cine- 
rum, or Ash Wednesday. At the Reformation,’ this practice was abolished, “ as 
being a mere shadow, or vain show." 

34. Mid lent •Sunday. — This day received its appellation, because it is the 
middle Sunday between Quadragesima and Easter Sunday. )t is by some called 
the Mothering Sunday, a term expressive pi the -ancient u*ag«of visiting the-Mo- 
there, or Cathedral Churches ot the seyeiat dioceses, when voluntary offerings 
were made, which are now called Easter Offetiags.

17. St. Patrick St. Patrirk. from the eminent services ho rendered. the 
Irish, m converting them from idolatry is called i tie Apostle andtVhtr of the 
Hibernian Church, and is the Patron or tutelar saint ol that bland. 

25. Annunciation or Lady Day. — 'I lie reformed Church celebrates this 
day as a joyful fwsnval from the counVxton between the circumstance commemo- 
rated, and the incarnation. 11 Our Lady'’ie the ancient aud popular name df the 
Virgin iVJary. 


APRIL. 

5. Palm Sunday.— Palm Sunday is the Sunday preceding Raster, or the 
last Sunday iu Lent. In the ancient Church Palm Sunday, with the whole of 
the week, wliieii it commoners was held m stuct devotion, an deserved with 
greater rigour as to fasting and humiliation than any other part ot the Lent seasou. 
The festival lommarnoraies our Saviour’-, irimnph.il entry into Jerusalem, when 
blanche* of palm were spread before Inn). 

Id. Ootid Friday.-* From ill* earliest records of Chnstianily, this day has 
been hold has a suleino f«*si, in reincnmrance ol the Crucifixion. Its appeUatmti 
ol Uuod, appears to be peculiar to the Church of England. Our Ssku'r forefathers 
denominated rt Long Eiiday, bom the length of the oftices and fastings on that day. 

14, Paster Sunday is a moveable festival, held in commeinoraiion of , the 
lUfcuirycuop, atid being the most important and most ancient in observance, 
governs the vvh.de ol the oilier moveable feasts throughout the year. 

Id. Man nd a y Ikutsdny .— Edward III in the yeai iSti'L appears to bavo 
been the first English inonai eh, who introduced into this country. »be practice ot 
feeding, clodnog, and distributing money to indigent persons on Miiuuday Thuis- 
day.

Tire 
next year, the Order of the Garter was established, dedicated to St, George;

fi. Christmas- Day.— Christmas Day is a festival of the Church, universally 
observed on the ~6th December, in memory ot the Nativity of our Saviour ; 
ami it lias been denominated Christ Mass irom i tie appellauve, Christ, having been 
added to the name ol Jesus, to express that he was the Messiah, or the Anointed. 

26. St. Stephen. — lie nm.* the first martyr to the ChrMian faith. Lardner 
and Doddrnige think his death was rathei the effect of popular fuiy than the 
result of a legal sent« nee. 

27 . St. John the Evangelist.— This festival is kept to commemorate the 
slaughter of the Jewish children hy Herod. This is also called Childemus-Day 
(from Child and Mass,) on account ol the Musset saul ia the Romish Church f»: 
the souls of innocents. 


THE CELESTIAL PHENOMENA OF THE YEAR. 

It is impossible for any one. learned, or unlearned, to live through the year; 
or even through the months or the day, without noticing the influence wh«ch ihe 
changing positions of the heavenly bodies, have upon lijs own condor l, and upon 
Ihe staieof all things aiound him. I lus is the booh of wonder* which, at the -fiut 
dawning of reason, both individuals and nations, attempt to read. It rs always 
open; no perception is so dull as not to he aide to trace its gieater lines; ami, 
fioin the magnitude of these, and the unerring certainly of their recurrence at 
Ihepr regular times, and the changes i which they ptoduce upon every thing that 
grows or lives, U is difficult to imagine the existence of a mind, so incurious a* 
not to from to itself some theory of flieir nature and causes. 

Tn a country like 'England, where the changes arc so frequent, and the e n 
tract eo striking, the subject 13 constantly, belore every body ; and I,-- it in cil-y o- 
on common, m hall or in hot, ihe season, the day. and th* 1 wither, are among 
the very fiiet topics of conversation. If even, in ill* re it Me ol a crowded cPy, 
where nature ts, asrt wlieie, excluded, .and man and art »u!e supreme,— if ther**, 
amid all the dis{ ^ys of maoutactuie. ail tb« b u - 1 1 <* and uccui tenets ot soCiet.y, 
and ali the n^ws ot nations, the phenomena ol M*r rlay and the ynn can 
the attention, how mm h cno»e must they do t this, ro riie people who are scat- 
tered over the cnunti y, and spend mos^ ol therr i me in the ,‘p«*n art I I o oil tuev*. 
that volume, of which the Almanac is Uwi index , is -a daily book to man; and 
especially to those who haye not luff' the advantages of education, ir is the 
only book. 

A subject, the-appearanre of which force themselves- upon the ■notice of all. 
Lot of which the philosophy lied in the depths ot science, mi.:*t he *he wean* 
■either of great godd or. of great evil; for, 'upon any subject that interest* -tpa 
Wad powerfully, if knowledge b« not planted superstition i&suie to gpiivig up *»f 
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it own accord. That lie who knows nothing may be made to believe any ifiinf, 
is found to be a maxim of but too general truth ; and upon no subject lias ns 
truth been more trcquenly verified ihpn >pon tile one under consideration. In 
the eaily ag*** of the world, and before revelation had substituted a moral and 
intellectual system (or an ideal and superstitions one the phenomena of the year 
and more especially the luminaries iliat are attendant upon and produce these 
phenomena were acknowledged and worshipped as gods— substituted in the place 
ofMlittt who<e i(is truments they aie, and who implanted in them those properties 
and aligned them those motions, in const-queues ot which they produce there 
effects. In moulding them for this purpose, there is no itoubi that the artful par. 
nob of society employed all iheir cunning, in o»der to enslave the minds oi ihe 
multitude, and enable themselves 10 piofii by the dsrkuesk which they occasioned. 
But ii t!i« >unject itself had not been the best adopted for superstition, the very 
cunning winch made use of u would have necessarily chosen that which answered 
its purpose' betieis, (So lar, however, as research can be made into the early 
history ot mankind the sun the moon, and such stars as have any thine remaika- 
bfo in their appeaiattre, have been the find objects of adoiatton; and that adora- 
tion has always been the more marked, in pioportion as the appearance ot the 
luminaries have been il c moie varied. We find it much more in the Laplander 
and the lutuhtunl of Greenland who have their mouths ot summer's day and 
winter's rught, than we do in tho-e tropical countries where the day is always ok 
nearly the same length and where flooding raiu and burning drought are the chief 
phenomena that very the year. 

But the superstitious adoration of the celestial appearance is -not confined, to 
the early and ba'baious stale of nations. When this superstition was expelled 
from religion and the luminaries were deprived of iheir godship, they did not at 
once lose the whole of their lousequence ; but held then place as the agents and 
arbiters ol human destiny. Upon (Ins arose a system of superstition, which left 
.iiot t thin* in nature, si member of the human body or an event of human life 
upon which it did nut lay hold. The individual bodies had each their special 
virtues* their good or their bad influence; these were modified by the grouping ot 
he stais into constellations and trom the positions of the sun, moon, and planets 
among these there aiose other. .Compound influences till the system became as 
complicated as it was ridiculous., So firmly was this believed at one time, that 
nothing could be done or undertaken without a previous consultation of stars, to 
find ouJL whether il was their pleasure that Ihe issue should be prosperous; and 
the aspect Of the stais at a man’s birth was admitted to have ten times as much 
influeuee upon hi* success in life, as Ins talents, his education, and his conduct. 
Indeed It had much more ; (or if it was uot the pleasure of the stars-aod the 
revealing of that was committed entirely to the astrologer -the man could not ant, 
or he educated^ or even bpim If one wished to know whether any substance 
would answer any purpose, he did uot try it. he consulted the moon ; and il any 
thing was lost search wa<* not made tor it the uioou was questioned through the 
medium of the astrologer, who always contrived, by his confederates lp.be m 
possession of as many lost things as kept up the credit oF the cratt. 

By this most absurd system of superstition the reason and common sence of 
the people were rendered completely useless ; and which was far worse the foun- 
dation of morality was completely taken away,— because, if Ihe success or the 
failure the good or the had of human actions, did uot depend upon men them- 
selves, hut upon an unerring destiny, to he read in the aspect ol the siais there was 
ati eml of all virtue and attempting, to do lightly ; because, as the destiny was 
fixed, no effort on the part of the man could alter it— indeed be could make n« 
effort, unless (hat was also set down in the aspect of the heavens at bis nativity. 

■' When superstition hadfihns deployed both the intellectf&nd the moral# of 
mankind, the absuidmssinto which it’led them were endless ; and as any subject 
in’, order to be wondemi at, requires only to be incomprehensible, the defusipn J>e- 
came vei y general; Nor is it yet eradicated. Language contributes a fittle to tfiis ; 
tvfcd the well informed talk about '* siaijffe^ini “ destinies." and ihofce who have 
Ijitfe information believe that these words have a Uteial signification. The disposi- 
lion whir (Tail people have to pry into the futme also (ends to perpetuate ’ this .su- 
pferstition . The proper key to the futuie is inducioa fiotnibe past ; but the proper 
$aetd that supposes habits of observing and reasoning which cahaui yet be regard" 
eJ’aS' general arnohg the people of any country; so, they who cannot aplicipatq.ihe 
tetuiTi by connecting it with the present and (he past, still follow after the dele- 
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siou not only of astrologers-rmoon-aiid'gtar but fortune-telling impostors 

of all sorts; and the delusion is helped 4o be, perpetuated. by* those publications 
in which the nonaence of astrology is stjll retailed to «b« public. 

These circumstances rentier it necessary that the phenomena of the yeai should 
be explained in the most s'tnple and philosophic manner that the real causes .of 
those phenomena shonld be made palpable to the mopt oidmary capacity; and 
that it should be plain to every one, lhal there is no mysiery ; n the mailer. ---that 
the revolutions of the heavenly bodies produce the appeaisnces of the season*, 
and nothing moie. The motives ol these have, in Uct, no more influence Upon 
the couduct and the destinies of mankind than the motion ol a ruer towards the 
sea, or the fall of a stone to the ground, when it is not borne up by some thin# 
that can support ns weight ; and it would he just «9 rational to calculate the 
natrvnyol a man from the nio'ion of the I homes towards the sea as from the 
motion of the moon or the planets. Nay. the revolution of a roach wheel upon 
the road had juat as much to do with human d«6tiny as the motion ol the heavenly 
bodies; and when, in its revolution upon the dial, the mtnnie hand of a clock 
passes over the hourhand, that has just as much influence upon the fare of nations 
or individuals as an eclips ol (he sun or the moon. 

With the exception of the light and heat produced by the sun* and the light 
of the moon, and still fainter illumination ot the stars, there h no reason to infer 
that the celestial bodies exert any influence, other than that of gravitation, upon 
the eaith itself; and as their influence is wltollv of a physical nature, it can have 
po effect whatever upon the minds or conduct of men, any more than can be pro- 
duced by the natural or artjfinal motion of any Other substances. 80 far as the 
luminaries make men moresor |e*s comfortable at the time they have an influence 
—as the genial temperature of the day raises the spirits in the same way, and to 
the same extent that they are raised by a similar temperature of a common fife; 
or the light of the moon enables a man to find his way at night, just in the same 
way as lie would find it by the same degree of lamp light ; but beyond these 
phtsiral effects, there is, and there’ can be, nothing. If the luminary is at the 
same distance, shines for the same length of time at the same height above the 
horizon, it matters not in what sign of the zodiac or in what part of the heavens 
it may make its appearance, a riy more than ii signifies whether the fire by which 
one is warmed, or the lamp hy which one is lighted, is one of the east or (ft* 
west ol 8t. Paul’s; and 11 would be just as philosophical 10 calculate the tutor* 
destiny ol a man bom the " boftse” in which he happened to be boro, as fiom 
the 4 ' house” of the planets ai the time of his bn t hr. indeed it would he much 
more so, for if intelligence mid good sense happen to be lords of the* ascendant in 
the house of the parent, they aie very rational grounds for predicting the fdtiif* 
welfare ot the child; and so. aNo ignorance dissipation, and vice in (he patent 
are far more malignant experts tor the iniani that has the misfortune to be boro 
under them, than anv configuration which either the stars, or any thing else out 
of any family can assume. 

There was a lime when not the people merely hut the titled and the learned* 
were thrown into the greatest consternation by an eclipse of the «jn or ipoon» or 
the appearance of a comet or the aurora borealis. And why ? Becausethey are of 
comparatively rare occunencea and when mankind do not know the rational cause 
of any thing, the.v always from to themselves a superstitious one A candle is' to 
the inmates ol a room at night whai the suni« to the inhabitant of the eart.h du- 
ring the day; it gives them light, ami, W the flame he large enough it grves them 
beat, if, too, there be a minor upon the wall and the candle be so placed as that 
the light reflected by the mirror is throne into a room which the candle does not 
illuminate, the mirror will give a sort of moonlight to any one who happens to ft* 
there. Now. if one of the family were to stand be 1 ween anpihef of the family 
and ifte candle, the candle- their sun fpr the time-wou'd be just as mnch eclip- 
sed to the One from who«e sight it wire' hidden, as the. sup of |he world is when 
the moon comes between it and the earth \ ( and so s Iso* if any one pipped tumset* 
ip such manner, as that hie shadow fell upon the mirror, that mirror-- the Jemflof 
rary fiiohn of those in the dark chamber— would W just as much eclipsed, as lb* 
moon of the world is when the earth, comes between it and the sun, deprives H jof 
the fight of that luminary, and prevents tt from reflecting that light to the cart ft 
Well is there any pet pot) jo his senses 4 haf would Ray, that because , one of a family, 
lAd come between another and the candle, or between the candle and the looking 
glam, that some direful calamity would befal the family, or that they would

ih* ennswjtoeocerjuAt ftietmoned are prfctfdefy of theVaoie nature with the vcltp«t* 
oi die ami and moon *, and from iheir nearness they have ptut'h more effect on the 
inhabitants of the cottage than the celestial 6neh can have upon the inhabitant* 
oi the eaitb. A temporary want of lightisihe whole effect in both rasp* ; and 
as that of ihe celespal eclipse »' novel so complete aa r in the case of the (audio 
and the minor, it is, except as a matter of curiosity, Or as fixing a point of lime, 
oi much less consequence than the other. 

With regard, again, to a comet, it is much the same as if one were*lo come 
into- the room with a burning torch or taper and then go out again ; an occurrence 
winch . could do no harm, unless the bearer of the torch were to run against «ume- 
ivody or set fire to the house. So also, if the comet be a solid substance, and if 
» 4# light which it emits be of the burning kind, (for comets aie so distant, and 
continue so short a time, that we are unable to be certain about their nature,) it 
might if it came in contact with the earth, shatter it as a cannon ball shatteis a 
house, or born it as a red-hot short or a shell does ; but as long as we are out of‘ 
us way, we are. just as safe, from harm as we would be if we stood on a. high cliff 
and saw rockets let off ten miles at sea. A rocket let off in Yanxlwll Gardens 
has just as much influence on the late ol nations and individuals, as all the comils 
tfiat ever appeared ; 'and if the slick of the rocket happened to iall upon any 
body, it would have a good deal more. 

There was a time when the “ Jaek-oMhe-lantern”— inflammable air over a 
fen, a piece of rotten wood, or a putrid fish— both of which, in a certain state of 
ipUeuness, give out a gas which becomes luminous, was accounted as something 
alarming; but as every bungler in chemistry ran now produce the same appear* 
ances whenever he pleases, they have ceased to be regarded with any degree of 
apprehension. 

Alfthese. follies, with which people wasted their time, disturbed their imagi* 
nations, and made themselves uneasy, resulted Irom the want ol a little — a vety 
liith-^ober and independent thinking. Effects must he similar to their causes; 
And every subject which is matter cannot affect the minn in any other way than 
by affecting the body. The arsenic which lies buried a mile under ground, or 
that which is contained in the stores ol the Apothecaries' Company, is just as 
deidfy in its na* are as that which has, by accident, crime, or madness, got /mo- 
ths human stomach. Hut while it remains there it polsoos nobody; and lW-u gh, 
by continually alarming himself about it, a man of weak mind might, itt time, 
brjng himself to he lievo that it would ; and though this should injure his health, 
of even, frighten him to death the aisenie would he quite innocent of the matter. 
Whai would wen the most ignorant man now living think, if he were told, that 
it a pinch of gunpowder were to he stolen from the stores of the Grand SVgnior, 
brought to London, and burned according to the rules ol art, it would instantly 
blow up all the magazines in Turkey l Well, there was a time when the belief of 
such au influence in powder was far mo»e prevalent than that ot the influence 
of the appearaqqes of the year upon human life and fortune is now. 

' The sun, and moon and the planets and stars, are merely niasses of matter-^ 
tbanimate, and, of course, without any power rf thinking and acting as whoris-* 
lhdtffeft they may have different classes of growing and living beings upon them, in 
the same way tliai the earth has; and it may be, that while we are fiightening 
ourselves with the changing phases of the moon, the people pri that luminary are. 
in the iamb alarm at our planet. Bui bodiefc placed at so gieat a, distance froth 
each other, as'the planels and stars *te, can haye tio Influence upon each olhef, 
savin# that of gravitation, and light and heat, which will, of course, change' with 
eVpey change of position and distance. As, if the moon be far north 19 the sky, 
j,t?wjll be longer w up." or above the lioriton, to us in these dorthern latitudes; 
if 'it by near to the gun. on the eastern side it wili shine in the early part of the 
night 4, if if he near, on the western aide, it will shine in the latter part of the night 
if ill bh directly opposite to the sun, it williiCjeal aa farnorthi* the sky, rise At, 
s^iwtsndsetai sunrise j if it be farther jjj&nh, it will rise before the suit sets,.

ojie new moon to another. All the variations, ol appearances, eclipses sod 'Other 
phenomena, recur ip a period of about nineteen yeats j andany of them m^ho 
fore toid by one who has a knowledge of astronomy* * 

There are some other particulars tti the moon’s appearance, upon, which 
superstition is still api to lay hold, and predict, il not something as to human lit*', 
at least something anout the weathei which is a let tile subject lor imposture. - One 
ot them is the position of the cusps, or points, of the new moon when first seen'. 
These are, always both. at equal distances bom the sun, and, of eoume, Iheu Stand' 
iog straight, or leaning backwards, or torwaiqa, depends upon the . distance Wat 
the moon iS north or south of. the sun, Auy one can see this by a very simple 
ettpeifment. Take an orange ot an apple, or any thing round, and hold it inyonr 
left hand between you and the caudle, only as tar to the leit as that the light wit t 
shine on a part of it in the shape ot a new moon. Tina moon may be nm> r h 
narrower or broader, acocoidiug as you hold it nearer or fuuher trian the IK,«* 
between you and the candle. If you hold it just as high as the candle, the >lum <vf 
the points will be upright; il you move it higher the candle, the, line will lean 
backwards, more ami rnoie as it is raised; and il you move it down lower than, the 
audio, the line will lean forward, more and more as u isloweied* 

Two other peculiarities of the moon, that occasion a good deal of speculation 
among those who aie ignorant of the causes aie, " the harvest moon,” 'in Septem- 
ber, and “ the hunter’s moon/' in March ; the foimcr ,ot which, when near the 
lull, rises for severa! nights at nearly the same hour, and the letter, at the panto 
age, is equally lemarkahle tor the difference between the tunes of us rising. The 
moon moves neatly to the same distance from the »uu every day, but it, proves in 
a path, the one-halt of which is much nearer the north than the other ; r and Jtfejs 
is the case also with the apparent annual path of the 'sun ; Ui.it luminary appear- 
ing much nearer to the north in summer than in winter. Thus, wip'd the ino.ojrv i* 
moving northward at the most rapid rate, it escapes from the horizon northward* 
and rises earlier ; and when it moves southward at the most repaid rate, it ap- 
proaches to the horizon, and sets earlier. The full moon can^ he in tlto, former 
position only in September or October, and In the latter iu March or April; and 
hus the harvest and hunter's moons are occasioned. . ' ^ 

Such aro the principal changes in the moon's appearance; they are* all to bo 
explained upon the simple fac'd of the motions, of the moon and thh earth raqd, 
herefore, they neither have, nor can have, any of those influences which aupersti- 
ion, the child ol ignorance, ascribes to them , 

The planets being all much more remote from the eatfh than the moon is/aqA 
having little difference in ihnir appearances. saving What arises from tfieVf oWn 
motions and that of the earth round the sun, have Imle about*' them that ' claims 
attention, as connected with the appearances of the year. Influence upon the 
earth, upon the changes of the seasons, or upon any thing that in any way affects 
the comfort or the ordinary pursuits of mankind , they have none whatever: and 
therefore, the explanations of their appearances and motions fnay very properly 
bq left to the study of astionomy. 

Thus, the only tiling that remains in order to complete this simple notice of 
the phenomena of tl»e year, is some account of the annual appearance^ of lho 
sun— that grand aourse of light, aud life, and enjoyment, to all the animal and 
vegetable tribes. 

In order that the whole may bo clearly understood by those who have hot 
jmuch knowledge <tt geography and astronomy it may not be improperjto begin 
with the apparent revolution of the heavens, evety day, as arising from ibt real 
rotation ot the earth* When a found body, iuch as »n orance. at a brlltard barff, 
is made to whirl round in tlm same place upnh the table, by spinning it, although 
there may be no mark upon it. one can easily perceive that there is one point in 
the middle of the upper part ol it, round Which all the rest (urns, just a« a wheel 
turns upon an axle; and if one could see it from below, there would be ibhnd^a 
similar poinbiu the middle of the under part, round which rh<» whole would-be 
seen to turn. These infixed point’s would be the poles of the ball ot orance j'ihriil 
iF we imagine a tine drawn from |be foe, through the centre to tW other, 
would be the u-n* of rotation. The earth turns round fioin west to east every 
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ti4Mvtf.foiir hoMr8. in theory aame,„manoer;..ottly, instead of being supposed 
upon any thing (ike the b»'f or the orange, ft is kept in it* place by the mutual 
. attrac tion between it jand the'sun., If we make a little mark any wl^re upon the 
ball, and imagine ouiselvts Lb be jiving there, the candle which stand* anil upon 
i tie table w^ujlfl aupeas |o move in the contrary dmettbu to that of ihe ball. If 
(be cpmlje.be he'd ju.-t as high as the middle of the halt, the mark, wherever we 
place it, (say in the upper part, half way to the centte or pole.) will pass one* 
haK ©jPiis, revolution through the light of the handle, ami the o'hor half not. If 
, the ruarkbeme still tn the same place) ihe candle be raised higher up than the 
centre o( the hall or (which will haVe just the same effect) tf the ball is put lower 
down ’iban the candle, the, mark will pas* through the light for a longer time of 
each rotation than it is in the dark ; and if the candle he 1 held lurthet down than 
* the centre of the bail, or the bait raised bustier than the centre ol the^eand'e, the 
mailt will pass through the light for a shorter time than it does ihiough .the daik- 
ness on the other side. Also, the increase of light in the former case, and the 
decrease in th*». latter, will be the greater, the farther the centre ol the ball is 
below or above the candle, and the, nearer the mark if. to the poie 01 point round 
which the upper port of the hall seems to turn. If we call the upper pole ot the 
b&JHbe nor th pole the mark (rather more than a third ol ihe upper hall from that 
pole) any plane in the British islands; and suppose the ball to he the earth, and 
the candle the suo, we have before us the whole principles of the motions that 
‘ ploduce the changes ol the seasons. 

Yftt have only to im igine a level plane, or even flats Miffare, to pass through 
.the <fenlre o*’ the sun : lhat.tlie exi* upon winch the earth lurns ioond is always 
ypri /if to that place ; that the orbit, or path which the earth moves m riuiwg the 
1 jeer, lies, one-half' of it above the plane, and i he other below: and ifaat this mbit 
lias an inclination, or mnkes on angle of about twenty three degree* and a half 
i^ith the plane each way , then »f we further imagine. that the nutili pole of the 
' earth i4 upper most gnd that the eaith, in moving round the bunt from west tu east, 
”peff«fm»as : mauy roidtions as tltere are dayiiri a year, we *lialt have the whole 
sheens of explaining the changes of the season*. 

..If we imagine that the point at which the earth is highest above the fH<el 
plane passing through the centre of the sun, is immediately before us and nearest 
to us,i then. ihe point at which it meets the level plane. »n descending, will be the 
one farthest to the right of the sun ; that where the earth is farthest below the level 
plane will he the one at the greatest distance, and right before u* ; and that at 
^h|H| tWe earth meets the level plane in ascending towards us, will he the one 
most remote from the sun on our left hand. 

The first of these points will be the shortest day to those in the northern he- 
misphere; and lor the quartet pf a year from that to the second point, the diy 
' herd,’ will always be less than twelve liouts, and the night more. 

‘the second pbint will he the vernal eqmnoir,- equal day and night- in ihe 
eprtog; ami m the quarter from thence to the third point, the days in the northern 
hemisphere will always be more than twelve hours, and the night* Icbb. 

The third point will be the midsummer, or longest day, in the northern bemit- 
■'phere ; and iu (he quarter from that to the fourth point, the day will be again mote 
than twelve hours, and the night less. 

The fourth point will be the autumnal equinox,— equal; day a,nd nightn 
autumn; and in the quarter from thence to the point at winch we, supposed ihe 
e^rtb to set out. the day witl be, as in the quarter first noticed, less than twelve 
hours, and the eight more. 

It is evident, that on the half of the surface which is round the other, or.aou.th 
^el#t the appearance* of the seasons will be quite reversed* , ,

X he whole gravitation toward the ajin is much greater than that toward tbe 
moon i but the mean distance uf the sun {9 about 20,000 times the half dia- 
meter o< the earth, while that of tbe moon is only 60 times ; end a* the disturb- 
ing forces are to the whole gravitations inversely as the cubes of those hum- 
hers, (they entering thw proportion three times as factors,) the disturbing fore* 
of fhe moon, that is, the foVoe by which the water becomes lighter when the 
modi! is over head, is about *4 times that of the snn.

Few persons ttre aware how very necessary a thorough vehUlntion iar.frt thd 
preservation of health. We preserve life without food for a ronaidentHle fi^e . 
hut keep na without air for a very few minute* and we cease to exist, It j* 
enough that we have air, we moat liave/resA air ; for the principle by whipb life 
ia supported is taken fr m the air during the act of breathing. One-fourth uhtyNif 
the atmosphere i* capable of supporting ife ; the remainder serves 1 o difife rJW" 
pure vital air, and render it more fit to be respired. A full grown man <ai e* 
into his lungs nearly a pint of air each time he hreaths; and when at rest, dip.

Hesides the contamination of the air from being breathed, there are 
matters which 1 tend tn depreciate its purity; these are the effluvia Coitstnntfv ' 
pnssiog off from the surface ot animal bodies, and the comh.istion of cun 4 ia» 
and -other binning substances On going into a bed room m h morning, shaft 1 
after'the occupant has lef his hed. though he he in perfect health, and babitualif v ‘ 
cleanly in his person, the sense 01 smelling never fails to he offended nitfrifr* 
odour of animal rfflnvia with which the atmosphere is charged.

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of its influence ; hut tbeu* unfortunately, an oir it (urndncet) by iU eowbugtiop, 
that ii a«i offensive, and equally unfit to support life as any air it can be used to 
remove, Theap expedients only serve to disguise tbe really offensive condition 
of tlie atmosphere. The only certain means of purifying the air of a chamber 
which i» actually occupied by a sick person, is by changing it in such a manner 
that the patient shall not be directly exposed to the draughts or currents. <. 

Chemistry has furnished the means of purifying the air of chambers. Id 
which persons have .been confined with contagions diseases, so,a# to destroy the 
noxious power of the effluvia generated in sauh situations, and thus of prevent- 
ing the disease ' from extending. This will be accomplished by attending, care- 
fully to tbe following directions : — 

Close on the windows ami doors of the room intended to be purified, except 
tin* one by which yon propose to retreat, and make np the aperture of the chim- 
ney or fire-place, except for about an inch or two at the bottom. Haying put 
three table spoonsful of common salt, ( muriate of soda,) rubbed fine, into a 
shallow dish, place it upou the floor of the apartment, —if each, a few not: qin- 
ders beneath it, the better; and than pour, at once , upon the salt, a quarter, 6jf 
a pint of strong oil of vitriol {sulphuric acid); retire, and close the room for 
forty-eight hours. Immediately tbe acid is poured upon th.e-stilt,a pungent va- 
pour* (chlorine,) is given out fieely, which is extremely unpleasant to breathe* 
and very destructive to roost metallic surfaces. It is on this account that thg 
operator should leave the apartment quickly, and that ail the iron ami bravq 
furniture should be previously removed. This vapour continues fanning for 
many hours, and diffusing itself completely through all parts oi the room, effec- 
tually destroys the matter on which infection depends. At the expiration ofujbajtf 
forty-eight hours, the room may be entered, tbe doors and windows thrown open, 
aud a fire made in the chimney, in order that the apartment may be perfectly 
ventilated- It may then be safely occupied- Tbe above quantity of salt, &c. iy 
quite sufficient tor a chamber of the usual size; for a much larger iooin, double 
the quantity, divided into two vessels, should be used. The oaeiely offensive odour 
oi sick rooms, or of any other apartments, may be readily corrected, by placing 
in them plates containing the chlorosodiac solution of Labaraque, which is now 
well known in this country. , 

But no fumigation will be of any avail in purifying stagnant air, or air that 
has been breathed till it has been deprived of ils vital part; such air ntpst^hc 
driven -out, when its place should be immediately supplied by the fresh, por» 
atmosphere. The readiest mentis of changing ihe air of an apartment is by light- 
ing a fire in it, and then throwing open the door and wiudqws; this will set 
tbe air 10 motion, by establishing a current up the chimney. The air which has 
»een altered hy being breathed is essential to vegetable life; aud plants, girled 
by the rays of the sun, have the power tq absorb it, while, they themselves, at, 
the same time give out pure vital air. The process, going on by day, the fe- 
vers* ol that described before, ns takiue place during the night, is continually pi 
operation, so that the purification of the atmosphere can only be prevented by its 
being preserved in a stagnant state. 

In the country, there are other circumstances which require to be attended 
to besides cleanliness in the house. and the free admission of the air into.it at 
all times. Care ought to he takea that nothiug be allowed to exist very near 
the bouse that can injure the purity of, or produce humidity in. the atmosphere^, 
heaps of putrifying vegetables, dunghills, pools and ditches of stagnant watc>, 
privies and open drains, furnish a constant supply. of tbe exhalations which 
produce fever, fo hot seasons, especially, every breeze in such neighbour- 
hoods most carry poison with it These tilings are modi too common before 
the doors of cottages, and even of large houses 7'iiose who build housp* (or the 
poor would do well to choose situations sufficiently elevated to allow the waters 
to bo drained off with facility: without this, they must stagnate and petrify to 
the danger of the health of the inhabitapts. -

NATURE AND USE OF CHRONOLOGY. 

The term Chronology is made np of two Greek words, C hr ones, “lime*” 
and Logos, literally u word,” or a description ;” so that the simplest definitions 
ils meaning is. tbe STORY OP tike.— or the narrative of the sacctsMion oi 
recorded events, in their proper order, noticing tbe portions of time that steps* 
bweteea them. 





NATURE AND USE OF CHRONOLOGY. 


As the past is out only safe guide /or tire pressor, end our only useful 'bey 
to the tuture, the story ot tune, or t be consideration of events, hi the order to 
which they happen, becomes a matter ot the utmost importance. Keen to our 
meibly historical knowledge, that is, our knowledge of the events themselves, 
end without auy reference to the comparison of them together, chronology i« 
important ; because, without that, our knowledge is not correct. Hut when 
we vyisff to turn our historical knowledge to a practical use, by reflecting upon 
the causes and results of human actions, chronology becomes indispensable, 
j he great practical use of past events is the effects that the antecedent event has 
upon the consequent ; and if we mistake the order of succession, (and where 
we have no information we are more likely to be wrong than right,) we are in a 
worse condition than if'wefriul no information whatever,— we are in a similar 
condition to a man travelling along the road from Loudon to Dover, in order to 
arrive at Liverpool, farther from the object we wish to arrive at, than if w* 
had not moved at all. 

N oar. men seldom take tbs first step* in any art or science, until they Are 
goaded On by necessity; and as the use of chronology is philosophical, and 
thus does not appear till men begin to compare the former events with the latter, 
and draw conclusions, it cannot he known among very illiterate nations, and 
could not be known in the early ages ot the world. The memories of inhabi- 
tants of the South Sea Islands do not extend backwards above an age or two; 
and even then they are vague, not agieed about the events themselves Or in- 
formed as to the intervals between them. Of the recorded events of the early 
ages, of the world, the information is so very uncertain, that the most acute and 
laborious inquirers into ihe subject are at variance. 

ttefore the story of time can be known, we must know semen hing of time 
itself; we must know how to compare two portions or periods of it, so as to be 
able to say either, that they are ol equal length, or that the one is longer than 
the other, and how much longer it is. In order to do tins, we must fix upon 
some standard of which the length is known ; and as we cannot keep a portion 
oT ti'tne hv us to apply to other portions as we do a standard pound for weight, 
or « standard bushel for dry measure, we must have recourse to some event 
which we have reason for believing duos not i-.ike up a longer period at one 
:i>i.e than at un< ther, - such a* (be rotation of the eaith upon-ats axis, the revi>- 
•luHon ot .he moon round the earth, or that oi the earth round the sun. Of the 
aMotu'e equality of any two portions of time, wlmteve/ may be the evgni hv 
whirh they are measured. We never can be cerium ; because we cannot be in 
possession ot two of' them at once so as to cornpme them together. If we can 
find rt > other difference between t lie events, we have no reason to beliavs that 
the times in which they happen are rtf different lengths; and this negative proet 
is all that we can get, lu using the measure** of time we observe the same me- 
thod «8.wi|b other measures. If the ponotl hi less tjban a day, we mention the 
number of hours, or parts of an hour, that ai« in it ; tf. it bo of rooderuie length, 
such be the life pf A m!tn, we count it in years; uni) if it be long, wo count it in 
oer.iuriAk, or hundreds of years. 

Though to all nations, the various lenglhs of the day, as arising from the 
r trttiod of tbe earth ; of the month, as arming from the revolution of the moon , 
and of the year, sa arising from the revolution of the earth, be each <iep,eui.d«nt 
upon the same cause ; ami though, sa 'he other circumstances of jlmse causes — 
the spaces over which those bodies pass, do wot vary much the s siu»* day, or 
month, or year, still they must he' of the aside length to the people of all puLioi:*, 
and there cannot be much difference between one and another, >et different 
nations hnvehnd different modes of teckouing them. $onie of thos** differences 
are pointed out in Art. 1. '< On the Calendar.” 

When a nation came ro such a degree of information and , importance, . as 
that it felt a desire of recording the events of its own history, it generally began 
with ao pin great event, as a fixed point or epoch, /or which it counted the ana 
tfjr succession of portions of tune, nil presumed to be equal, and each equal' to 
tfrat which the nation happened to t<vke for standard* The day being the por- 
tion with which people are most familiar, and idso the one of which ibe appear- 
ance ia the nv>9t striking - light mid .larknesS bwinc the greatest of all con'rast 
—most nation# made the day the absolute measure; but as the day is rather 
short for measuring lone interval*, they penernllv hud periods ot so many days, 
jittd of so many times th<*se again, corresponding with, or rather having soma 
icsea.b' ince to, our we*ks, months and years. 
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■Assn exact number of times of tbs rotation of the earth is not contained iu 
the revolution of the moon, and aeon exact number ot limes of either 1 ibis rota- 
tion or this revolution is not contained in the revolution of the earth f trait 
which are reckoned in terms of either of these fixed periods, do not agree with 
each otber. In other words, as days, lunar months, end year, are not even parte 
or multiplies of each other, two eras which are counted, one in ao many times 
of one of these, and the other id so many times of another, cannot he made tty 
agree, so as to point out the time at which any event happens, without taa|in$ 
correction for the fractional differences I he period of time in which those 
fractional differences amount to an unit of the shorter measure, is nailed acycle. 
— isee Art, 11. 

Those nations among whom the Christian religion has bean disseminated, 
have, ever since its introduction, abandoned all eras, .save that which began at 
^ the birth of our Saviour. Tins is called the Christian Era, and wbep, the 
date or number of the year is spoken of in n solemn or formal manner, the- word's 
Anno Domini , or the contrucirou A. I)., meaning “ the year of the l,oid rt are. 
prefixed to tbo number, to distinguish it from other eiaa. When we count from 
the birth of our Saviour backwards, we either put B. C,, “befor* Christy’ or 
Anno ante Christum, A. A. C., which is (lie same, 'Events are sometimes (fated 
from the crest ton of the world ; and the teim Anno Mundi, A. M.,that is, “ y^ar 
of the world , M prefixed to the date ; hut as opinion is divided ss to (he precise 
date of the creation, in terms of the Christian era, (he commencement of that 
era is considered as the preferable epoch. 

To find the distance of any event— if it be before the birth of our Saviour . 
add the date of it to the date of the year; if after, suhstract ; the sum in the 
first case, as the difference in the second, is the Uiue from the present dale, or 
fue distance of the event. 

As the eras of tbe nations of antiquity have become obsolete, and as the 
principal events in their histories have been reduced to flip respective years of 
tbe Christian era. either before or after the birth of our Saviour, those eras are 
needed only by tboBe wbo read the writings of antiquity ; and, therefore, it m 
not accessary, in the pr«s*mt case, to detail them. There is, however, one era 
which is used by a very large portion of the moderns, the Hejita, or era corn* 
tuences at the epoch of the flight of Mahomet from the city of ileccg to (but 
of Medina, which took place in the 6S?Sfd year of the Christian era. The Maho- 
metan year le regulated by this event. 

PRINCIPAL ERAS, 

Creation of world .— There have been as many aa one hundred and forty opinions 
on the distance of time between this event and tbe birth of our Saviour. 
Some make it aa small as 3t>16 years, and some as great as 6434. The chro- 
nology which ia usually given with the authorized version of the BlMe, 
places tbe eveut in tbe 4004th year before the commencement of the com- 
mon era. 

The Olympiads . — The first year of the first Olympiad begins in the summer of - 
the 7Jotb year before the common era; the first year of the second Olym- 
« piad, in tbe summer of the 772d year, and so on. 

The foundation of Rome. —The 753d year before the commencement of thA /goth-, 
icon era aocorriing to the calculation usually adopted. * c . 

The Hirthaf Christ,— This is probably to be dated in the 4th year before the 
commencement of the common era. • 

Ihe^tyira —Commencing on the t6th Of P>ly, in the 9ttd year after the com 4 
moa era.

MahmooD, and chief of the Rarickzye Clan, the most powerfulin Afghanistan had for some 
years ruled this country previous to the Restoration of Shah $>oouh Ool Moouk in 1836, Ou 
the death of this Prince, Dost MahoMed again assumed the reins of Government which he still 
holds. 

On the base and cruel murder of Futtf.ii Khan by Matimood at the instigation of 
Prince Kamhan, hit brothers revolted from their allegiance under the guidance of Azcem 
Khan, the Governor of Cashmere, m«l drove (VTahmond ami his son from Cabul. Azcem 
Khan in the first instance offered the vacant throne to Shah Socj ah, (considered the legitimate 
King by the British Government ) but offended by some personal slight, withdrew his support, 
and pieced In his room. Kroon, a Brother of Shooja, who was content to take the trappings with- 
out the power of royalty. Oa Azam Kuan s death, his Brotheis dissatisfied with their position 
conspired ago iost his son, Hlbeeb Ooi.lau Khan, ana seizing his person, by threats of blowing 
hiiu from a Gun. induced his mother to ilelivorjap the residue of Azcem Khan's immense wealth 
JEYopbVi son was killed in these disputes aud he lnmself alarmed by these scehes of violence fled 
to Lahore. Dost Mahommed the most talented of the Bi others, then look possession of tbe throne 
and became <lr facto King of Cahul. She he rm. Kuan accompanied by four Brothers carried off 
about half a million sterling of Azkem Khan's nioncj, find seated himself in Canijahar, as an 
independent Chieftain. He ami out* of his Brothers are dead ; and Canuahak was until lately 
ruled by Cohi)n Die Khan, assisted by bis two surviving Brothers, UdheeM Del and We Eh Tin,. 

At tho period of tbe flight of Eyoob from Cabul, Peshawar was governed by o Brother of 
Dost Mahon ined who with another Brother were both killed in battle and were succeeded by 
Mahoumku Its Air, who is a tributary of tbe Kiug of the Sejks. He is on bad terms with hi* 
brother Dost Mahommed ; but out of the revenues of PusiiAwen supports his younger Bro- 
thers Peer and Saeed Mahommed and the families of bis two predecessors. 


KINGDOM OF THE SE1KHS 

At tbe period of this portion of the Appendix being put to press so much disorder prevailed 
in the Punjab that it is impossible to ascertain who holds the reins of Goverbuieot 

The Government of the Seikhs bad been formerly divided among a number of petty Indepen- 
dent chieftains nmler tbe KhalsA or common wealth, * to the established rules and laws of 
which, as liked by Guru Oovind, it was their moral end religious duly to conform.’' The an 
• estors of Ronject Singh bad been in possession of but a few villages, until bis father, by feudn. 
lory depredations, and the conquest of Lahore, laid tbe foundation of the present considerable 
power which has subdued almost dll the petty Seikh chiefs. 


KINGDOM OF OUDE. 

Tbe family of tbe princes of Oudo are descended from Meek Mahomkbd Amken, of a noble, 
family in Persia, who came to India in tbe reign of Bkhadoua Shah, and Was received into tbe 
Imperial service, under the name of Saadbp Kuan. He wav appointed to tbe Government of 
Oudc m 1711) on the accession of Meiumbd Shau to the throne of Delhi, He bad no son, and 
was, therefore, succeeded by his nephew and son-in-law. Monsoon Ally KlfeN, wbb took (he 
title of Sifder Jono. He was succeeded by Suj i-uol-uowj.a, who was again succeeded by 
AaovH’VD-noWEA. On the death of Asoph-uo -dowla without any mi le issue, Ms spurious 'son,' 
A man Ally* assumed the reuis of government, but his illegitimacy being discovered, ‘ he was

KINGDOM OP AVA OR BURMA*!- 

Tln? family name of the (said to be) deposed King of Rurmah, or that given to him by bis 
Grand father, is MuuugKlmung.hut it is not considered respectful to mention this name. Having 
obtained as an appanage, ntirl held until he assumed the throne, the rich District of TlmrAWftdi. 

hirb contains the principal tr.ik forest* in the country, he was always styled Tkaratvadi, 
iW«*ii< tha, or Prince of Tharawadi. He was born on Wednesday the Otli of September |73<i, 
and he is therefore now (1st January 1844) in his 99th year. His father was the Heir apparent 
fo the throne when Colonel Sj mes visited Amarapura, and whom that officer calls firtyy 
Teekieu, more properly. Am y c-thaklicn, or Ain ye-Meujr, Lord or Prince of the Eastern 
House His Grand father was Colonel Syinra's Minderoftre, wore pioperiy, Meng dara*gyee. 
the Great Km» of Righteousness, one of the titles borne by tha Kings of Burinuh : but lus 
subjects now refer to him as Pbo-dau-gyrr, the gieal royal Ci and- father, or Badoun Thakh<*u, 
the I.ord of Rndoun, the town which ho hud held bcorr he came to the throne. Ho died on 
tl»e Cth June I SI9 and Was succeeded by the present King’s Elder Brother once known at 
Tsa gain meng tha. Prince of Tsagain, with the family name of Mating Tscu, the same who ep» 
paged in war with the British Government, and who was dethroned liy the present monarch m 
the month of Apul 1337, 

lu June 1837 the deposed King deserted hi* Brother's Capital of .lvn which has now become 
a ruin, and proceeded maty miles to the northward, with (he ostensible object of building n 
new city there, but in reality for the purpose of escaping from llie British resident, for oa tho 
withdrawal or that officer, the King returned, and established himself in lu.i Grand .father's city 
of Amarapura, which is now again the Capital of the cuuulry. 

By his principal Queen lie has a grown up son and daughter, the fanner now styled laung. 
■lweng-gyaung Mengtba, Puuce of Tauug dwcug-gyaung, aud tho latter highly skilled in 
Burmese science, pnrticnhuly astrology, By ins numerous inferior Queens he has several 
other children, the principal of whom is a hold, spirited character, formerly named J’aiMeug. 
gyee, hut since bis father's mcccshou to the throne styled, from the town the revcuue^ of whiuh 
he enjoys, Pye Meng-tba or Prince of Prome, Besides lmu, and the Kiug’s Uncle, the Phil* 
osopher Prince of Mekkhara, the Lhwottau or grand council of the kingdom now consists of Tout 
Woonsyees, two. of whom are, Maung $hwe*z<i, who was Governor ot Rangoon during 
Major Canning’s mission in 181 M‘2 find Maung Dauk-kyeo, who held the same office when 
Colonel Benson was deputed to the Court of Avn in 1333. 

Shortly sftt. the present king seized the throne, be put to death the late Monarch's ouly »oq, 
the Taakya Meng, bis principal Queen, her Brother Meug.-tha.gyec, or the gient Prince, and 
roost of tha ministers and Chief officer* of the late Government. The life of the late Mouanb. 
however, has been spared and be is not ill treated excepting in being kept as a state piisonei. 
The country i* elated to be in a very unsettled state and «here »s now no Burmese officer ot 
superior rank aud authority to the southward of ihe Capita!. Every town and almost < illsge lia» 
its own petty governor independent of all interference accepting srom the Couit itself. Com*

CALCUTTA IN BENGAL. 

COINS--— Accouuts are kept here io Rupees, with their subdi- 
visions, Anuas and Pie-, 12 Pie make I Alina: 16 Annas ) Kupee. 

The standard of the Bengal money has ever been silver. Gold »* 
occasionally coined, but the great bulk of the curreury is silver* 

There are various kinds of Rupees to be met with in Bengal, 
whos# fineness and weight are different, though their denominati- 
ons arc the same. From this, and from the natives frequently punch- 
ing holes in the Rupees, and filling up the vacancy with base meraf, 
aud the”' wilfully diminishing the weight of the coin after coniipg 
from the mint, the currencies of Rupees from the different provinces 
are of different values. This defect has introduced a custom of cm* 
ploying shroff's or money-changers, whose business is to set a value 
upon these different currencies, according to every circumstance, ei- 
ther iu their favour, or their prejudice. When a sum of Rupees is 
brought to one of these shroffs, he examines them piece by piece, and 
arranges them accordisg to their fineness; Ihen by their weight; he 
then allows for the different legal battas upon Company’s Rupees, 
Siccas and Sonauts; and this done, the values in gross by the 
Rupees current what the whole are worth; so that the Rupee current 
is the only thing fixed, by which coin is valued. 

A Lac of Rupees is 1,00,000, and a Crore, 100 Lacs or 
1,00,00,000 Rupees; and in accounts, sums are distinguished into 
Crores, Lacs, and single Rupee*, by marks or divisions, as in the 
aforegoing examples.

FORT WILLIAM, FINANCIAL DEPARTMENT. 

IMA November 1840. Proclamation .— The Governor General in 
Council is pleased io notify, that Irora and after the 11th day of Novem- 
ber 1810, in respect to the Mint of Calcutta, and from and after the 1st 
day ot April 1841, in respect to the Mints of Fort Saint George ami 
Bontbnv. tho*e parts of Act No, XVII. of 1835, which were suspended 
by AetN». XXXI. of 1837, directing that certain Silver Coins issued 
from the Mints within the Teriitories of the East India Company shall 
hear on the Obverse the Head of the Reigning Sovereign of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, will he again in torce ; and that 
the Device of the Silver Coins which shall be coined from aud after the 
said dates respectively in the Minis of India, in conformity with Acta 
XVI Lot 1835 and XXI. of 1838, will be as Act No. XVII, of 1835 re- 
quires, viz.

Exchanges. 

For the conversion oi the rupee into the equivalent currency of 
other nation*, it is necessary to take into consideration the fluctuating 
n lalive value ot the precious metals infer se, from the circumstance of 
gold being in some, and silver in others, the ^pgal medium of circu- 
lation. 

It is also necessary to take account of the mint charge for coining 
at ea<’h place, which adds a fictitious value to the local coin. The jpar 
of exchange is, for these reasons, a somewhat ambiguous term, requiring 
n» ho distinguished under two more definite denominations. 1st, the 
intrinsic par, which represents that case in which the pure metal con- 
tained in the parallel denominations of coins is equal. 2nd, the com* 
mrrcial par, or that case in which the current value of the coin at each 
place (after deducting the seignorage levible for coinage) is equal: or 
in other words, * two sums of money of different countries are cojnmcr- 
fialhj at par, while they can purchase an equal quantity of the same 
kind of pure metal.** 

Thus if silver be taken from India to England, it must he sold to 
a bullion merchant at the market price, the proprietor receiving pay- 
ment in gold (or notes convertible into it.) The London mint is closed 
against the importer of silver ; which metal has not therefore a mini- 
mum value in the English market fixed by the mint price: although 
it has so in Calcutta, where it may always he converted into coin at a 
charge of 2 per cent. On the other hand, if a remittance In gold be 
made from ibis country to England, its out-turn them is known and 
dyed : each new Calcutta gold mohur being convertible into 1-06 or 
lj suterpign nearly; hut the price ot the gold mohur fluctuates as 
uuntMlcrnhly in India as that of silver does iu England, the natural 
tendency ot commerce being to bring to an equilibrium the operations 
;»f exchange in the two nietaK 

The exchange between England and Indin, has therefore a two- 
fold < xpression ; for silver, the price of the sicca rupee in shillings and 
l^nce ior gold, the price of the sovereign in rupees. To calculate

By stan- 
dard is meant the proportion of pure gold or silver which it coma ins ;

As the Chinese have no gold or si) ver coin-*, but make payments in 
those inetals by weight, this table applies equally to money and to 
weights of all kind-, excepting that, in money reckonings, nothing 
higher tnan the leang or tael is employed. The only coined money the 
Chinese have is the le or cash. It n made of a very base alloy of cop- 
per, is round, about the size of an English farthing, and has a square 
bole in the middle, by which a hundred or more are usually strung to- 
gether; on one side are Chinese characters, denoting the reign under 
which the cash wa<* c«*t; and on thu other side, in those of the present 
dynasty, are either Chinese or Mautchou characters, designating the 
place of coinage. Under preceding dynasties, two, five, and ten cash 
pieces have been in use, as well ns other coins of various descriptions ; 
but the single cash is the only coin now current throughout the Em- 
pire, It is cast also in Japan, Corea, and Cochin-China ; and is clan- 
destinely imported from the last named place, to adarge amouut.

The Seer being the commonest weight in use in the retail 
business of the Bazars in India, and being liable, according to the 
pernicious system hitherto prevalent, to vary in weight tor every 
Mlicle sold as well as for every market, is generally referred t«> ih« 
oimmon unit in native mercantile dealings, as, “ the seer of so ma- 
»\y tolas" tor sicca, barees, takas, &c.) The standard or bazar 
>ur being always 80 tolas . 

The Chi Ink is the lowest denomination of the gross weights, 
end is commonly divided into halves and quarters, (called in Ben- 
gale< , kavha ;) thus marking the line between the two series, which 
lire otherwise connected by the relation of the seer, &c. to the tola.

t'j{» Cm tom house, the Mint, the Treasury, the Bunk, and the Police. 

The difference however between the new and the old sys’eiu is 
i-xtrcntrly small ; viz. the unit or tolah was the old Moorshedahad 
rupee, and weighed 179.060 Troy grains. By the said Regulation the 
tnlah is (d 180 grains Troy, etui therefore exeat ds the old on# by one- 
third oi h gram, which difference makes the new baz.tr or Indian 
uut'Mtd heavier than the old one by about one chittak and a quarter, or 
•j 22 ounces Troy.

Arstnirovs Arid or White A r sew a (surfaid sawhul) Sulphur its : — Orpi- 
ment or Yellow Avenir (Hartal),— Deal gar or Tied Arsenic (Lai 
St i mind . ) King's Yellow or Sr he cl as Green, or A r smite of Copper. 
Stprt'jioms -- - Metallic taste, letid breath, con'iection of the win <1 - 
pipe and parage in the stomach vomiting of bloody mafter,stoob 

black and ofitansivc, pubo small and irngulur, "resit thirst and Ijurnmt; 
hem, breathing difficult, urine scanty, red atid bloody , delirium, cy i- 
\uUumsand death. 

Treatment.— -Excite vomiting by giving 20 grains oF Sulphate ot 
Zinc, and repeat it if neorssa-y. Irdh minatory symptoms fGiistritu*) will 
be relieved by bleeding from the arm, and leeches o»or the stomach, 
loiu-ntalioru and emollient elysftrs. 

If death dote not ensue, tin* diet mast he fluid, farinaceous and de- 
innieen;, r a consul. *rablo time aherwnr K 
Tiie hyd oxyd of iron may be given with great, advantage, and the 
Stomach pnmp may be used, but only by a Professional man. 

Tests. — Precipitat'd y< llow iiy, sulphuretted hydrogen gas by 
hydro-’Oilphurets of ammonia. and by oinmnnfocal nitrate ot silver., 
Precipitated green by ammoniacu) sulphate of coppnr, reduced to the 
metallic statehy Marsh’* process : but in order that arsenic may not t»e 
eon founded v\idi th** amimoni.il preparation*, the reader had better cem- 
bali I’rufosbor O’Shaughncssy’s pamphlet oil the Puisuna of India. 

Antimony- (Surma.) 

Tarfarisei Antimony or Kmctir Tartar— Muriate of Antimony o> 
Hatter of Antimony. — Vitrified Anliv.ony or Glass of Antinomy. 
Symptom *. — lhnnlui and obstinate vomitings $ copious stools; cori- 
stucMon o! the throat ; cramps ; symptoms of intoxication ; prostration 
• •t orengiit, terminating in d. nth. 

Triutmeuf. — Vomiting to he exited by tickling tin* throat with a 
le-nher. or „ilnved hy opium, Thu best antidotes arc decoctions oi a*- 
iriimHit vegeUitiies, such us cinchona, willow bark, gall-Mits, strong tea, 
which rimy be given irtely to excite vomiting, and at the same time to 
decompose the pnr-on. 

Teds — T.irtariZ'*d antimony ie precipitated orange yellow, i»y «n!phu- 
refted hydrogen gas, and the hydro-snlphuret*, — the prci-ioirate hetug 
r*-di»cp.| to ti v metallic state, bv exposure to a stream of hydrogen gu^, 
v lulu liejited 'm a glass tube. Infusion of gaily give a yellowi*!* whne 
precipitate: •wipbnri.t acid, lime and bary ta give white precipitate*, ie- 
duufd to metallic sdata by Marsh's apparatus (vide Arsenical prepara- 
tions. ) 

Bismuth. 

Ndratc Or yd . — Tartrate or Pearl Powder. 

Symptoms.— S mtlai to i hove produced by arsenic, with a violent pain 
in the chest, and very difficult breathing. 

Treatment.— No specific. antidote known. Milk and mild mucilage no a* 
d.rinks ao he givtn freely, to facilitate vomiting, and purgatives ought 
iv» be given. 

Tests.— Precipitated Mack by-hy (lro-sulphurela ut.<*nm the stale at 
buptrnilrate chrozuuuuf potash gives a yellow precipitate. 
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Cop pf.*— (Pa mba.) 

Sulphate or Blue Copperas ( Tu-tiya).— Blue Vcrditfr. — Mineral 
Green — Sub Acetate or Verdigris. — Food cooked in foul copper vessels , 
and Pickles made Green by Copper. 

Symptoms*— Taste acrid and metallic ; tongue dry and parched ; con- 
strictions of the throat, and coppery irurtations; severe vomiting, or 
fruitless attempt to vomit ; dragging at tlie stomach ; dreadful colic ; 
black bloody stools, abdomen uistended ; pulse small, hard ami quick ; 
syncope ; great thirst, anxiety, cold sweats j scanty urine ; cramps, con- 
vulsions and death. 

Treatment.— Large draughts of milk and water to encourage vomit- 
ing ; whites of egg9 stirred up with wafer, aq^I taken freely ; inflamma- 
tory symptoms to be reduced on general principles, 8nd the nervous 
symptoms by anodynes and anti spasmodic ; sugar |is not a specific 
antidote as Orfila, once promulgated ; but it may be given with advan- 
tage, dissolved in copper, The ferro-cyanata of potash is an antidote 
next to albnmeu in efficacy. 

Tests. —Liquor aminonnm produces a green precipitate, which is 
re-dissolved by excess of ammonia producing a beautiful deep blue-eo- 
ioured solution, Ferro-cyanate of potash gives a brown precipitate. 
Oxyd o arsenic a grass green precipitate. Polished steel reduces it to 
the metallic state, coating the article immersed with a bright film 
of copper. 

Silver — f Chandrc.) 
iV Urate, or Lunar Caustic. 

Symptom* — Similar to those occasioned by corrosive poisons. 
Treatment , — A table-spoonful of common salt, dissolved in a pint of 
water, and a wine-glassful to he taken every three minutes, to decompose 
the. poison ; alter which mucilagenuus chink* may be given, or purgatives 
=ad ministered. 

Tests. — Nitrate of silver is precipitated white by common salt, w hich 
turns black on exposure to the surds rays. Phosphate ami chromate of 
S'dagive yeliow precipitates, reduced to the metallic state by calcining 
in a puwerfull furnace, with charcoal and potash. 

Lead —(Sisa) 

S.tper- Acetate or sugar of Lead.— (Sica Ka Chinee). — Litharge (Mur- 
liar Sang), — I led O.ride, or Rrd Lead ( Sindur . — Carbonate or White 
Lead (Sufida.) Wines sweetened by Lead. 

Symptoms. — When taken in large quantities, it produces a sugary 
astringent metallic taste ; constriction of (he throat; pain in the region of 
the stomach ; painful, otid often blood) vomitings; hiccup, convulsions, 
and death. When taken in small, long-continued doses, it produces, 
what is called, painter’s colic and paralytic symptoms. 

Treatment. —The same as that recommended for the sails of barytes 
(vide Alkaline Earths), in addition to which, bleeding must be used, if 
eyimptoins require it. Castor oil, either with or without opium, to ‘clear 
the bowels, assisted by frequent emolient clysters. The warm bath 
should not be omitted. 

Tests . — All the preparations of lead : e easily reduced to the metallic 
**ate by calcination with charcoal. The super-acetatr, dissolved in 
water, is precipitated white by sulphuric acid, of a canary yellow 
by -chromate of potash and chromic acid, these preci piles being easily 
jrducod by calcination. The alkaline sulphurets precipitate *he snper- 
acetatc of lead of a blackish colour, and so uoes sulphuretted by drogeu 
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cas. A piece of zinc, suspended in a solution of lead, abstracts the lead 
fr.»ni the ^Ivent, and it then becomes deposited on the zinc in the torn* 
of a metallic tree of crystallization. 

Mercury— ( Para ,) 

Oxy- Muriate or Sublimate {Rasharpur).— Calomel. —Nitric Ox id, or 
Red Precipitate.— Bi-Sulphuret or Vermillion ( Durdar ). 

Symptom*.— Acid metallic taste ; immediate constriction and burning 
in the throat with anxiety, and tearing paii)9 in the stomach and bowels ; 
nausea and vomiting of various .coloured fluids, sometimes bloody ; 
profuse diarrhoea, and sometimes a great difficulty in passing urine 
fDysuria); pulse quick, sfcall and hard; faiutirg, difficult breathing, 
cramps, and cold sweats ; great debility and death. 

Treatment, — Whites of eggs to be mixed with water, and one given 
every two or three minutes, to promote vomiting, and by decomposing, 
nt lessen the viruleuce of *'ie poison. Milk in large quantities, gum 
water or linseed tea, sugar and water, or water itself, at about 80°. 
Pahrenheit. Gluten as it exists to wheat flour decomposes sublimate, 
and should be given mixed with watpr. Inflammatory consequences 
should he anticipated and subdued by the usual remedies. 

Testa. — Mercurial preparations heated Lortdness in a glass tube with 
potash, are decomposed, the quick -silver being volatilized and condensed 
in small metallic globules in the upper part of the tube, if kept cold, 
'i'he oxy-niuriaie is precipitated white by ammonia, yellow by potash, 
and of an orange colour by lime water ; brown by nitrate of tin, and 
white by albumen mixed with cold water. A few drops of solution of 
sublimate, placer) on a bit of gold, form a silvery amalgam on it, it 
touched with an iron pin. The hydriodate of potash produces a beauti- 
lul Vermillion precipitate with corrosive sublimate. 

Tin— (Qalai) 

Muriate used by Dyers — Oxydor Putty Powder . 
Symptoms.— Taste austere, meullic; constriction of the throat ; vomit- 
ings, with pain over the whole abdomen; copious stools ; pulse small, 
bard and frequent convulsive movements of the extremities and face ; 
sometimes paralysis, and mostly death. 

Treatment . — Milk to be given first in largo quantities, to distend the 
Momnch, and produce vomiting, and afterwards to decompose any 
remaining poison. Inflammatory nr nervous symptoms to be subdued 
by bleeding, warm baths, opiates, be. 5ce. . , 

Tests, — The muriate precipitates gold of a purple colour, and it is 
irselt precipitated of a bright yellow culour by stropg ten, or^ au 
alcoholic infn>.ion ol galls. Albumen or gelotiu occasions a copious 
ft Occident precipitate. The oxyd is volatilized by heat, is soluble m 
nitric acid, and is easily reduced by calcination. 

Zinc— (Dusta.) 

Sulphate or White Vitriol — Ox yd ( Svfahi T utiyci ). 

Symptoms. — An acid taste ; a sensation of choking nausea and vomii 1 - 
ing ; pain in the stomach ; frequent stools; difficult breathing ; quick 
pulse; pale face ; cold extremities, but seldom death (unless taken in 
very large quantities) owing to the emetic properties of the poison 
Treatment . — ’Vomiting, which is the usual consequence of .poses ot 
sulphate of zinc, to be rendered easy by copious draughts of warm 
water, and particular symptoms to be met with appropriate remedies. 
Milk and albumen may be given as in poisoning with copp er » 
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tfests Theanlpbate is precipitated white by ammonia, the precipitate 

being re-dissolved by excess of ammonia. Precipitated white by 
caustic potash, yellowish white by the alkaline hy : dro-6ulphurets, and 
of an orange colour by chromiee ot lead ; easily reduced by calcination 
with charcoal and nitre, presents a pbosphoresceut appearance before 
the blow-pipe. 


Acid*. 

Sulphuric or Oil of Vitriol , ( Gandak ka Attar).— Nitric or Aqua-forlu, 

( S/tora ka tczal).— Muriatic or Spirits of Salts ( Nemuk ka tczal ). — 
Oxialic or Acid of Swjar. - Phosphoric. -'Fluoric.— Tartaric . - Prussic 
or Hydrocyanic. 

Symptoms.— Acid burning taste ; neute pain in the throat, stomach 
and bowels ; frequent vomiting of bloody matter, which effervesces with 
chalk or alkaline carbonates, and reddens litmus paper; mouth and - 
lips excoriated, shrivelled wliito or yellow ; hiccup ; copious stools, 
more or less bloody ; tenderness of the abdomen; difficult breathing; 
irregular pulse ; excessive thirst ; drink increasing the. pain, and seldom 
retained on the stomach ; frequent, but vain efforts ai micturation ; cold 
sweats; altered countenance ; convulsions and death. If prussic acid be 
taken in laigc quantities death is the immediate result ; in smaller 
quantities it produces stupor, nausea, giddiness with loss ot eight, and 
Sometimes salivation, difficult breathing, dilated pupils, and faintness, 
which if not soon relieved, terminated iu death. When applied to sores, 
or the surface ot the body, incautiously, the same effects are produced : 
all the sails formed with this acid are more or less poisonous. The 
essential oil of the 1 bitter almond is « deadly poison, ami smelling u 
battle containing anihydrous prussic acid, proves instantaneously fatal. 

Treatment —Mix an ounce of calcined magnesia with a quart of 
water, and give a wine glassful every two minutes ; soap, or chalk and 
water may he used until the magnesia can be procun d; carbonated 
alkalies must not be u*ed. Vomiting to be excited by tickling the 
throat with a leather. Diluents to be taken after the poison is got rid 
ot for some time. Inflammatory consequences to he met by the usual 
remedies. ... , . 

If sulphuric acid has been taken, water alone should not be given, 
rior should calcined magnesia, but the common carbonate of magnesut 
rnny be given Ireely, mixed with water : there is too much heat 
reu era ted in the stomach, if the above cautious be not attended lo. 
Ohalk and wattv should be given if oxalic acid lias been taken ; if prussic 
at; id has been taken, use emetics, or the stomach pump ; dash the body 
well with cold water; make the patient inhale ammonia or chluriue, 
or any other stimulants and rouse the system iu every possible way. 

Tests.— Sulphuric acid is known by its great weight, evolving heat 
when mixed with wuter, Barytes throws down a sulphate, insoluble in 
nitric aei.l or water. 

Nitric acid emits orange colored fumes on the addition of copper, 
and is changed blue by it ; potash inrows down a nitrate which difla- 
graies when thrown in the fire. Jt tinges the skin yellow. 

* Muriatic acid emits pungent fumes ; niirate ol silver throws down a 
white precipitate, soluble in ammonia, but not in nitric acid. 

Oxalic acid is precipitated by lime water, the precipitate being solu- 
hie iu nitric acid, hut no excess ot oxalic acid. 
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Phosphoric acid precipitates barytes end Jime water ;>the precipitate 
soluble in nitric acid, decoinpo^ed by charcoal at a high temperature, 
evolving carhonit* acid pas, and phosphorus is sublimed. 

fluoric acid gives out white vapours ; heat is evolved with a hissing 
iioi^e, when water is added to it ; it dissolves glass. 

Tartaric acid gives a precipitate with lime water, soluble in excess of 
acid, and in nitric acid also. 

Prussic acid smells like hitter almond or peach, which is icsoluhie 
iu cold nitric acid and leaves, it precipitates nitrate of silver while 
wbeu dried, and heated gives out cryauogler gas, which burn* a rich 
rose coloured flame. 


Alkalies. 

Caustic , or Carbonated Potash — Soda — Ammonia ( Phar ka Xeemuk 
Snjt.) 

Symptoms — Taste acrid, up no in, and caustic; great heat in the 
throat; nausea and vomiting o; bloody matter, which change* syrup of 
violet to green, and effervesces with acid ; if the carbonated form ot the 
alkali has been taken, copious stools, acute pain in the stomach, colie, 
convulsions, derangement, and death. 

Treatment. — Vinegar and other vegetable acids tn be given largely, to 
neutralize the poison there ; 'dilate freely with demulcents, and treat 
iiiHammatory symptoms with the usual remedies. Almond or olive oil 
may be given largely, for it not only makes vomiting easy, but con- 
verts the alkali into a soap. 

Tests.— Alkalies have many properties in common, their solutions feel 
soapy to the touch, change the vegetable reds and blues to green, and 
yellows to brown, remain transparent, when carbonic acid is added to 
them, which distinguishes them from the alkfeiine earths, barytes, strati - 
tian and lime. Nitrate of silver is precipitated by them, in form of a 
dark-coloured oxyd, soluble in nitric acid. Potash and soda may be 
distinguished from each other by evaporating their solutions to dryness; 
potash will become moist by exposure to the air, while soda will remain 
dry. Ammonia is known by its pungent smell, and precipitates the 
tails of copper blue. 

Alkalinf. Earths. 

Lime (Ckunarn.)— Baryta Carbonate Muriate. 

Symptoms.— Violent vomitings; convulsions ; palsy of the limbs; 
distressing pains in the abdomen ; hiccup ; alteration of the countenance, 
and very early death, when baryta, or any of its combinations, which 
are very energetic poisons have been talten, lime sometimes produces 
death. 

Treatment.— If lime water has been taken, vinegar and other vegeta- 
ble acids are the best antidotes. 

If baryta has beeu taken, a week solution of Epsom salts should 
be drank pleat eously, to produce vomiting, and at the same time to 
decompose the poison, which it renders inert by forming the insoluble 
sulphate. 

If Epsom salt be not at band, large draughts of water, acidulated 
by sulphuric acid should be given. 

Tests.— Solution of lime change vegetables blues to green, and is 
precipitated white, by carbonic and oxalic acid, while no change is 
produced on it. by sulphuric acid ; its salts are decomposed by the 
fixed alkalies, which precipitate the lime, but not'the ammonia. Pure 
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baryta undergoes charges similar to lime, when water is added, to it, 
ami nuts like it on vegetable colours; ittihfg ttot'fffwvcsce 
Carbonate of barvta is. irtantehle in water,: but dissolves in iihflO- ©r 
muriatic acid. Muriate of baryta in solution' is Opt changed by' .eol- . 
phur^tted hydrogen, or pure ammonia, hut its carbonate throws down 
a white precipitate, which is carbonate of heryta. 

Nitre or Saltpetre, or Sal Prunella —(Shorn or KnlmL ) 

Symptoms*'>—l?K\n in the stomach ; nausea ; painful vomitings ; 
purging, convulsions, tainting?; pulse tcebte ; cold extremities, with tear- 
ing pains in the stomach amt bowels ; diiTk-ult respiration j and death. 

Treatment. — Similar to that of arsenic. 

Test*.— If nitre be thrown on a fire, it deflagrates * if powdered 
and sulphuric acid he poured on it, it gives out nitrous fumes; it is 
decomposed at a high temperature, giving nut oxygen gas. 

Muriate of Ammonia or Sal Ammoniac —( N uushada.) 

Symptoms. — Kxcessive vomitings, with convulsions and general 
stiffness ot the muscles ; great pain in the bowels; early alteration 'of 
features, and death. 

Treatment . — Largo draught* .ol warm sugared water, to excite 
vomiting, and the throat tickled with a feather, 

l\sU.— Muriate of ammonia is smm volatilized if placed or. hot 
coal* j jf rubbed up with quick lime, it gives out the fumes of ammonia, 
a solution at it in water is precipitated white by nitrate of silver. 
lodhie , If ijdnodate of Potash and Soda. 

Symptoms . — Hunting sensation and constriction ot the throat ; 
bilious voniwingj'heartburn, salivation, pain in the eyeballs, obscured 
vision, palpitation, tremor, paralysis ami dparh. 

Treatment. — Mucilaginous drinks to he given plentifully, and Jarge 
emollient clysters to be thrown up the rectum. 

Tests. — Iodine exists in scales ol, a greyish black colour, and* he- 
coiner a vjrolet colored gas at 120£ it is epaiingly dissolved.in water, 
which tmgi-a raw starch of a tine purple, it stains the skin brown, 
which snon vanishes; it destroys vegetable colours, and has the odour 
c»f chlorine. Ifydriodate of potash precipitates corrosive sublimate of 
a carmine colour. ^ 

■ Phosphorus. 

Symptoms* — Similar effects to the in mural acids, with a hot taste 
of gar m*. 

Treatment. — No specific antidote known ; but vomiting should 
be excited by large draughts ol water, mixed with magnesia, and all 
oily end fatty substances avoided. 

Tests. — If phosphorus, ortho rejected contents of ths stomach, after 
it-ba9 bean taken, lie boiled in a retort, (with its beak under water,) 
with a solution ot caustic potash, phosphorated hydrogen gas is fotmed , 
which explodes, with a green flame, as soon as it reaches the surface 
ot the water. ■> 

Alcohol. — ( Shiah Mohuter.) 

Brandy, Wine*, and a** Spirituous Liquors . 

Symptoms . — Intoxication, and when taken very treely, complete 
insemubimy. Apoplexy, paralysis on one aide, countenance swollen, 
and dark red colour ;* breathing difficult, often stertorous with a pecu * *' 
liar puffing out of the lips, ending very frequently in delirium tremens, 
and sometimes death. 
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By smelling the breadth, may readily distinguish the symp- 
toms from tho«e of spontaneous apoplexy. 

Treatment. — Twenty grains of sulphate of zinc should be got into 
■the stomach as *001 as possible, and if the person has lost the power of 
swallowing, a Alible tube should be the means of conveying it there, 
vomiting should he induced, by all possible means such as large 
draughts of warm water, ciyateis of salt and water, should be thrown 
Up the rectum. The patient, should be planed erect, and if the counte- 
nance does not improve, the jugular vein should be opened, cold wet 
cloths applied to the head, particularly if the body is hotter than natu- 
ral. If the extremities become cold, warmth and friction should be 
perspveringly used. 

If vomiting cannot be excited, the stomach pump may be had 
recourse to.

VEGETABLE POISONS. 

Narcotic Poisons. 

Cocculus Indicus ( Cachmaree ). — Datura Strammonium (Datura ). — • 
Hemp ( GunjaY — Hemlock (water. ) — Hemlock {common)— Hemlock 
( Drapwart),*-lIyoscy(imus or Henbane. — Nux Vomica hark and its 
preparations ( Kuchaiee).—Opium t (Afim). — Tobacco ( Tambuckoo ). 

Symptoms.— The narcotic vegetable poisons, if taken into the 
stomach, or applied to a wound occasion the following effects. Stupor; 
numbness; heaviness in the head ; desire to vomit, slight at first, but 
afterwards insupportable; a sort of intoxication; stupid air; pupil 
of the eye dilated ; furious or lively delirium; sometimes pain, con- 
vulsions o! different parts of the body, or palsy of the limbs ; s pulse va- 
riable ; breathing quick; grpat anxiety and dejection, and if uot 
speedily removed, terminates in death. 

When nux vomica is the poison taken, its symptoms are very 
aimilaiUo tetanus in its worst form j the slightest thing throwing the 
patienfnnto horrible convulsions. 

Datura ammonium produces blindness, and a peculiar creeping 
of th« muscles belonging to the extremities. 

Treatment. —An active emetic should be given and repeated every 
quarter of an hour, until it lias effect ; hut in case of had *yittpioms 
presenting themselves, it would be advisable to have recourse to the 
stomach pump. Large and strong clystqss of salt ami watjr should be 
thrown up, to assist in getting rid of the poison, anil after vomiting ceases, 
strong purgatives may be given. I f the drowsiness, which is sqnietirn^s 
jn the extreme, and the Insensibility bordering on apoplexy be not 
remedied by thea$ means, lose no time in applying "blisters qver the 
neck;, chest, and legs. In absence of blisters mustaid poultices may be 
applied. The warm bath should be had recourse to, and ii all fail* 
open the jugular vein. > If the natural temperature of body sink, friction 
mould be perseveringly used. Alter the poison hgs been completely 
evacuated, a tumbler of vinegar may be given a 8 a drink ; hut on no 
acConnt mwst the vegetable acids be given, until yOa feel satisfied that 
the poison ifr got rid of. House the patient by ,*very mean* in your 
power. 

* tfferi#.*i-Acetate of lead precipitates an impure meeonate of lead, 
from a watery solution of opium, which precipitates should be suspend* 
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*»d in 10 or 12 ports of water, and subjected to a stream of eulphureted 
hydrogen gas, filter and evaporate at the temperature of 180. F»br«>b~ 
heit and beautiful crystals of uiecfrnic acid are procured, which jf 
dissolved in water, form a deep red t-olution witb^ermuriate of Iron. 

Morphia and its salts form a deep greenish blue solution with per- 
muriate oi iron, and turn brown on adding a drop* or two ot iodic 
acid. 

Narcotine, .if pure, is not affected by permuriate of iron; but if 
nitric acid be poured on the crystallized narcotine, it turns it of a beau- 
tiful yellow. " 

\ mixture ofammonia atid alcohol will produce a crystalline pre- . 
cipitateof morphia from laudanum in a few hours, which if twice dis- 
solved in acetic acid, and twice precipitated by ammonia, yield colour- 
less crystals. 

Nux vomica is of a dirty, grey colour ; inflames on charcoal ; att 
intensely bitter taste ; and an odour like liqhorice powder. Acquires a 
red orange colour, when treated with nitric acid, which is destroyed by 
the addition of chloride of tin. It precipitates greyish with ' tincture of 
galls 


Irritating Poisons. ■ 

Aconite - Croton Oil or Seeds ( Jamul gota.) — Eupkorbium , {Mon- 
sah.)—Elatenum — Hellebore, black, ( Kuthe .) — Hellebore white , 
(Kutke sut'eid .) — Plumbago , ( Lull chitra). 

. Symptoms. — The geueral effects of this class of poisons are an acrid 
pungent taste, with more or lees of bitterness; excessive beat* great 
dryness of the mouth and throat; violent vomitine?, the effect bein^ 
continued after the Stomach is emptied ; purging, with great pain in the 
stomach and bowels ; pulse strong, frequent, and irregular; breathing 
difficult; appearances of intoxication ; pupil of the eye dilated; insen- 
sibility resembling death ; pulse gradually dies away, and death .closes 
the scene. 

If applied externally, many of them produce violent inflammation, 
with eruptions of peatules. 

Plants, whose flowers have fine stamens, one pistil, one petal, and 
whose Iruit is of the berry kind, may at once be pronounced poisonous. 
The oubefliterouS plants which grow in water are mostly poisonous. 

Treatment.—* If the poison causes vomiting, it may be rendered 
easy* by large draught# ot warm*water; but it insensibility cornea on, 
without vomiting:. 20 grains of sulphate of zinc should be given, and 4 
repeated every quarter of an hour, until it has effect; and when the 
stomach is well emptied, a brisk purgative Bbould be given, ■ After, the 
poison is fbt rid of^ a strong infusion of coffef’t or vinegar diluted with 
writer be given. Camphor, mixed with ether, may be given, and 
it insensibility be considerable, apply blisters and friction, *9 recom- 
mended in the treatment of narcotic poisons. Inflammation to be „ 
treated* on general principles. 

TesUp~*~\l Lall Chitra be the suspected poison, the matter should 
be treated with sulphuric ether, and shaken well in a long tuba, sealed 
at one end, the ether U I solution decanted, and any alkali thrown in'$s 
a test, when, if Lall Chitra ba present, the solution will turn to a deep 
red rosy colour. •. 

The other vegetable poisons cannot be detected by chemical analysis. 
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Animal Poisons. 

Poisonous Pish. 

Symptoms, — Tn an hour <*| two, or olten in a, much shorter time 
after siale fish has been eatoii. a w^i^ht at the stomach is felt, with 
slight giddiness afid.paiu in the h»i»d, and u sense of heat about the 
head and eyes; eon-iderubl* thirst; often an eruptiou of the skin 
(urticaria), ami in many eases death has followed. f 

Treatment. — An enn tie. should be given immediately, and repeated 
until vomiting takes place freely; after which active purgatives should 
he given. Viuegar ami water may be drank alter t%* above remedies 
have operated, and the body may be sponged with the same. If spasms 
ensue after purging, 100 drops of laudanum may V given to an adult 
patient, and if inflammation sets in, reduce it on general principles. 

Venomous Insects. 

Scorpion— Hornet — Wasp (Boltu) -Bee (Moicmachcc)— Musquito 

( Moo* ho ). 

. Symptoms. — Tn general the sting of these insects causes only a 
slight degree of swelling; but the sting from the scorpion invariably 
produces violent inflammation, followed by sickness and fever, with ex- 
cruciating pain in the part affected. 

TrCa^mcntae-Hartshorn and oil may be rubbed on the affected 
part; or a littfe sugar placed over the wound ; or a rag moistened with 
salt and water may be applied till the pain is removed ; five or six 
drops of ammonia may ha given internally, mixed with balf a wine 
glassful ot water, or a little wine may he given. The pain may in 
general be removed by strong pressure over the part affected with the 
barrel of e small watch key. 

Cantharides or the Blister ing-Jiy, {Talancpoka ). , . * 

Symptoms.— Nauseous odour of the breath ; acrid taste; bnrning 
heat in the throat, stomach and belly ; frequent vomitings, often bloody, 
with copious bloody stools; excruciating pais in the stomach; 
pain and heat in the bladder ; strangury or retention of urine ; fright- 
ful convulsions, and death. 

Treatments . — Vomiting to be excited by drinking* warm water in 
which i 5 if Ipecacuanha Powder has been mixed. Emollient clysters 
should lie administered, and if symptoms of inflammation of the sto- 
mach, kidney ox bladder supervene, they must be subdued by appro- 
priate treatment. Camphor dissolved in oil maybe rubbed over the 
abdomen, and on the thighs, and the warm bath may be had recourse to. 

PdfeoNoua Sekveis ts. 1 1 ■ 

Symptoms. — A severe pam in the wounded part, which sooh ex- 
. tends ov«r the limb or body ; great swelling, at first hard" fend "pale, 
then reddish,. livid and grangrenons in appearance, iaitftlngs; vmiiit* 
ing?, convulsions; and sometimes puiml ire ; pulse small; fr^fthrint and 
irTrtfgular ; breathing difficult ; cold sweats ; the sight fails* affdF fm#d- 
Jectual (acuities become deranged. Inflammation, and often extensive 
suppuration and gangrene f mortification) followed by death. 

Treatment, — Apply a ligature above the wound; enlarge the 
wound,. and apply a cupping glass. Give the patient 50 drops of dan- 
dipiHmifap adult, and repeat it every half hour for 3 doses, taking care 
that the patient is kept walking about, and does not lie dowtt’fi* sleep. 
* It cold and clammy, give ten grains ot the carbonate? of - ammonia in a 
wiue*glawfuhol camphor and repeat every hall hour; Or some warm 
bawdy and water. 
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Ohsrrtafi'jns.— Poisonous snakes have conical tabular fangs, but only 
firiM mw of teeth on each side ot the upper jaw, while tbe innocent trifle 
have two. 1 1*. the former the scales decrease in size as they approach 
the head, while the reverse is the case ia the latter. 


Saliva' of the Rabid Doa. 

Symptoms . — At an uncertain interval after the bite, '^generally - 
however, between the twentieth day, and three months, pain or uneasi- 
ness occurs in the bitten part, though the wound may have been Ions: 
healed. Anxiety, uneasiness, iangour, spasms, horror, disturbed sleep, 
difficult respiration succeed, and are soon very much increased. Violent, 
convulsions afieut the whole body, hideously distorting the muscles id 
the face ; limey e« are red and protruding ; the tongue swells, and otte.: 
hangs out, and viscid saliva flows from the mouth. There is pain in the 
stomach, with bilious vomiting** ; a horror of fluids, and an impossibility 
of swallfiwir.g them ; all these symptoms arc aggravated till the sufferer 
is rej'Vved by death. 

Treatments — Hydrophobia is more easily prevented than cured , 
indeed it is extremely doubtful if it ever has been cured. Mercury, 
arsenic, opinio, musk, hemp, camphor, acids, wine, vegetable and 
mineral alkali, various herbs, and many other remedies hdve been 
tiied, but none can be relied on. Large blood-lettings, the warm 
and cold bath, and almost all other remedial agents lmve been 
tried without success. The bitten part should be completely cut 
out, even though it has healed — if the symptoms have not yet 
come on, the pari should then be immersed in warm water, or washed 
with it as long as it will bleed j the cupping glasses may be applied, and 
after the most persevering ablution, caustic should he applied to every 
part of the surface, and then the wound covered with a poultice, and 
suffered to heal by granulation. No milder discipline can ensure 
safety. 


Asphyxia or Suspended Animation. 

Treatment of Drowned Persons . 

Remove4.be body on a plank or hurdle, with the head elevated, to 
the nearest dwelling house: or if it be very far, to some other plqee ; 
first strip it of the wet clothes, rub it dry, and put on the spare -clothes 
of bye-standers. This is to prevent evaporation, and consequent reduc- 
tion of beat. Place it between warm blankets, and keep up the tem- 
perature by application of dry heat in every possible way. Water 
extinguishes life, as it does fire by keeping off the air — therefore restor- 
ing air to the )uuga by inflation, is the m ans most to be relied upor. ; 
and should be commenced without a moment’s delay, and continued 
perseveringly during several hours. This is best accomplished by- 
pressing the. tongue downwards and forward?, and passing a small 
curved tube into the gullet (larynx), and attaching a pair of bellows to 
it, (the Bengallee goldsmith or tinsmith’s bellows will do), or in tbO 
absence of bellows an assistant must blow into it — to dLtend the lungs, 
which must be emptied by pressure with the head on the chest or 
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t-elly— these expedients should be done alternately so as to imihie 
iM rural breathing, it oxygen gas could be used instead ol atiuo? 
pi. eric air, it would be preferable. 

Friction with warm flannels should be goingon all the while, and 
ammonia applied to the nose. Warm clysters, with salt arid mustard. 
or of brandy and water, may be thrown up, and warm spiced wine gof 
into the stomach, by means of a flexible catheter and syringe — not to be 
attempted without such instruments, till the patient can swallow. 
Bleeding must not be had recourse to, unless the lace be very dark, 
ami the limbs warm and flexible. Tobacco in any form is useless, and 
very dangerous. Opening of the windpipe, (Raryngotoiny) may be 
had recourse to, if all other means fail to distend the Jungs. Electricity , 
or glavar.ic electricity may be used, passing the shocks through tbe 
heart. 

The body should be insulated from the earth, by placing it on a plank 
of wood, supported by quart bottles perfectly dry, on the outside. It 
recovery happens, small quantities of light nutritious food may be given, 
and perspiration kept up by warmths, and tepid drinks. 

Treatment of Persons Hanged , 

Remove the ligature as soon as possible, and act as For drowned, with 
ill j exception of opening tbe jugular vein, and removing, if possible, six 
or eight ounces of blood. Death is caused rather by suffocation than 
apoplexy, therefore the lungs should be supplied with air wiihout 
cMay. 

Treatment of persons supposed to he dead by Carbonic Acid Gas , and 
other poisonous exhalations . 

If tli b body retains its hnat, expose it to the air, and dash cold water 
over the head, neck and breast. The lungs should be inflated, tbe nos- 
trils stimulated, and if the veins of the neck appear lull, some blood may 
be removed from them. If the temperature ol tlip body be befow tbe 
natural standard, heat must be applied instead of cold, and friction may 
be useful. 

Treatment of stillborn Childrens 

The lungs must be persevningly intta/ed, by means of ft quill, or 
small female catheter, the heat kept up by warm flannels, or immersion 
in warm water.* Stimulants may be applied to the nose, and pit of the 
stomach, and gentle friction should be used.

By this settlement, which produced such an important change in that large 
, portion of India, the Zemindars, who were in fact the revenue agents 
of the Mogul Government, usually hereditary and possessed of much 
power and influence, but not owners of the land, which they could 
neither sell nor alienate, ware declared the actual landowners, and iron, 
them the principal revenue of India was tojbe derived, in the shape ot 
Jnndtax. The ryots, or peasantry, who, though often grievously n - 
pressed, were, after the Sovereign, the real owners of the soil, of wbu,r 
they could not be dispossessed, while they paid the assessments levied 
upon it, were declared the tenants of the Zemindars, The effects ot 
this financial measure were disastrous. The Zemindars, obliged to gf 
through the legal formalities to collect their rents from the ryots were una 
ble to pay their taxes to the Government, whose proceedings were summa- 
ry. Their lands were gradually sold tor arrears ot taxes, and passed into 
the hands of absentee landlords; in a tew years almost all the Zemin- 
dars disappeared. No improvement took place among the ryots, who 
were perhaps more oppressed by the middlemen immediately above 
them, than they bad been by the Zemindars.

110th August 1840." 

Whereas by an act passed in the last session of parliament # y. 
inti titled itii act for the further regulation qf the duties on poet* 
age" un(U the fifth day of October one thousand eight hundred and, forty t power was 
given to the commissioners of Her Majesty’s treasury, or auy three of them, ; 
warrant under their hands, or alter, fix, reduce, or remit any. of the rates or

<f /ten gal Code in regard to Sale* of Land for Arrears of Revenue” 

W hereas it is found expedient to amend the existing law for the realization 
of the Land Revenue :

Lands held under bona, fide leases, at fair rents, temporary or 
perpetual, for the erection of dwelling houses, or manufactories, or for mines, 
gardens, tanks, canals, places of worship, burying grounds, clearing of jungle, or 
dike -.beneficial purposes, such lends continuing to be used for the purposes 
specified in the leases. 

Fifthly. Farms granted in good faith at fair rents and for specified areas by 
former Proprietor, for terms not exceeding twenty years, under written leases, 
registered within a month from their date. Provided that, a written notice, speci- 
fying full particulars of the position, rent and area of the lands, the terms of-tba 
lease and the names of the parties shall at the same time be given by the latter to 
the Collector in every case, and the Collector shall be al liberty to object to the 
same in the event of his seeing reason to believe that the security of the Publics 
Revenue will be materially affected thereby. The exception declared in this 
Clause shall not extend to leasee objected to by the Collector, by a notification to 
be fixed up in his Office, with the sanction of the Commissioner, within three 
months of the date of tbe notice so made to him by the parties.

special favor.br for a consideration, or the like, or in cases In whtwlt may' be 
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proved that according to the custom of £fca Pergunnah* Mouzah, or other local 
division such persona are liable to be called upon tor any new assessment, or other 
demand not interdicted by the Regulations of Government. . 

XXVIII. And it is hereby enacted, that It shall be competent to the Local

Act No. XX. DAtbd September 0, 1845. 

An Act providing Articles of War for the Government of the Native Officers 
and Soldiers in the Military Service of the East India Company , 

Whereas by an Act passed fh the third and fourth yeara of tile reign of 
Ilia Map-sty King William the Fourth, intituled an Art for vifrcting an arrange- 
ment with the East India Company and for the better uov*>rmnent of Mrs /Majes- 
ty’** Indian Territories fill the Thirtieth day of April, One Thousand Eight Hun- 
dred and Fifty -four, if was amongst other things enacted, that it would be lawful 
for the Governor General of India in Council, from time to time# to make Article* 
of War for the government of the Native Officers and Soldiers in the Military 
Service' of the Companv, and for the administration ot justice bv Courts Martial 
to he holden on such officers and Soldieis, and such Articles of War from time to 
lime to repeal or vary and amend, and that such Articles of War should be made 
and taken notice of in the s nie manner as all other the Laws and RegalatiofA to 
be made by the said Governor General under the said Act, and should prevail and 
be in force and should hoof exclusive authority overall the Native Officers Red 
Soldiers in the said Military Service, to whatever Presidency such Officers a"d 
Soldiers might belong or wheresoever they might he serving : provided never* 
thelees that until such Articles of War should he made by the said Governor 
General i« Council, any Articles of War tor or relating to the government of the 
Company’s Native Forces, which at the time of the said Act coming Into opera- 
tion should be in force and use in any pnrt or parts of the Territories under the 
Government of the said Company should remain in force. 

■ It is hereby enacted, in pursuance of the above recited authority, that the 
following Article* of War shall, from after the Seventh day of October, 1815- be 
the Articles of War for the government of the said Native Officers and Soldiers 
in the Military Service of the said Company, and for Hie administration of justice 
by Courts Martial to be holden on such Officers and Soldiers .

Confinement, to be regulated as aforesaid, for an* period for which audit Court 
is competent to sentence an offender to suffer Imprisonment and in the same tn&n- 
imr ; and to mitlgute a Sentence of Dismissal in the case of a Non-Commissioned 
Officer, to Reduction to the Ranks ; — and to commute a Sentence of Imprisonment 
tni h Hard Labour, or with Solitary Confinement , or b th, to Die misea I ; .-or' 
tn mitigate such Sentence to Reduction to the Rank- ; or to imprisonment without 
Hard Labour, 

But no Sentence of Corporal Punishment , or of Imprisonment with Hard 
Labour, prfssed by a Regimental Court i\l arrral and confirmed in full by .such 
Commanding Officer, or confirmed and mitigated by him ; and no Sentenoe of 
Dismissal confirmed, and no commutation of Dismissal for Imprisonment made 
as aforesaid, by such Commanding Officer, shall be carried into effect, without the 
sanction and authority of the Officer Commanding the Division or Field Force 
or District or Brigade, (being the S nior Officer on the spot) in which' the Regi- 
ment may be serving ; who is hereby empowered to cause euch sentence to- be 
inflicted in accordance with the confirmation thereof in Tull or in mitigated degree 
by the Officer Commanding the Regiment, or such Dismissal to be carried; brio 
effect, or to direct the release of the offender and his return to duty as he may 
deem expedient. 

Provided that in detached situations, nr when no Service in the field, the 
Officer Commanding the Regiment shall have power t.o carry into effect arty 
Sentence of a Regimental Court Martial, in cases where an immediate example 
is necessary and reference cannot be had to superior authority without detriment; 
to the service. 

Powers of a Jlegimental Court Martial 

* Article 77 . ^ 

A Regimental Court Martial may sentence any Non-Commissioned Officer 
to be reduced to the ranks;— or muy sentence any Non-Commissioned Officer Qt 
Soldier to be dismissed from the service;— or to be placed lower in the list of the

Article 70 . 

At all Courts Martial, it shall be com patent to the Officer convening the 
Coart to instruct the Court, that, should the Prisoner be found guilty, and impri- 
sonbifut from a part of rhe Sentence, no portion of the Imprisonment should be 
Solitary or, SliMild Corporal Punishment be awardahle to the offender, that it 
$hilll not he awarded in ihe particular case; and the Court will govern itself 
accordingly. 

, Execution of Sent . nces of. Courts MartiaL

At any Presidency where the Native Troops have liitlierto been authorized 
to claim to be tried by European (’omts Martial, every person amenable to the^e 
Articles of War, and who may be under ordeis for trial by a Court Martial, 
ahull have the right to claim to be Hied by European Ofli 'era ; ami should 'ha 
irii.ke such cluim, the Court, wliei her Geuenil, <-v District, or Regimental, shall 
be comprised of European Commi-sinncd OdWrs. and the number of Members 
and rhf> proceedings shall be governed in all respects by the provisions of these 
Articles 

And it shall be competent tn the Governor General of India in Council by 
a General Older to authorize the Native Troops ot any of the Presidencies to 
cluitu to he tried iu like manner by European Courts ftftrlial.

said bank, which deposit should bear interest at such rate as the direct ora should 
fix, anti also in discounting bills and promissory notes not having a longed period 
to run than fn,i^ months fiom the time of discounting tli« same respectively, and 
also in lending money on the security of personal property for any period not 
exceeding four months, or in cadi accounts to persons depositing undoubted eecu*

Paul.— 1. We have to acquaint you that we have adopted the following 
regulations with respect to the grant of extensions of leave to members af the 
India civil establishments repairing to this country under the absentee regulations 
or on special leave of a bsence, viz : . <.

That extension of leave will not in future be granted by us except in casco 
of sickness certified to oui satisfaction or in cases in which it shall be proved 
that a further residence in Europe is indispensably necessary. 

That when m» der any such circumstances a civil servant shall have obtained, 
aivektension of leave to a given peiiod ; he must at the expiration thereof 
Apply fbr, and obtain, our permission either to return to his duty or to rctfid* 
a further time in Europe, failing in which he shall be liable to be struck off the 
list of civil servants. 

That the uct of the 33d Geo. 3d. cap.,52. Sec, 71, as it respects civil servants 
applies Italy to cases of sickness, infirmity, or inevitable accident, and that no 
Civil servant be hereafter considered eligible to return to the service after five 
years absence under that enactment who has failed to obtain from us agreeably 
to the foregoing regulations, an extension of leave under the circumstance* 
referred to in the act 

2. Wc desire that the foregoing regulations be published for general infor- 
mation and that each civil servant returning to this country* under the ttiMeucev 
regulations or on special leave be furnished with a copy for his guidance.

These Allowances have usually been denomin ued as the ‘reduced subsis- 
tence t» cjvt,l sei vants out of employ,’ that term (‘ reduced'; apparently bearing 
allusion to certain compensations, the company allowed at the earlier period of 
their commerce, as may be gleaned from the old records about the year l780-9i. 
They were then regulated at the same rate of exchange, as was assigned fo the 
salary of the governor genera!, which exchange, had reference to the specific 
tfdlucf tto silver of the runent rupee expired in English money — Hence one 
current' rupee was valued at one shilling, nine pence and pans of a farthing, and 
thefterling amount of all legalized income was. converted at the same ruto into 
the Ir cvrrent and sicca rupees Since the new coinage an addition of 1 rupee 8 
annas per cent, is made on sicca value for the company’s rupee.

Mr. A. B. holding the above appointment submitted in expectation of being 
able finally to close the commission on the 1st of September 1839, instead of the 
34th of April 1$40, the hitter bei» g the date t hut had been fixed for its extinc- 
tion by orders of Miyu-t 1st, 1838, his title to the full allowance of 3,000 Us. 
per month lor 20 months, to which the appoint went had been raised, and 
asked that even if he should It'tive India bcfote Apiil 30th, 1840, an equivalent 
should be paid over to him ; and laid stress also upon the fact of his not having 
taken the annual month’s le.*ve or his Furlou.h, as giving him b claim *o ruyr 
additional salary. It was ruled that ail such claims and pleas we'e inadmissi- 
ble, that the month's have was an indulgence, not a right ; and that the seal»us 
servant who worked assiduously and brought Ins duties to a close, sooner *hen 
anticipated, had his reward in a reputation for zeal and superior ability, but 
could not be allowed the salary of the additional time, that u less diligent per- 
se » would have taktn to do the same work. Further the continuance of Salary 
for a period alter a servant had left India for Europe is prohibited by act of 
Parliament. 

SPECIAL COMMISSIONS ON CIVIL SERVANTS.

LAW COMMISSIONERS. 

The Law commissioners having chimed under 3 and 4, Wm. IV. Chap. 80, 
Sfcc. 65, a salary 66,000 Its. per annum instead of 50,000 as at present fixed, 
were informed that the sum of 59 000 It*, having been settled, by rule passed 
several years hefoie the appointment of the Law commissions, as the highest for 
any pers'-n not a Member ot Council, they must be r< guided as coining within 
its operation. 

A GENERAL RULE FOR THE PAYMENT OF THE ALLOWANCES OF CIVIL SERVANTS 
WHEN EMPLOYER TEMPORARILY IN OTHER STATIONS OF THE SAME PRESI- 
DENCY, OR DEPUTED TO ANOTHER PRESIDENCY. 

Win never a servant attached to one presidency shall have obtained temporary 
employment under another presidency, and shall desire to draw the allowances 
of his substantive office at the place or in the presidency to which he has been 
deputed, he shall apply to the Government of his presidency for an order to the 
Civil Auditor to giant him a certificate of the amount salaiy le-s deductions, to 
which he is entitled, and the Civil Auditor of the Presidency in which he is 
doing duty shall on the stienvth of that certificate pass to him a monthly sum 
on account, as the Civil pay of the oiher presidency ; the amount so passed to 
he made payable at the treasury of the place whet e the officer is employed under 
upon dup icaie or triplicate rece’pts, and to be adjusted in account by the Account 
or Accountant General of the presidency, as a remittance to the debt of the 
presidency on account of which it is paid. With respect to divisions of the 
same presidency, as the Co'lectora of one division are in the habit of granting 1 
bills on those ofihe other, which a-e adjusted through the two o'fices of account, 
the Gove nor General in Council, adopting the suggestion of the Accountant 
General, dei ei mines that wlren an officer of the N. W. Provinces, ruay be de- 
puted to officiate within those of the Government of Benval, « r vice vfersa tlife 
salary bill of his substantive office being tiansmitted for Audit to the Auditor of 
the proper division, shall b> him be forwa'ded 10 the Collector of the district 
where it is ordmaiilv payable, and that olfh e shall, if it be duly receipted, is$ue 
and transmit to the officer a bill for the amount as per audit, paiable to the 
individual at the Treasury of the place whe»e he may he employed ondpty. 
Such bill* to be grafted, at par without any char, e of hoondepo. 

This complex pi ocess is sometimes superseded by taking the certificate of 
the officer himself (upou honor) and by passing a bill wiib »he charge of one 
pet cent, if coming within the other rates, and that of 9th June 1834, , 

The last named runs thus: 1 The Hou’ble the Vice president in Council is 
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pleased to direct that Collectors of ether Officers ift Char##* of publfcr Trrtinti^'

The bills « ranted under this rule to Officers who may be on leave on account 
of private afftirs will he subjected to a premium of one per cent. Bids srrant- 
ed to O'fi.-ers who may be absent on medical certificate will be exempted from 
such piemium.

The appointment of writers up pm s t> have been orieinally established by 
eu Act passed in the 24th ycai of h:s late Majesty, Geo. Ill* Cap. 25, Sec. 43 
prescribing admissions between tire «'»es of 15 and 22 years. 

The Act 47th of Geo. Ilf. Cap. 68, presc-ibed the passing of two years 
or four terms in ilw* Colleen e^ta IMied in Enviand for the education of sueh 
persons as were intended for the Civil service in India, 4 and so much of the 
time spent ihe**tin after the aare of 17 y< ars shall be accounted as time actually 
spent to India.’ This is to qualify them to draw certain salaries under the.

sites, and emoluments whereof shall not exceed the sum of one thousand five 
hundred pounds per annum.’ 

RANK OF CIVIL SERVANTS RETURNING TO INDIA AFTER FIVE YEARS’ ABSENCE 
IN riJROl'E. 

"When and as often as any person having held any civil situation in India 
in the service of the said company, and having departed from India by leave of 
the Governor in Council, or Governor in Council, shall he resorted to the said

certificates held by the individuals respectively. These data however do not 
appear to indicate any change in the mode previously adopted of Computing 
seniority by actual service with an allowance of time passed in College in 
England, 

Temporary absence under the furlough rules, docs not interfere with the corn* 
putation of original rank or seniority in the service, unless such absence be pro- 
longed bevond five years ; in which case restoration become necessary. Heine 
all the period of non-residence incidental to those mles or wot exceeding Me 
vpars at any one time is included in that of seniority. 

Temporary absence from the piesidcncy to which the officer belongs, uutb 

the express leave of the Government of India, limited by rule to two years is 

likewise included in the period of seniority, or so long as he may continue within 
the geographical limits of such leave. Rut ;*ny absence without such leave 
must be held prejudicial to lank as also every refusal to renew the term thereof. 

Withdraw! from the seivire by n Civil Servant joining any mercantile 

concern or firm has been held a relinquishment, or suricnder of the original as 

well as the local appointment, and all rank in the service ceases thence-forwaid. 
Such surrender involves a necessity of fonnal Restoration by the authorities at 
Home. Upon such restoration the loss oi lank would follow unless it be made 
express * without prejudice’ to it. 

Suspension or removal from the service affects rank under the provisions 
nf Act 5dd of Geo. III. sec. 83, which enacted, that ‘no restoration by the 

hon’ble court of any servant so suspended or removed by the authority of the 
presidencies and Governments in the East Judies, shall be valid or ‘effectual 
without the approbation and consent of the Hoard commissioner for the affairs" 
of India.’

TJhe Traiisfc of the civil servants of the late China and St, Helena establish* 
meats of the company was provided for by the Act 3rd and 4<h of the last' 
llcign> -c, 85 Sec. 113, which enacted that a civil servant of the company - 
employed in the Factory of Canton, or in the Island of St. Helena shall be capa- 
ble of. taking and holding any office in dny presidency or Establishment on the 
Indian territories which he would have been capable of taking; and holding, it 
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he had been , a civil servant of such Presidency or op such Establishment duiing 
the same time as! he shall have been iti the service hf* the said eplnpany. , 

The preliminary oitler of the hon’bie court hearing date the 27th December 
1333, assigned to the China civil servants theft rank oh the Bengal Establishment 
from the date of their respective first appointments, with ceium specific allow- 
ances of time, to form their election upon the offer of t'ansfet to the India 
se- vice, the same being vft'ied in sonde respects, according to the situation 
of the officers at the time, but not exceeding six months to all servants in 
China, from the date of this Gove 1 r merit leceiving the hon’bie court’s despatch 
and the same periods, as respected servants in China, were to be considered 
part of the time of residence necessary to qualify them for* annuities in the .event 
of their accepting the transfer.’ The p esent position of those keivums who,. Have 
done so, is that of the last of the season of then own appointments. The aan^e 
principle was formerly applied to ce.tain civil servants of the then Fort 
Mailbro* establishment, who were rmnsteired to that ot Madias, and by an 
ex pi ess act ot Pailiamcnt weiedireeted to be consideied the youngest of thur 
respective ranks. 

SPECIAL CASES CONNECTED WITH THE RULES ON KANX. 

Hank of a civilian supposed to be wrongly stated 

Mr. A. B. represented to Government that the Secietary to the C. A. 1\ 
had madcan error in regard to his standing in the seivice, and urgeJ a claim In 
priority of option of taking the annuity ovei certain other civil servants in 
v msequence. lie was told that the rules of the Annuity Fund pi escribed . defi* 
uitely that annuities should be tendered to members of the civil service in the 
order of rank as fixed in the list^ received from the Hon’bie Court of Directors 
aud combined in the civil Auditor’s books. 

The rules of determining the method of computing the period of set vice is 
distinct from that which refers to rank, and though the period of service may 
have been completed undo that rule before that of others standing highet in The 
gradation lists of rank, the latter would he entitled to take precedence, when 
both are alike qualified by standing and residence for the annuity. 

Similar Case 

Mr. A. B. brought to notice a supposed mistake in regard to the position of 
liis name in the gradation lists of the ofiieeis of civil service published in the 
Diectories, and submitted a certificate granted by the Board of Examiners in 
Europe shewing his standing in the sci vice and solicited that he wight be, res- 
tored to his rank. He was told that the circumstance repiesented by him would 
be brought to the notice of the Uourt of Directors as it was from the Honorable 
court that the lists of relative rank of civil servants were received, and that the 
Governor of Bengal did not feel that he would be wairanted in making any.al- 
tmtion in them without a special sanction. 

Similar Case, 

Mr. A, B. left Hailcyhury College in Dec. J812, and signed his covenant a jt 
the E. J. House on the 24th March 18 13, and arrived at Calcutta in November 
of that yeat. in the E. 1. IF register of 181 2, Mr. A. B. was entered as nomi- 
nated for Bengal I2ih Jan. 1810 and a-* transferred from the Madras nominations 
on 30th March, lKlO. The rules in force fix the period of 25 years’ service to 
commence from the date of intimation of appointment, or from the date of jpove- 
»Ant* which ever may be antecedent. By the Honorable Court's letter to the 
Government of Bengal, dated 1st April, 18J4,, rank was assigned to Mr. Ai ;B: as 
a writer of the season I$08-I8o9, whereas by the Honorable court's despatch. of 
15th. March 1816 rank was assigned to Messrs. C. I>. and E. F. who retiioj on 
anmmies of the season \ 837 -3.6, %nd who entered the college at the eametime 
wiih lVJr. A. B- bbt who in consequence ot being implicated in, a disturbance 
wer$ sent -out to India before, the completion of their,. fourth term, as writer's of

, ^ r * B* never having proceeded to England on Fdi lough completed his 
period of 22 year's residence in India in ’ Nov. 1836. At the end of 1837 he 
applied for one of the annuities available in 1837-38 on the favorable terms of 
value and was told in reply that the date of intimation of his appointment as a 
writer *not being traceable on the records of Government, the p'erlod of his 
twenty-five years service must be held to commence f»om the date of his coye- 
nant, Vis. 2 1th March 1813/ ' " 

In consequence of this construction of the managers, which was subse- 
quently upheld by the Government of Bengal, Mr. A. B. was debarred from 
taking an annuity before the 24th March 1843, by which period the available 
annuities of the season had been taken up (one of them by Mr. F. G. who Cdm-' 
pleted his 22 years' actual residence on the 24th March 1838 Only) and Mr. A. 
13. was consequently deprived of an advantage to which he Conceived he was 
justly entitled. 

Mr. A. 13. urged that the circumstance of the intimation of his appoint- 
ment * not being traceable in the records of the Bengal government,' was a 
matter which was entirely beyond liis own control, and further that it was Obvious 
he must have been appointed to the |J. Co/s service at a period coincided with, 
if not antecedent to Messis. C. D. and E. F, and those other servants to whom 
rank was assigned hy the court of directors of a date one or two years subsequent 
fo that as.tigned hy the honorable conr* to him, Mr. A. B. 

Mf. A. 13. compelled by ill health and other circumstances to embark for 
England on furlough, and had no chance of obtaining an annuity of the season 
of 1838-9, the then supposed last year of the annuity on the favorable term* of 
quarter premium sanctioned by the honorable court, by reason of the large 
numbeis of civil servants at the head of the list who it was understood had 
resolved to avail themselves of the six annuities of that season. Mr. A. B. 
therefore prayed that the court would asceitain from their records the actual 
date of his appointment to their service; and (not permitting him to suffer so 
serious a loss as would be entailed by 1»J3 being compelled to pay rs, 50,000 to 
secure the same advantages, which but for a contingency entirely beydnd his 
own control, would have been his for a payment of 25,000 rs.) would be pleased 
tck assigned him an annuity out of the suiplus funds., or out of the one-third 
annually carried to the credit on the court, of the favorable terms of quarter 
premium. 

The home authorities fond that Mr. A. B.’s appointment took place on the 
29th January 1821 and that the fact ought to have been duly brought to the 
notice of the local government within a reasonable period of its occurrences, And 
hi that case it shouid have been so, on a much earlier date than that botne by 
Mr. A. U /s covenant. 

Further, that Mr. A. B. ought to have been admitted to an annuity from 
the 29th January 1838, and should undoubtedly have been so admitted but from 
hi$ being uufoi tunately deprived of the requisite means of proving his period of 
service. On that defect being remedied, the court of directors desided that Mr. 

A. B. might be permitted to purchase an annuity at a quartet value commenting 
from 1st May 1838, and be was admitted to an extra annuity. 

. The point relative to the possible conflicting claims of rank and service; 
did not appear to the hon'ble government to Call for interposition, because it 
was expressly stated in the rules of the funu ;hat the annuities should be tendered, 
to the subscribers according to their seniority. 

Further, the court of directors ruled that It Was not necessary to disturb 
the rule by which the commencement of service is at prespift computed. If of 
the two documents, (the covenant and court’s letter of notification,) npon which 
the decision rest, one only can be found ; the question is to be ‘decided by that 
one, unless as in the case of Mr. A. B(/s evidence exists which supplies tbfc 
place of the document which is, Wanting, tn such cases the servant fs l to be 
restored to the advantages of which' acefderttal circumstances have deprived him. 
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Mr. C. D. «va» appointed a writer at the same period as Mr. A. B. viz. the 
29 ih January 1842, and under similar circumstances, his length of service must 
therefore be reckoned from that date. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


RESPONSIBILITY FOR DELAY OF AUDIT, 

From a delay of audit of a case, loss was occasioned to the Government; it 
was ordered to be adopted as a mle of the government and distinctly explained 
to the officers of account and audit that the home authorities would hold each 
officer upon whom the duty of causing audit devolved, irsponsible for every loss 
incurred in consequence of his neglect in needlessly delaying to have recourse 
to the means which were available to prevent such loss. 

Officers in charge of treasuries are to f« iwaid a’org with the half yearly 
reports on inefficient balances, a sufficient proof that the non adjustment of siuh 
itenri* has been occasioned by ciicumsiances hevpnd their conttol. Should any 
one item appear in two successive statements without proof being furnished that 
an adjustment had been applied tor, it will bp deemed a culpable lemissuess on 
the part of such officer ; and the amount of the item will be deducted from his 
salary Without reference to his having been the disbursing officer or not.

SlR,— 1 am directed to acknowledge the receipt oF your letter, dated the 
3rd of June, and its enclosure, from the civil auditor 
General Department . at Agra, relative to Mr. A. B. and the rule, regarding 

the transfer of civil servants fiom one division of the 
Bengal presidency to the other. 

2. I am di i feted on this subject to refer the hon'hle the Lieut. Governor 
to the resolution of the president in council, d,ated 8th May 1819, of which a 
copy is annexed to the present letter, from which it will appear, that the trans- 
fer having been previously arranged between the two local governments/ and 
allowed by the government of India; it takes place at the same time with the 
appointment of the servant to a situation in the division,to which he is moved. 

3. The civil auditor reckons the period allowed to joint the, new station. 
'Mid passes the bill for such servant's salary accordingly. If the salary is of 
"lAghfr amount than the salary of the situation' which he was left, he draws in 

the time allowed for travelling, out of the salary of his new appointment, a sum 
equal to that of his previous situation. 

, 4. s Servants of one division are not eligible for deputation duty in another 
exeepriittder special circumstances. 

5. If in contemplation of permanent transfer the service of an Officer 
from one dlvision aye obtained .for employment in another before the vacancy 
of the .apppi'^tment has -jaken place, a« for instance, by the depajrtu £ of the 
incumbent’ to Europe, the sanction of the government of India having been 
previously obtained for his being so placed at the disposal ef the local govern- 
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ment to which he is not yet permanently attached, he -will be considered thereto, 
hut tor ft definite rime, which may be extended if necessary, until hy the 
vacancy of the appointment for which he is -intended, hit tan be permanently 
transferred, when his perfect transfer and appointment will he simultaneously 
gazetted. 

fi. Pending this announcement, he will draw the salary of his appointment 
in the other division, and such deputation allowance in his new division as ho is 
entitled to by the rules of the service, and his appointment would not be filled 
up till the permanent transfer was made and a new appointment assigned to him. 

7. There is' no reason why this rule should not be observed in all 'Cases of 
transfer with a view to eventual appointment in a fixed s:ttt.>uon of* another 
division, such for instance as the case of Mr. C. I>. last year, who was permit- 
ted on sick certificate 10 proceed to the North Western Piovimxs, and obtained 
employment there, first in an acting situation, and eventually in a fixed situa- 
tion. In that case the appointrnenr that Mr. C. D. held in the lower provinces 
having been filled up without reference to his extract position, it become, neces- 
sary as a me|u:uru of just compensation, to permit him to draw an allowance 
equal to what he lost by the permaturc appointment of a successor to his late 
siruatiun during the shoit period which intervened before he was appointed to 
another fixed situation in the North Western Provinces. 

ff In Tie case of Mr. A. B. al a o on account of sick certificate, retained tor 
employ in th»* lower provinces after his return from the Cape of Good Hope, 
tVe cii cumstances were special as provided in the rule above explained, but his 
appointment in Bundlecund lias tint been disposed of Mr. A. B. having been 
recently appointed to a fixed situation in the lower provinces, will, from the 
d.ito i ihat 'appointment (2nd of June) cease to have any connection with the 
North W estei u Provinces, or to derive any part of his salaiy thence. 

9. The word * return*’ made use of in the order of the government of In-. 
<iia of the '20th November last a9 quoted in the reference from Mr. Alorlaml the 
civil auditor at Agra, meant only to denote thaf Mr. A . B. when the separation 
of tlic jurisdiction took place being the incumbent of an officer in the N. W. . P. 
was annexed to that division of the Bengal presidency, and was by the ortler 
ot tho 20th November re-annexed to the lower provinces. 

10. Mr. A. B.’s Salary bills a deputy collectoi of Bundelcund are to be 
audited at Agra up to the date of his recent appointment to a fixed situation in 
Bengal, when his transfer to Bengal and separation from Agra were empleted. 

11. The necessary directions will be given thro' the government of Ben- 
gal to the civil auditor of Calcutta to conform to the suggestion contained in 
the otty paragraph of Mr. civil auditor Murland’s letter to you dated the 20th 
May, visc^ to furnish the audit office at Agra with a monthly return of all hills 
parsed in -the audit office at Calcutta for the salary of civil servants attached 
to the Nf. W. P.'s absent at the Cape or elsewheie, or which, from any other 
i an so, nviy have obtained audit below with the deductions on accouut of leave, 
aiiuscriptiotis to Funds, See. 

12.. VViih jegard to para. 2d of Mr. Morland's letter it would not ‘appear that 
the words placed at the disposal of the governor of Bengal, have any different 
>dbbC from the words ‘ transferred to the Bengal presidency.’ In public coriei- 
pondciu t jnd notifications they have it is believed always been used indiscriminate- 
ly. The gazette would always, in due time, inform the auditor when a transfer 
was completed by permanent appointment. 

i;i.‘ Assistants diawing everywhere equal adowance ir transferred from one 
division to another should be considered as transferred altogether and be charged 
to the division in which they are employed from the date of transfer. 

14. IT servants ai e allowed to exchange appointments for their own gonveniejnee 
they ought forego salary between the rime of quitting the old appointment and 
joining the new one, and be considered fur that interval as servants out Of 
employ.

Resolution. The president in council observing the difference of practice 
stated to prevail in the different divisions of the Bengal presidency, thinks 
that it will be expedient to provide by definite rule for cases of transfer pub- 
lic officers from one division to the other 
v - His honor in council is of opinion that the servants of one division' ought 
not to he considered eligible to fill situations on deputation in the other divisi- 
on except under special circumstances, which being stated to the ■ government 
of India, the loan of the servants tor the particular duty would, of course, be 
sanctioned. 

His honor in council is further of opinion that the same rule oygbt to be 
established for all classes of servants, and that if the transfer of a servant be 
ashed with a view to his being appointed to any particular office in another 
division, the transfer being made and notified in the gazette, the appointment 
to the office vacant should be ordinarily be made to take effect from the date 
of transfer, from which date the civil auditor and officers of account will reck- 
on the period allowed injoin the new station and pass the bills accordingly. 

If an officer of one division be asked for, to fill a situation temporarily, 
preparatory to permanent appointment to be made when the incumbent shall 
after the usual period have embarked for Eu-ope, or retired from the service, 
Rie circumstances being stated, the case may he brought under the first rnie, 
arid in lieu of a final transfer the officer will in such case be gazetted as au- 
thorized to proceed on duly for a definite time to the other division, prepara- 
tory to obtaining permanent employment there. At the end of the period 
mentioned, the salary of office in the division from which the officer ha^ pro- 
ceeded will cease, unless an extension be similarly granted under orders from 
the government of India. A fresh order of final trausfer will he necessary either 
at the close of the period or from any earlier date at which effect can be givgn to 
the appointment, which the officer is intended to find in the new division.

return of all bills passed in his office for the salary of civil servants attached to 
the North Western provinces, absent at the Cape or elsewhere, or which from 
any other cause may have obtained audit below, with the deductions on account 
of leave, subscription to Funds, &c. this information is essentially necessary 
to allow of the Registers in my office being kept up complete for the whole pe- 
riod duiing absence at the Cape, whereas at present I am quite ignorant of what 
is passed or retrenched from the salary of such officers, as have their bills audited 
in Bengal.

2. We have n>> doubt that the Gentlemen to whom we refer wi l use their, 
exertions, and in many cases tlmse specia ly of the juniors, successfully, to qua- 
lily them selves t-» hold any office under your Governmet t, but there are some 
offices of iinpoitanco in which a knowledge of the languages is not indispensable.

Members of the Civil and Military services may becgtne shareholders in the 
Universal Assurance Company, but it. is not allowed that occupations of a private 
institution should interfere with the claims of the public service to the undivided 
attention of the company’s servants, and they are * positively interdicted’ from 
taking any part in, the management of U. A. Co/s, or any otbei similar company. 

EXCEPTIONS. 

The above interdict does not apply to the Asiatic, the Agricultural, or other 
ruck Societies , which cannot be in any way looked upon as trading establish- 
ments.

Circumstances having recently come to the knowledge of Government which 
Suggest the expediency of preventing sales of valuable property, fioni being made 
by the Civil and Military Officers of the honorable company’s service to foreign 
prtneeaand chiefs, or to natives of rank or opulence residing under the protec- 
tion^ of the British Government, without due intimation to Government through, 
the principal local authorities, of the purposed sale and transfer of such property 
and the consideration to be received for it. llis Excellency the Governor Gene- 
falin Council is pleased to prohibit in futuic at! sales, purchases, and transfer, 
between the CHdl and Military servants of Government on the one hand, ami 
natives ofthe description above noticed on the other, of grounds, houses, boats, 
equipages, horses, elephants, plate, furniture, and generally, every description o? 
private property exceeding the value of five thou.%aijd 1 5,000) Rupees, without the 
sanction of Government being previously obtained, under such penahj|s as the 
cjrcdmitances of each particular ease of disobedience to these orders may de-s 
maud. 

The Governor Genera! in Council fakes this opportunity of adverting to the Re- 
solution passed in tin? Political Department under date the 17th September 1X«1« 
and published in General Orders of the 18th ofthe same month, cautioning all Civil 
and Military Officers of Government against carrying on any communications with 
native princes and chiefs, cr their wakeels, except thtough the channel of the Poli- 
tical Authorities.

% Regulation XXXV III. of 1793, covenanted servants of the company 
employed in the administration of justice, or the collection of the Revenue, are 
prohifrttfed lending money to proprietors of farmers of land, dependent talook- 
data, under-farmers, or ryots, or their sureties. •„,* 

By Revenue C. O. of June 4, 1822, it is ruled that there is nothing more to 
be deprecated, than that the officers charged with the civil administration of the 
country should be under pecuniary . obligations to zemindars, or other holders, 
or farmers of land, in the districts under their authority ; the objection applies 
still more directly to such loans received from the Guardian# of Wards, or the 
managers of their estates. 

In this respect the practice of borrowing money is likely to prove much 
more hurtful to the public service, and injurious to the good names of the officers 
of Government, than that of the lending, against which the Rule of Regulation 
XXXVIII. 1793, is directed. 

Thfe Revenue C. O. of IVfay 23, 1823, requires that no public servant shall 
employ, or appoint, or continue in office, any relative to whom, or to whose re- 
lative of dependant, he is, either directly or indirectly, indebted, without in~ 
earring, whenever the circumstances inay be made known to his superiors, the 
mbstserious responsibility.

Mr. A. B. we observe, made the 
following aa&sci lion : * Borrowing boats, and elephants is a circumstance of daily 
occmrence, and I may with safety assert i believe that there is not an officer 
in the service who lias not do-.e so.* If this representation be in any degree 
well founded, we deshe that a practice which is not ci editable to per^ons^-tpi 
public authoiity, and is in violation of the rules of our service, may be effectu- 
ally put down.

la addition to the nnm.irr of cast s decided bv each Zrllah Judge, the' num- 
ber of miscellaneous Judicial Ordeis passed by him, and the number of ri<*y« 
employed in Session bwtdoessf which infoimation is now given in the annual 
Report of the court of Sudder hewannv Adawlut, that report shall in future 
thqw the number of appeals, Regular and Special, lodged against such Derisions 
'iod miscellaneous Orders, ihe result of all the appeal of a like nature ftioni each 
Judge decided on dmiog the course of each year, and the number of days in 
which each Judge sat for the transaction of civil business. 

Corresponding information, with i espoot to ihe Proceedings of the several 
Session Judges, must he embodied in the annual Report submitted to Govern- 
ment by the court of Sudder Niramut Adawlut of the adirinistiaiirm of Cilniinal 
Justice ; and a corresponding method for laying the necessary information before 
that court collectively, must be adopted. 

It shall be the duty ot the several commissioners of circuit to report, in 
their Half-ye.uly Police Returns, their opinions on tbe general efficiency of the 
Police of eaili District under their Superintendent e, and on the manner in 'which 
the various busi. ess this Department has been performed by each ot • the 
Officers among whom it is distributed. It will also he the duty of each commis- 
sioner, to notice prominently in these Reports the extent to which the services 
of the Assistants to the Magistrates and joint Magistrates in his Division have 
been employed, and Ihe consequences of such employment, in order that the 
application and abilities of the several Officers in the Junior grades, of the 
. Set vice may be brought distinctly under the view of the Governments. 

It will be the duty of the Midder Board of Revenue, immediately upon the 
close of every Bengal atyi Kti-ily year, to submit to Government a statement of till 
outstanding ai rears of Revenue in every Bengal or Busily District, with a note of 
the proportion per cent, which such arrears may hear to the Jummti, in each case, 
and to remajk, where necessaiv, in what degree the result is attributable to. the 
conduct of the Collector or Deputy Collector in each Ristiict. 

Until the completion of all Resumption and Settlement business, the annual 
Division Reports required from the Sudder Boaid of Revenue, shewing the 
business that has been done in those Departm nts during the past years, and the 
plan of operations for the approaching cold season, will necessarily be continued. 
In these Reports, as far as those particular duties are concerned, the Judder 
Hoard of Revenue are heieby lequired to represent every case in. which- the eon- 
duct of the officers employed has been distinguished by real, and discretion, or 
by the contrary faults ; and to call upon the commissioner® and collectors under 
them, to furnish them with all Statements of the allotment of IB^rk to their 
assistants, and with all the other materials that may be necessary 1 to enable them 
satisfactorily to perform the duty above required of them. 

. It is hereby declared that it is duty of the Sudder Courts and J^aqrd, of 
thtf dommfs>ioners, of the Collectors and Deputy Collector^ and of jhe Ma- 
gistrates and Joint Magistrates, to report to their immediate superior every 
cases III which they may he of opinion that a covenanted Officer, subordinate to 
them decidedly disqualified to discharge efficiently the duties entrusted to 
him; audit is hereby notified ttfuli such Functionaries, that it is considered an 
essential part of their duty to make* themselves acquainted with the wanner in

whieh> their subordinate officers perform their duties; and that they tbciRsefves 
wiH he held responsible forany mischievous consequences that, may result from 
imy Ineffloiency^bad habits, or senogs errors of conduct of those under them, 
that ought to hove been, known to them, unless they report the same for the 
information of their superiors, 

. In framing the rules, which have been above prescribed, the right honora- 
ble the r governor of Bengulbas discharged the duty committed to him of im* 
proving, as far as possible, the established sysiem fo* the control of the civil ad* 
ministration ; for ensuring to efficiency its just Toward ; and piotecting the public 
inttfests from the consequences. of incapacity or neglect. But he cannot allow 
the opportunity of promulgating- the rules to pass, without making known to the 
civit service in these provinces the high satisfaction with which since his orrWrf 
he has observed the zeal, the justice, and the success wi*h which, with 
rare exceptions, they huve applied themselves to the performance of their various 
and arduous functions. To their character and public spirit more than to the 
operation of any formal system of stipervisiotvand control, he looks for a perse- 
verance in the same meiiumous excitions, and for a maintenance of the Same 
careful regard, in their important ami often delicate trtuts, alike to public and 
to individual rights. 

CASUALTIES. 

All casualties to be reported to the departments of government concerned. . 

CUSTODY OF EFFECTS OF ESTATES AND PUBLIC TKOPEUTY. 

Ail government scivants arc called upon to take charge of the effects of de- 
reaped public officers, and nil public property generally when without custody. 

GAZETTING MILITARY-CIVIL. 

All matters effecting milita»y officers employed civilly are always communi- 
cated from the civil to the military department and where gazetting is necessary, 
the same appears in the orders of both departments. 

EXCHANGES. 

Exchanges between servants of Bengal and Agra respectively may he sanc- 
tioned v/hen the arrangements unde for the exchange preliminarily by thp parties 
concerned is unobjectionable in its nature ; hut application for transfer is not 
usually complied with except under special circumstances of which the govern- 
ment judges, taking into considei ation the merits of each particular case. 

LAW OFFICERS OF GOVERNMENT, HOW TO BE CONSULTED. 

No district officers should consult the law officers direct, or otherwise than 
through the government secretariat of the department under which they serve. 

ASSAY MASTER'S RETIRING PENSION. 

Assay’masters and deputy assay masters are permitted to retire after 20 
yearn service including th*ee years for the one furlough, the former upon £360 a 
year the pension of a superintending surgeon (but not subject like his to increase 
for longer service); and the laiter upon £191 12, 6, the pension of a surgeon; 
and if compelled by ill health, duly certified, to quit India at an earlier period, 
the retiring allowance auer ten yeats’ service to be £iQ0 a year for an assay 
matters and £150 for the deputy. 

*’ / RETENTION OF POLITICAL PRESENTS nY MILITARY OFFICERS. 

On a claim to retain the presents reci ; ved from the Lahore Du bar by the 
party who accompanied Runjeet Sing's ashes to Hu clwar, it was observed that 
it was contrary to military usage nml i he e lablished rules for officers' and soldiers 
in the service of government to revive presents of such a nature.

, DEPUTATION ALLOWANCE. 

An assistant at the political Residency of Indore drew a bill for deputation 
allowance for settling disputed boundary claims of Holkar, Scindia, and the 
JPowar estates. 

This bill was returned by the civil auditor un the ground that the claim wa* 
not founded on the requisite authority of government for the charge. 

Thebill was passed, but the government remarked that officers on depu- 
tation ,were en titled to extra rUowance, only when such deputation had the 
saftetion of government. 

2» ASSIST \NT INDORE. 

The - 21 assistant to the resident at Indore having claimed his military pay 
and allowances in addition to the salary of his civil appointment, such claim 
was declared' inadmissible, in consequence of the rule established under tKe or- 
ders of tjje hon’ble court prohibiting the same, ami it was ruled that be could 
draw only tire salary of 2d assistant, viz, a consolidated one of Rs. 10-15-JSj |th 
fhargeble to the opium ; and J to the political department, after deduction of 
military allowances. 

TENTAGE ON POLITIC \L DEPUTATION. 

On a claim of capt. A. B. to compensation for loss in tents sustained by him 
when deputed with the ashes of Maharuja Runjeet Sing to Hurdwar, it was ob- 
served that as capt. A. B. enjoyed an allowance for tentage under tlie regula- 
tion of g> yernment, his application far reimbursement on 'account of wear and 
‘ear of- tents could not bo admitted.

SETTLERS IN THE COLONIES. 

No. 456, General Orders, — Horse Guard *, 24th August, 1827 , 

His Majesty being desirous of holding out further encouragements to offi- 
cers on half-pay, to become settlers in New South Wales and Van Diemans* 
Land, has been plea»ed, in reference to the General Orders of the 8th Junej 
1 826, and 16th May 1827, to command that the following additional inducements 
shall be promulgated to the army, for the information of those officers who may 
be disposed to avail themselves of the benefit of this arrangement. 

All officers on half-pay, who purchased ar.d were reduced, whatever may 
have been the period of their service, or officers on half-pay who did uot pur- 
chase, but who, after having served twenty years, half of which on full pay, have 
been reduced, or have retired to half pay on account of wounds or impaired! 
health, shall be exempted from that part of the regulation contained in the Ge- 
neral Order of the 8th June, 1826, which requires the officer to relinquish one- 
third of the value of his commission to the Crown, and shall be allowed to re- 
ceive the full value of such commission, in the same manner as officers on full 
pay, vrho having purchased the commissions, or having served twenty years, are 
desirous of selling out for the same object. 

His Majesty has further been pleased to command, that this advantage shall 
be extended to officers of all ranks, whether on full pay, or retired full pay or 
half-pay, but that in the two latter classes, all sales sboll be subjected to the 
conditions and restrictions established by the General Older of the 2d May, 1885, 
notwithstanding that a large portion of the officers on half-pay would be excluded 
thereby from sale, and in order that the government may have full security or 
the appropriation of the sums produced by the sale of commissions to the intended 
purpose, it is His Majesty’s command that the agent to whom the purchase mo- 
ney be paid, shall be instructed to retain in his hands one- third of the amount 
in each case, to be paid to the officers \vho propose to emigrate, and who shall 
have obtained permission to dispose of hiB commission, or his half-pay, with 
that view, upon his producing to the agent a certificate, signed by the master of 
the vessel, that he has engaged his passage on board such vessel for the purpose 
of proceeding direct to the colony.,

the sole rule on this bead ; and that the cases in which pensions and allowances 
way be recommended to us to be granted to officers, shall be limited to wounds 
and injuries received in action, and shall be established by the production of 
such certificates and repo is of Medical Boards, as shall be required by our se- 
cretary at War,

REGULATION. 

1st,- If an officer shall receive a wound in action, which shall occasion the 
loss of an eye or a limb, or the total use of a limb, or limbs, or shall receive bo- 
dily injury fully equal to the loss of a limb, he mny be eligible, to receive agra- 
tuity in money of one year’s full psy of the regimental rank, or staff appoint- 
ment, held by him at the time he was wounded. 

2nd, — if an officer shall be wounded inaction, and it shall appear upon an 
inspection made of him by a Board of army medical officers, assembled by or- 
der of the secretary at war, that such officer has, in consequence of his wound, 
lost a limb or an eye, or has totally lost the use of the limb, ; or that he has 
sustained a severe injury in action, fully equal in every respect to the loss of the 
ItJtifc, he may be recommended to His Majesty for a pension at the rate fixed 
Sn'the annexed scale for the rank held by him when he was wwiudtd, and com- 
mencing one year after the wound was received; the continuance of whi^h shall 
depend upon subsequent examinations before the Military Medical Board: 

Sr the officer shall have lost more than one limb’ or eye, he may be re- 
comuiended for pension fur each limb or eye so loet in action. 
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fth.—IC the^ownd received by;ajp officer l^act^ |h»U be .so severe* in its 
permanent effects, as to bo nearly equal but not fully equal to the loss of alurjb. 
such officer may be recpjn rinded fqr a gretu^y of.ftghj^Ki months, full, pay.of 
his regimental rank, or staff appointment, held by him when wounded ; in which 
case no pension shall at any subsequent tiffie be granted to hips under this regulation , 

5th-**If any wound received in action shall be certified to he- severe and 
dangerous, but-in its permanent effects not equal to the loss of a limb, the office* 
receiving such wound may, in consideration of the expence attending the cure 
thereof* receive a gratuity, varying according to the nature of ti$e ease, of from 
three totwelre months’ full pay of tbo regimental rank, of staff appointment held 
by him at the time he w»s wounded. 

(Sth— If an officer shall have held a pension for a wound received in action 
for a term of five years, and shall have been examined twice at the least, before a 
Board of Army Medical Officers, he may be recommended for the permanent 
continuance of such pension ; but if the officer, before the expiration of the term 
of five’ years, shall have so far recovered that this wound for injury is not fully 
equal to the loss of a limb, then he shall cease to receive such pension, and shall 
have a gratuity of full’pay according to the degree of his injury, as laid down in 
article 5. 

7th - If within the period of five years after a wound has been received* an 
officer does not apply for a pension, or applying for it, the wound shall not have 
been proved to be fully and peunanently equal to the loss of a limb, such officers 
claim to a pension shall not at any subsequent period be entertained. • 

8th— No gratuity or allowance for any wound shall be granted after the lapg£ 
of five years from the time the wound was received. 

9th— No pension for the loss of one eye, from a wound received in action, 
shall be granted, unless the actual loss of vision shall have occurred within five 
years after the wound was received, and be solely attributable to&xch wound.' 

10th — Aa a general rule, the pension shall be granted according' to regimen- 
tal ranks ; but in cases in which officers with Brevet rank shall have been em- 
ployed at the time (hey were wounded, in discharge of duties superior to those 
attached to their regimental commissions, the pension shall be given according 
to the Brevet rank. " * , 

' llth— These pensions being granted as a compensation for the permanent 
disability sustained by wounds received in action, may be held together with .any 
other pay and allowance to which an officer may be entitled, without any deduc- 
tion on account thereof.

ORDER AGAINST DRAWING BAYONETS. 

General Order , Horse Guards, |8fA June, 1335, No 520. 

Sortie cases having lately occurred. In which soMtleito hive drawn cbeir bay* 
©nets upon each other, and also upon other persona who happened to come in 
contact with them, whilst quarrelling &» the street* and in public houses*. The 
General-commanding-in-chief desires, that the soldiers of the army may be 
reminded, that»the> are armed for the protection of their King and country, ami 
far the support and execution of the laws, when lawfully called out for (heae pur- 
poses , that they wear tneijr side arms as an honourable distinction of the pro- 
fession to which they belong ; that they are not to use them in private broils, 
or even for I heir own ptrsonnl defence upon such occasions ; and that it is the 
duty of the soldiers to avoid resorting to places in which such broils are likely 
to take place, more particularly when dressed as soldiers with their side arms. 

The General-commanding- in -chief is determined to put an effectual stop to 
so dangerous and disgraceful an offence, by the punishment and degradation of 
every soldier who shall hereafter be convicted of it. 

To this end Lord Hill desires, that the commanding officer of regimental 
depots, will bring into summary tiial, for unsoldierlike and disgraceful conduct, 
everv man who shall be reported to have drawn, or attempted to draw, his bay* 
©net for the purpose of Using it against another persou in any case of dispute, 
affray, or interference. 

His Lordship further desires, that every soldier convicted before a court* 
martial of having used, or attempted to use, his side arms, in any of the cas.ee 
herein eontem^pfeted, may, in addition to the punishment awarded by the court, 
be degraded on "the public parade, in front of the regiment or depot to which he 
belongs, by being there stripped of his bayonet, and bayonet belt, and proclaimed 
by the commanding officer as a man unworthy to be entrusted with the cate of 
his bayonet, except In the ranks, under the view and Command of his officer. 

In aty such cases, the offender shall be stripped of his side arms by the pio- 
neers; In order to enhance h s degradation. He who is thus degraded, shall not 
be suffered to wear his bayonet or bayonet belt, except upon duty, for one year 
from that date of his degradation ; during which time he shall he denied every 
indulgence to which the good soldier is entitled, and shall march to church. In the 
tanks, without side arms. His name shall, moreover, be posted up in softie con 
spituous place in the barrack room of the company to which he belongs, oh tbfc 
barrack gate, and on the doors of the guard hotise, and canteen. 

The General Commanding-in-chief feels confident, that these mfeksure* * 
will, with the zealous co-operation of all classes of officers and the vigilance of 
the Non-commissioned officers, soon rescue the army front the stigma j&hfch k 
few unworthy Individuals would attach to it, by resorting to a base fend 
wntnariVy expedient, heretofore unknown amongst British soldiers.

If on any occasion he discovers that such has b$en the case, or that any 
under means have been used to obtain a selection for either of these appoint- 
meiip,. the officer guilty of the same will meet His Excellency’s decided repro- 
bation and discountenance. * 

The Brigadier commanding the corps of artillery has represented, that the 
aforesaid order does not work as well in the artillery, as in the regrmeftts of 
the line, owing to 1 the frequent change of subalterns from one battalion to 
another, ’ and the unequal 1 distribution of officers, which the exigencies of the 
service require.' *

FOR THE GUIDANCE OF COMMANDERS AND OTHERS, BELONGING TO SHtFS 
AND VESSELS RESORTING TO THE FORT OF CALCUTTA- 

Under the Orders of Government in the General Department, '' 1 
Dated blh August 1835. * 

■ 1st. As the harbour master is held <esponsible for the movements of all 
ship* and vessels, to and from thp stream, requiring bis assistance, the Officers of' 
iu$ department are not to be interfered with in thy execution of such important 
duty.

It being necessary that the office 1 should he shewn the ship’s register in, 
order to fill in the tonnage correctly in the report and certificate of draft of water 
you are required to shew it to him on application. 


ADDITIONAL CLAUSES. 

With • view to the extinction of fires on board ships when they unfortunately 
breakout, all ships and vessels in the port aic required to he provided with fire 
buckets in the proportion of 5 to every hundred tons of registered burthen, one* 
half of which are to be kept constantly hung up on the quarter deck, or other 
convenient place with 1 inyards attached, ready for drawing water, under penalty 
of 250 rupees. The deputy harbour master will visit the vessels to see that, this 
regulation is complied with, and on his reporting any vessel in the port Lo be 
without the proper number of buckets, thj commander will become liable to the 
penalty specified, un'ess it can he proved that the deputy harbour master is in 
error, apd that the ship or vessel really is provided with the number qV buckets 
required. 

The practice of dra*ving off spirits by candle light f«om which so marry fatal 
accidents to ships have. occurred, is a'sujstrictly prohibited to all ships and vessels 
in the port, under a penalty of 500 rupees tor every offence, half of which will 
be awarded to the party giving information of such infraction of the port regu- 
lations. All pilots and officers of the harbour mulct's department, are strictly 
enjoined to see that this regu'ation is observed, and to report any infraction of ir. 
As in other cases of breaches of the port regulations to whizh any penalty attache*, 
whenever and as often as, either of the fines -pacified in this uud th** foregbitfg- 
clause, shall have heen incurie 1, a 1>RI will be made out against the commander 
for the amount, and no pilot will be appointed to the vessel on board of which the 
offence has been committed, until such fine be paid. 

Notice is hereby given that vessels engaging the heuoVaMe Company's 
moorings, pre liable to l»e removed from one mooring to another at the disci «s- 
tion of the master attendant whenever he may consider such a measure neces- 
sary, either for the general convenience of the port or the particular safety of

ORDER OF HIS EXCELLENCY THE MOST NOBLE THE COVER NOR* GENERAL IN 
COUNCIL. 


Fori William , July 19 , 1801 . 

Whereas it hath hitherto been the practice for ships importing at Calcutta, 
to letatn their gunpowdef on board while laying in the port; and whereas, the 
CXpIfrsiOn of a large quantity of gunpowder on board of ship, tying off the. town, 
might be attended with the mo^t destructive consequences to the town, to the 
inhabitants thereof, and to the shipping in the port ; and whereas, instances 
have occurred of shot being fired into the town of Calcutta, and into the coun- 
try adjacent, by ships saluting Fort William, or firing guns on other occasions, 
his Excellency the Most Noble the Governor General in Council, with a, view 
of obviating the serious consequences which might ensue from a consequence 
of these irregular and dangerous practices, has been pleased to establish the 
"following rules. 

1 . The commanders of all vessels hound , to the port of Calcutta, and pro- 
ceeding up to the town of Calcutta, or to any other part of the river above Moya* 
pore are required on or before their arrival off Moyapoie, to land at fhe tnaga- 
ainq, which has been erected at that place, all the gunpowder which they may 
have on board, (whether contained in barrels, or made up into ammunition) ex- 
ceeding the quantity of one hundred pounds, which quantity eveiy vessel vs per* 
'imitted io retain on board, for the purpose of firing salutes or signals in eases Of 
distress. Officers appointed by Government, will take charge of the gunpowder 
immediately on its being conveyed to the shore at Moyapore, and will deposit it 
iirthe magazine. Commanders of vessel are required to mark the names of their 
respective vessels on the barrels and packages of gunpowder, previously to their 
being landed. A receipt for the gunpowder will be granted by the officer in 
charge of the magazine. 

i S'. In oxder that vessels may be detained as short a time es possible for the 
A del'Very of their gunpowder, commanders of vessels are required, on coming in 
'right of Moyapore, to hoist a flag at the fore -top -mast- head, whereupon the Of- 
ficer in charge of the magazine, will immediately order persons to be in' readiness 
at the river side to t receive the gunpowder. 

3. Gunpowder shall not be landed or received into the magazine between 
sunset and sunrise. 

4. The commanders of vessels outward bound, who may require gunpow- 
der for their outward voyage, shall not take gunpowder on board in any part of 
the riirer above Moyapore, with the exception of quantity not exceeding one 
iittndred pounds, for the purposes before mentioned. Should any gunpowder 

1 have been landed from any vessel, when inward bound, and deposited in the ma- 
gazine, the gunpowder wiU, upon the application of the commander of tiro vessel 
to the officer in charge of the magazine, (such application* being accompanied 
by the receipt granted on the deposit of the gunpowder in the magazine}? be con- 

• veyed to the river side, and delivered to such person as may be stnt to take 
charge of it. 

5. In future, vessels entering the port uf Calcutta, shall not at any time, 

* whilst lying in any putt of the jiver between Mqyapore and Calcutta, have on 
hoard vdthout the express sanction of Government, any quantity of gunpowder 
exceeding one hundred pounds for the purposes before mentioned’ ; *lhe collector 
of the government customs is hereby empowered and directed, shpnld lie have 

' reason to believe that & quantity of gunpowder exceeding one hundred "pounds 
has been received on board of ' any vessel, to cause'’ the' vessel to be* searched

board of trade ; the collector shall not grant a port clearance for any such vessel 
from which gunpowder shall have been sb. seized, without the express authority 
of the* Governor General in Council. 

6. One-half of the estimated value of all gunpowder which may be con- 
fiscated under this regulation, shall be granted in equal proportions to the col- 
lector of the customs and his deputy ; the remaining moiety shall be granted 
in equal proportions to the informer and to the officer assisting in making the 
seizure 

7. The commanders of vessels lying at Diamond Harbour, on in any other 
part of tire river below Moyapore, will be permitted to deposit their gunpowder 
in the magazine at Moyapore. 

8. Pursuant to the orders contained in the iitli article of these regulations, 
the commanders of all vessels now laying in the port of Calcutta, having on 
hoard a quantify of gunpowder exceeding one hundred pounds, are required to 
send the quantity of gnqpowder exceeding one hundred pounds, . which they 
may have on board of their respective ships, or any place on shore, to the maga- 
zine at Moyapore. If the commander of any vessel shall not conform to thfc 
requisition, he shall he liable ro the penalties stated in the 5th article. 

9. The commander of all vessels lying oft' the town of Calcutta,, qr any 
part of the river between the town and Kedgeree, are prohibited from firing guiu 
(excepting for the purpose of saluting Fort William, or for signals in cqj»e of the 
vessels being in distress) for any purpose whatever, without having previously 
obtained the permission of His Majesty’s justices of the peace for the town of 
Calcutta. When guns shall be fired from any ship for the purpose of saluting 
Fort William, or for signals in case of the ship being in distress, and also in 
cases hr Which guns may be fired with the permission of the justices of tfie peace, 
the commander of the ship is enjoined to be particularly careful that the gu»is 
he not Shotted.

way or has not had the use of a row-boat, which form will be furnished to the

^ Second - Commanders are further requeued, as early after their arrival as 
possible, to notify, in writing, to the Master Attendant, the name and residence 
of the reference for the payment of the vessels bills. 

^fhird On the receipt by the Master Attendant of the above certificate and 

written reference for payment, a single bill will be prepared, including in ward 
pilotage. Light-house duty, Moyapore magazine duty, and row boat bite, (if 
any) which, together with a ceuific*te, will he forwaid-d to the Marine Pay 
Master for collection within fifteen day* of the arrival of the vessel and having 
on it the name and residency of the party referred to for payment, which com- 
manders are r quested to furnish to the Mutter Attendant in writing as eaily 
after their arrival as practicable, that the Officer may more readily be enabled to 
present it. By this arrangement all the charges connected with the vessel up to 
her arrival off " Calcutta, will be embodied in one bill instead of, as hitherto, 
being made in separate bills.

Foe# William, Home Department , Legislative, the 22 d November, l&5» 

The following Act is passed by the honorable the President in Council dp; . 
the 22d November 1845, with the assent of the right hon'ble the Governor Gene* 
rai of India, which has been read and recorded. 

Ordered, that the Act be promulgated for general information. . 

Act No. XXIV. of 18 3. . - 

An Act for establishing a Court for the trial of Officers of the Pilot 
t Service accused of breach of duty. 

It is hereby enacted, that from and after the first day of January .(text ' £ 
if atry pei son employed in the pilot service of the East India Company, 4 it thO' 
presidency of Fort William in Bengal, shall be accused of having committed any* 
breach Of duty while engaged hi such service, and it shall appear to the superin- 
tendent of Marine that such person ought to be brought to trial for snch breach 
of duty such person shall be brought tn trial before a court, consisting of a pre- 
sident and two merchants of Calcutta, four commanders of British ships and two' 
branch pilots or masters pilots of the East India company's service, as members.

7th. -r- Widows and female orphans above the age of fifieen years, are re- 
quired, to forward to i he Marine Boa> d Office declarations half yearly, in May 
and November, that they are not married, and that they have not been married 
at any intervening period, The declarations are to be countersigned by the 
Executor to the Estate of the deceased member of the pilot service, or pen- 
sioner, or by the guardian of an orphan, and by a member of the pilot service, 
certifying to the truth of the derlatation fo the best of their knowledge and 
belief.

8th — The several amounts of contribution and pension referred to in the 
above rule*, WfiJ continue to be made in Sa. in the case of all present pen.* 
sinners, and of all existing members of (he Flint service, and of their widows 
and, orphans.

Latteily the demand for freight on' the iron steamers, from Calcutta to 
the Upper Provinces, has much increased. When this is the case, in excess of 
the tonnage available, the tonnage is put up to public competition at the comp- 
troller’s office. In March 1839 two thousand cubic feet of tonnage was put 
up, and the price rose rapidly at the commencement of the sale; one lot being 
disposed of at the late of three rupees ten annas the foot; the general price 
ranged from three rupees six annas, to two rupees seven annas. The demand 
for tonnage, however, fluctuates. In the month following the above, the re- 
quisitions for freight, did not exceed the tonnage available ; consequently no 
public competition took place ; and the freight was of course charged for, as 
prescribed in the foregoing notification. 

In June 1839, the demand for freight in the Matahongah accommoda- 
tion, being considerably above the means of supply, the tonnage was put 
up to auction. At the first few lots, the price rose as high as three rupees and 
six annas, from which it gradually fell to two rupees twelve anuas, where it 
stood till the last ten lots were put up ; when it rose again to two rupees four- 
teen and fifteen annas at which the remaining lots went off. 

The freight at auction, on the 3d August, 1839, was bid for so high a3 to 
vary from four to five rupees per foot ; a circumstance quite unprecedented in 
the annals of up-country steamers. The led to the building in 1841 of cargo 
boats; the rates of which aie subjoined. 

Carriages, buggies, palankeens and packages, of all dimensions will be 
received and freight charged, for whatever distance, at the rate of one anna per 
lb., excepting on light yooris, which weigh less than 24 lbs. per cubic foot, 
when the former charge of 1 rs. 8 ans per cubic foot will be made, and no 
package, however small, will be received at less charge that one rupee eight 
annas. 

Booking charges will be made in the same rates as formerly.

Rules and Regulations to be Observed on hoard the Government ^ * 

Accommodation Vessels. * 


1st. The table is provided by tire commander of the boat at a charge of 3 
rupees per day, for breakfast at $ past 8 ; biscuits or bread, or cake, at noon; 
dinner at 3, and tea and coffee at (i. Intermediate meals or refieshrnents must 
lre paid for, according to prices fixed and exhibited on the card, which is to be 
suspended for general information, in a conspicuous part of the diningroom. 
Every article mart lie paid for at the time of delivery, and the steward is 
strictly prohibited supplying atiy ai tide if not paid for at the time; he is pro- 
vided with plenty of ‘mall silver change, and with tokens instead of coppers ^ if 
preferred. It i» positively prohibited to send any thing whatever from themes* 
table to the cabins fin children, servants, or invalids, as such practices tend only 
to the discomfort of the passengers generally. Ladies or gentlemen prevented 
by indisposition from coming to table, will be suitably provided with refit shrnents 
in their cabins. 

2nd. The servants arc required to be always clean, and dressed with their 
iurbunds. Emopean or ( hiistinn servants are never permitted to appear 
without their jackets and shoes ; they are required to keep the r haircut, and 
are not permitted to wear it long and bushy. Each servant, when attending at 
table, is required to cany a clean napkin in his hand. 

3rd. Any negligence or misbehaviour of the servants is to be represented 
to the purveyor or conductor, who will take the necessary measures to prevent 
a recun ence. 

4th. All breakage to be paid for at the time. 

5»h. All meals taken away from the public table, will be charged for as 
extra meals. 

6th. The stewaid is required to exb'bit a bill of fare at 10 o’clock, every 
day. to rem -in suspendel in the dining room. 

7th. In case of any negligence, or other fault respecting the table or wines, 
&c., it is requested that the same be represented to the commander, and if not 
remedied or explained, a letter addressed to the comptroller of government 
steam vessels wilt be attended to, and the cause of complaint, if possible, will 
be removed. 

, 3th. A melitcr is retained on board the vessel for the express purpose of 
attending to the cleanliness of the cabins.

About Commercolly, on the ri-jht or southern, 
hank of the Cannes, is the present blocked up entrance 
of the Mattabunga, or Broken-headed river,— very 
appropriately named — it empties itself into the 
llnoghly by the outcast’s village. Above it ia toe 
blocked up entrance to the Jellinuee river, which emp- 
ties itself into the head of the Haughty river, off 
NuddeH, after passing Kish nae ur eiiil station. 

Sixty-six miles from Commercolly is Purdah, oti 
the left hank of the Ganges ; was formerly a coal de- 
pot, and is not^d for Mr. Wtttsow’s large silk factory, 
formerly the Hnn’ble Company’s. It is 413 miles from 
Calcutta by steamer's route, and is 177 miles by 
dawk, Steamers do not wait here, but change pilots. 
Letter* Irom and to Culrulta take 2 days; but they 
should not be sent here but to Ramponr Peauleah. 
From hene^ the Burreyl river branches off to the east, 
through Ihe Chullutn and Bellohockery J beefs into 
the Bara dautfor river for the Janai and Dacca; bat 
only navigable for small boat*. 

Twelve nvles fr<un Purdah, oh the left bank of the 
Gauge?, is Iho civil station of Hampore Beanleah, In 
the district of ttajxlriye, distance 455 miles by steam- 
er from Calcutta, and only 155 miles by hind. It ia 
the residence of a judge, a magistrate, a collector, 
postmaster, engineer officer and doctor, as likewise 
some indigo and silk manufactures. This is t* coal 
depot for steamers where they are generally detained 
2 to 4' hours. Here is a good bazar : bread, butter, 
fruits, m«at and poultry, are cheap.

Subjunge is on a rocky point, on the right bank of 
the Ganges, and is by Bhagruttee 205 miles, by Sun- 
derbumis 686 miles from Calcutta, and by lund PJ6 
miles. Letters for steamers, from June to October, 
should leave Calcutta on the 5tli day after the steam- 
er. and from October to June on the Sih day, dawk 
route be trits 1| days. 

This is a very ancient city, and the ruins of nn 
immense mass of buildings, among which is nn ancient 
palate, a noted well, a hall of audience, a marble lined 
balcony and guteway, &c. &c., worth inspecting. 
Here i.re some Christian graves and monuments, and 
a large bazar, where milk, curds, palm fruit, palm 
juice, poultry, kids, rice, and hardware in a small way, 
ore procurable. The European factors and native 
Nabob reside on the bank, about 2 miles above the 
steamer's anchorage or coal depot. Vessels generally 
atop here 4 to 5 hours : it is a very sickly place, owing 
to juncte. The bills arc distant about 5 miles inland. 
The Himalaya hills arc viable at times. It is a native 
dfcrogubs, and post office station. 

Twenty. one nilhs above Riijmshftl, and 2 miles 
bfffow Suknc^iiilec hill and point is the beatniliii 
Mooter Jhurt.'i waterfall i it is visible on the eastern 
side of the hills. At huktecgtillce point is an Indigo 
Factor's bungalow ; would be an excellent shooting 
box: bears, tigers, rhinoceros, leopards, hogs, and 
tleer.of n’l kind* abound here, and among the hills 
foa<here.d game abound. Steamers pass it in 10$ days 
in the dry season . 

Twenty. 1 lire© miles above Sukreegnllee, on the 
left bunk of the Ganges, is Kantnegur. Passengers for the 
eivL station of Purncgh arq landed and received here. 

Fifty-eight miles above Rajmahal, on the Jolt 
.bank of the river, is the junction of the Koosie river. 
On the Nepttu' part of the Himalayas, nearly oppo- 
site, 1 h Putiurgattar hill, with one or two temples, 
and ia noted in native tradition for a cave (only a small 
hole), into which, it is said, a Rajah with an immense 
abit, and one lac of torch-bearer centered, and never re- 
turned i Such' is the story of an attending faquer. 
Prom hence are beautiful views of Isolated hills* and 
tbe tips of the Colgong rocks. The southern or 
Patturgauab passage, up to Colgoofy'JbAi some very 
dangerous rucks, where, if a boat touches, not A seal 
cun be saved.

Coigonp village and rocks la 68 miles abase 
Rajtnabal, 66 miles below Monghyr, and 18 miles 
below Uhaugulpore ; is on the right bank of Gtmgps, 
and has a Hoe nullah and shelter for boats. It to a coal 
depot for steamers : the Jeft passage should never be 
attempted by either steamers or boats iu the rains, as 
the currents ami eddies between the main and the 
rocks, almost make it certain loss for any native boat, 
and too dangerous for steamers. Boats in attempting 
it, must be careful to have very strong tracking lines 
low down to their prows, with plenty of trackers and 
two bowlines as guys to the bank, and kept close in. 
Hock fish are procurable here. 

Eighteen miles above Colgong is the civil Btation 
of Bhaugulpore, situated on the right hank of. the 
Ganges. It is very picturesque. It is 2G8 miles hy 
land, and 848 miles in the rains, and 636 imies in the 
dry season from Calcutta. Here is a commissioner, 
a j'»dge, a magistrate, a collector, a doctor, a sub-opium 
agent, a steam agent, a post muster, and some indigo 
fuctors. Letters for steamers should leave Calcutta 
the Gill day after the steamer in the ruins, and on the 
9th day* in the dry season. Dawk takes 2£ days, 
and st earners 9£ and 11 days to arrive here. Pro* 
visions of nil kinds tire procurable here ; also a kind 
of light silks, called Tussers, tor coals, jackets, ladies* 
gowns ; short silks of various colours for bed covers, 
and native wear; also a kind of cloth called baiters. 
Here are a few hill rangers and a sepoy station, under 
charge of an invalid officer. There is also a monument 
here raised by the hill people, in memory of their 
lamented patron, Mr. Cleveland of the civil service 
whom i hey styled the Father of their country. 

Steumers stop here for about au" hour or two in 
the rains, and only a few minutes, at some distance 
below, in the dry spason. 

Twenty. five miles above Bhaugulpnre is the not- 
ed Jangeera rock in the river, with a Hindoo temple 
on it; Europeans are admitted to iuspect the lera- 
ple. 

One hundered and thirty-three 'miles abpve 
Raj ms ha) or 25 miles above Jangeera rock is the civil 
station of Monghyr— a very large mart. Ils old fort 
by the anchorage, is situated on a rocky point extend* 
ing considerably inland on the right bank, and is 
considered by the steam .regulations to be half way. 
There is a judge., a magistrate, a collector, a due* 
tor, a post-master, and steam agent; likewise a 
general stores, hop for all European stores aud pro- 
visions, wines, See.

The steamer's, passage to t hi* is generally i 2 . days 
in the rains, ocr.asionatly 10 day si» July, aud iti tliedry 
season 13 to 14 days : the distance train ( alcana is 
30H miles by Jlhugruttee, UBG miles Uy Sond.rbmide, 
and 304 by land. Dawk runs in 2£ days. Le lera lor 
steamers should leave town on 7xU dav after her, iu 
July, and on the tHiiday in June, Autnm. September 
and October, and on the 10th day in the diy Reason. 

J On arrival here, the collector’s and tnnuistrate’s 
hook Is sent on board for entry ol all pa-^enuer’s mimes, 
fee. See. &e. Steamers stop here 3 to 3 hours for coals. 

Two miles S. W. by W. of Maneliyr are some 
rocks, with a mark on them : thev wen lnrm.*rly iu the 
steamer’s track, hut are now buried in an immense 
sail it hunk. 

On light bunk of the Gouges, 20 miles above 
Monirhyr, is the huge \ilbige of .i noi-j'ojgnrrii, with u 
small river that, run* down from the bills. Fowls and 
kids are procurable here, through the ihatmadar’s Hs-ls- 
t a tree, for boat favellerg. 

On the riirlit bank of tho river, GO mjJes above 
Monghv r, and 50 In loro Dinupore, is the laryc town 
and mart of Bar. be toy a dii'tigah staiinn, also a hje 
depot lor m trainer's coals. All this bank ,pf tl.e rrver, 
fof 20 miles helotv and above, is note l lor piggery vil- 
lages, and saltpetre manufactories. 

Also on the right bunk, 87 miles above Monehyr, 
or 9 miles hidnw I’atnn station, or rather Uaokip.or, is 
a large native lonu, vvnh a river mi it* uoner m h^Uhi 
O lid, that flows from Uih bills, and lists a pucka bridge 
over it: it is a noted inu.nifaelory of table cloths, of any 
Weiimt, pattern, smd texlutvihut may he ordered. Also 
napkin* and towels of all sorts, 

* P.itna, and the civil station of ikmltipere, ■extends 
about 10 miles along the right bank, 14 mibs helmv 
Dina pore ; is noted for opium, grain, and wo x- candles, 
and Is a very large mart. 1700 boats of burthen hive 
been counted hiving here at one time. It iu the resich nee 
of a nabob, and being 'a sudder or civil statmu, has u 
commissioner, a judge, » magietiate, a collector, 
their deputy and joint officers, a. doctor, an opium 
agent, a post-master, European assistants and mibaion- 
atlex; • ' 1 ’ 

The government establishments are at. Jlankipore,. 
or tto Upper extreme Of Patou, where. i beware some 
handsome houses, also a verv large and noted granary 
built like a donio, with two flights of steps onteide, m 
ascend "to il« top, on which is a lurgceircttlar hole, to ad- 
nrit tfrr into the building, ami to *tart urutn into. 

HuS only'bne door, and was, buhl for a dr pot, in case of 
famine'. It Is a very mussive bmldwi«,4ind noted for 
ita Wrymwmeroiw, clear, udd sticmg edicts and at pNi- 
sent it is used as a guard house. 
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Steamer* seldom stop here : sometimes not "being 
able to net. within a mite or two ; puseeugers can lafrd 
at the lower end, and get ekhas or liackerte»,(a native 
one horae conveyance) to take them up to Hankipore, 
or to the military station of Dinapore, 14 mite* distant, 
by way of a novelty or change, when they can inspect 
the granary by the road aide. The road is very good 
tip to tlie military cantonment. Uetuah farm, is 
north of Patna. On the left bank is the Gunriaek 
river from the Nepaul kills, with a iarga native town 
on its right bank, and on Us left, or eaatern bank, is the 
famous Hfljeepore bungalow, and race course. During 
Its annual large fair which is attended by people from 
all parts of India, very good and cheap nags are 
proeuiabte. 

Dmapore is a large European and nutive military 
statiou, where the steamers put. to the bank by the can- 
tonbient flugatatf , for 5 or 0 hours, to take in coal*, dis- 
charge uml lake in cargo, and pusseug era : it is consi- 
dered as two- third of the passage upwards. Jt is on the 
right bunk of the Ganges, distant from Calcutta, by 
steamer's route via Bhugruttee, 508 miles via tihun- 
derbumls 7D(i miles ; and by land 370 miles, Post takes 
3i days. Letters for stenuicrs should leave Calcutta on 
the 10th day after the vessel in the rains, and 13th in 
the day seasihi. 

Mutton, beef, fowls. egg“, bread, better, fruit9 of va- 
rious kinds, and grapts in May and June, are procura- 
ble ; as also table-cloths, towels, napkins, cotton hand- 
kerchiefs, also huts, muslin and cotton cloth shoes, har- 
ness, Patna scented wax caudles, and gram. European 
shop keepers, are here also. Here is a steam agent, a 
dueler, and a clergyman. Plays are performed occa- 
sionally by amateur performers. Auctions are some- 
times held here. 

Passengers for At rah and Tirhoot land here. 

Four mites above Dinapore is thp junction of tha 
river Boon. 

Twenty two mites above Dina pore, on the left 
bank, is the civil station of Chupra, the capital of Saruri 
district. Here reside a judge, a magistrate, a collec- 
tor, a doctor, and u post master. Steamer* seldom 
tench here even in the rains. Passengers for this place 
should arrange to land above it at Iteveigunge, where 
there is a steam agent. 

Kevelgutige, 27 mites by water above Dinapore, 
on the left bank of the river, is a very large grain and 
saltpetre mart, and noted for boat-building. An 
annual fair is held here. 

Steamers merely touch to tend passengers and a 
few packages to the steam* agent's care: From bailee 
up to Ghescepore, the vltlitfgfefs' are said to be anctvji, 
and dishonest. 

On the left bank, 74 miles above Dmaflore,' is the 
large native village of Bhuihan, a darogSh station, 
noted for a fair annually held here,aSateO a grain mart. 

This is the most dangerous part of the Ganges for 
quicksands and shifting banks. Tides- are very strong 
bore ; boats being detained from 4 to 0 weeks. Waiting 
for water, and a favourable breeze. 
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ftuxaf on the right bank, and Kurnladevotr the 
leftbairk, is 8ft mile* above Dinuporv, and is noted lor 
beimr the Mon'ble Co.’s snwi earnblishmeiB. There. U 
a snuall fart ht>ro, where the battle whs fought. Here 
ar« some European officers e^the stud, a doctor, and 
hospital bungalow, al«o a steam agent. 

Eight miles above Huxar, on the right bank of the 
river, ia the junctioi of the Kurriirnnasu river: the 
touch of lu waters is considered as one of the greatest 
t&tshttps that can happen to a Hindoo, as it is said to 
debar him from admittance into Heaven. There is a 
bridge built over it by a rajah. This part of the coun- 
try is noted for dacotis. 

One hundred and nineteen miles above Dinapore, 
or 31 miles above Bexar on the left bunk of the river, 
is the Civil and Military station of Ghuzeepor?, a very 
handsome place. At iN lower end is the ruins of an old 
palace. The Native town is built on precipices. Thu 
European inhabitants, consisting of the judge, magis- 
trates, collectors, doctor and opium &c. &l*. re- 

side on a level plain, ubout the centre of the station, 
the cantonments from tiie tipper part, and the Euro- 
pean hospital is at the upper extreme. Between the 
civil and military lines is the chapel and Lord Corn- 
wall is' tomb. 

This place is noted for its opium manufactory, 
and Government stud establishment, where horses 
can be purchased ; us aUo for its rose water, otter of 
roses, and other perfumed oils; bread, butter, eggs, 
fowls, mutton, lamb, kid, milk, and sugar, are pro- 
curable ; also European articles of consumption, and 
millinery from the European shopkeepers. Its dis- 
tance from Calcutta is, via Blmgruttie, G27 miles, viu 
Soonder bunds 31o, and by laud 431 miles. The dswk 
runs in 4 days, und letter* for steamers should leave 
Calcutta on the day alter the r.teamer in the dry 
seasons, and on the 11th day in the raius j— the ves- 
sel's passage beiiur from 17 ti ‘JO days. Steamers re- 
main here for passengers, snd coal, and cargo at the 
steam agent's. Pussvugers fur Goruckpore should 
laud here. 

Tins Is the lower extreme of the North Western 
Provinces or Agra •; residency, and Is a great place of 
trade.' It is the lowest station for the Agra. flat boats 
or boxes. Kunherry banks commence from hare up- 
wards* 

Eight miles above G haze pore is the dangerous 
kauker reef of Bairie that strikes across the river. 

Twenty-three miles above Ghszeepuret is Cfco- 
cbookpore stone ghaut and temple, noted for the nu- 
meroa* monkeys that resort here. 

- Two miles below C hot kook pore, on the right bank 
of the river, is a sunken kunkur rock, opposite to a 
palm tree, Just below Samoa tie. 

. Thirty-four miles above Ghszeepore, by Kucharee 
on the left buuk, la * very didicult ami daiigcmus 
sunken reef. 

Six oides above it is Baidu pore a large native 
town, with * tebsseeld&r anil datogah ; and 2 miles 
above Saidapore, is the junction of the GooinUe river, 
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that goes tip to Lucknow, said to be ft very intricate 
and r tky river, ton shallow for tbo iritt&Hec t boat* tit 
the dry The U»nge» river, from above Ktieh- 

iiree reef, past SaidAparo up to the (loom tie, a distance 
of 8 ruiles, is a very erirjpal passage with various bad 
patches »f kuuker rock, on which native bosh nod 
budgerow* split hist m{.in rowdy. 

lhve mile* above the Ooomtip, is Clmiidroufii*, 
with a white temple. Here in mid channel, is a -vow 
dangerous pucka platform, on kuokcr, with the' ruin* 
of an old temple on it. and no passable channel on ha 
northwest, or Juilinre side, and very dangermi* for 
downward bound boats, us the current set* directly 
on it. 

Five miles above Chundroutle is Kullooa Ghaut 
and ferry cm the right bank: these banka are formed 
of kuuker ro»k« 

lh/ty miles above Ghazeepnre, or 8 mites above 
llullooa (iliuut, on the right bank of the river,, in K ye, 
and its sunken Kuuker reef, scarcely avoidable in 
some dry season*. Fr«un lienee due west over the 
right batik, >tm will observe the tenure* minarets* 
distance U units. 

lk'iiares, on the left hank, is considered as -the. 
moat holy city in India, and is certainly one of the 
mud handsome when viewed from a distance on- the . 
river, theta being such numerous stone ghaut* ami 
temples, some ol which cost 17 lakh* of rupees. This 
is the residence ol some of tlie native princes, pension- 
ers of the Honorable Joist India Company ; but 
their dwellings ure divided into so many little cham- 
bers, or pigeon holes, that the internal part of the city 
has the appearance of a muss of mean buildings, piled 
up without any regard to-order or appearance, and 
narrow, filthy lanes, instead of streets. There is a 
large inclosed mart, culled u chouk that opens at 6 
p. u , where trinkets, toys, birds, cloth, coarse hard- 
ware are exposed for sale, it, has a large well in it, 
ami is also a report fur native auctions. Close to the 
chouk is the principal alU y or mart for Ooolbuduus, 
a very fine silk, of various patents, worn by natives, 
as tnnvsera ; al*o fine caps with tinselled crowns 
and very elegant gold and silver embroidery ; also 
scarfs and turban pieces for fancy head dresses. 
There is likewise a traveller’s rhouK,a native inn, and 
a large horse mart, win re very fir e lmises, of the^ 
Toorky, Persian, and Cabul breeds are procurable, a* 
high as 8, 10, and 15,0110 rupees and are brought here 
by Jbe fruit carriers who bring grapes and pears irom 
those countries. Hen? are several miniature painters, 
and also venders of miniatures on ivory, sa*d bo be 
likenesses of different native princes, and their queen*, 
and nuulch girls y true likenesses nf native servants in 
costume, tradesmen and beggars. ■<'*. - - 

Delhi jewellery <Jf the best jpoM fsbr ought mi 
bOutd tile steamers, by sending for » fie ifettlen*' tfprg 
is also an old observatory, and two verv hi'i'lf'"iiVUf 
slcmlcr minarets, mie'df which hirs' a slight life* ii a- 
tion ; traveller’s ascending thedtrlre expected fo 
the keeper u fee of 1 rupee. Fftifla ihtir tbps Is a view 
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of the eUy, the adjacent country, and the river (to 
gratifying a sight should not be passed over by any tra- 
veller) Provision* are procurable ; partridges, quail* 
and wild ducks of sorts are to be obtained. Steamers 
remain at Raj Ghaut to discb||^e and take in pack- 
ages, audio receive coals, Thectvil and military station 
is about 4 miles inland, direct from Raj Ghaut, where 
reside thecommissioner, the judee, magistrates, collec- 
tors, the general, and all the military officers of the na* 
tive regiments stationed here, and some European 
artillery. Here also resides a doctor, a postmaster, 
steam a^ent, coach builder, and European shop-keepers. 

Letters for steamers, or travellers, are not for- 
warded to the vessel or boats, but must be sent for 
which is very inconvenient. The city is about 2 miles 
Jong. The natives are very uncivil to strangers. 
Numerous fanatics arc hero, who drown themselves 
believing that the holy G tinea, and the city of the most 
holy, secures them eternal happiness. 

Benares is from ('uleuttu, via Blingruttee GOG 
miles, via Sundcrbnuds 984 miles, and bv land or dawk 
route428 miles. Letters lake 4 days, Hhungies 7 days 
Letters for sUamers should leave Calcutta, the 12rh 
day after I he vessel in the rains, and on the 14th day 
in the dry season. 

Palanki eiiH are procurable here, but infested with 
vile- vermin. Travellers wishing to visit the station 
of Sards, should write up from Ghuzeepore to any 
friend, or the steam agent, for a conveyance to be 
ready at Knjghaut for them, on their arrival. 

llnmnaghnr, 1£ miles above Benares, on the right 
bank oft he river, is a native palace, the residence of 
the Rajah of Benares. 

< Soolianpore. Benares, is a rative cavalry station, 
17 mih e above Benares, and on the left bank of the 
river. Steamers bring to here a few minutes, on their 
passage up or down, as required, to land and receive 
passengers, It has a kunkery or rocky point, which 
is very awkward for native bouts, as also for steamers, 
owing to narrow channel and strong currents ; it is 
off the stables, which are called Little Calcutta. 

On the right bank of the river, about 4 miles above 
Sooltanporc, t* a very neat looking place, called Cliu* 
nar, with a very neat-looking English church, that 
reminds one of sweet, * sweet home.' It is uri invalid 
military station, and has a fortification, on an isolated 
roeky hill, which projects into the river, forming a 
very nasty point to pass in the rains. Hindoo tradi- 
tion tellers, this fortress was built in one night by a giant, 
and is impregnable : it completely commands the ri- 
ver and Is need as a place of confinement for, state 
prisoners. There are several detached rocky hills, of 
stone quaries here. It is a very sickly place, owing 
to the heat griMnir from the stone, which causes fever 
*nd spleen * -This is^t great place for snakes. A lit- 
tle above the fort I#/ * .temple. Tradition states it to 
cousin a ehept, which canuo' be opened, unless the 
p*rty opening it lose his hand-— four thieves having so 
suffered once, iu an attempt on it. Very fine black 
and red earthenware is procurable here, "such as wine 
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coolers, which being filled with water, aft** th« bottle 
is inserted, and set out in the draft of the hot westerly 
winds, (none other serves the purpose,) in tin* shade, 
cools the confined liquor equal to icing it. The cool- 
er mite be dried daily. Iso red sandy watpr holders, 
or auriea, which keep mter very cool. Black butter- 
pots, with a cadii* for water, very neatly finished, and 
large black double urns, to contain bread and - keep it 
moist. Here is a steam agent j but steamers' seldom 
stop more than ten minutes. 

Seven miles above Chun at, on the right bank of 
the river, is the village of Kntuac, with rocky bottom 
and hard Unrips of red earth in the river, a little above 
is a ravine, which is to he avoided by all boats. 

Fourteen miles above Cbunar, is the crossing ferry 
of the Benares grand rourl, and of Kitwn and Hhnrt- 
dookte to Mirzapore. From hence to the latter* place, is 
a lime road, distance 7 J miles by land, Mind 1G mites by 
water. 

Ten miles above the ferry, and 7 miles below Mir- 
zapore, on the left high btn.k, is Uhajoan, with a white 
tomb, and a patch of hunker in the river, on which 
muuy boats ure lost. From here the cantonments of 
Mirzapore are visible. 

Mirzapore, a military cantonment, is 2 miles be- 
low the city ; and the civil sta’iou, where the judge'*, 
magistrate's and collector’s o dices are, Is l mile below 
the city. The steamer stops at the agency ghaut, at 
the lower end of the city- This place is noted for a 
cotton mart, and cotton manufactory ; as likewise' shell 
lac, lac dye, hardware in a bumll way. Many boats are 
here, nt all seasons. 

The city is very confined, and dirty, subject to great 
sickuess. There are *2 or 3 fine stone ghauts here, and 
some small temples and minarets. Bread, butter, eggs, 
mutton, lamb, kid, beet, veal and fowls are procurable 
here. Both a military and a civil doctor reside here. 

Mirzapore 19 from Calcutta, via Bhugruttee, 749 miles 
via Sunderbunds, 1006 tuileo, and by dawk route 4p5 
miles. The dawk takes o day s, and bhnngy 8 days to 
run. Letters for steamers should leave Calcutta on the 
13th day after her in the rains, and 17 days ^fter . her in 
the dry season: the vessels having plenty ’of cargo to 
discharge here, are generally detained from fou/io 
five hours. 

Four miles above Mirzapore is Bindechun, on the 
right batik, noted as the place of an annua) meetings f 
disreputable people who come here to maU^vows and 
poojaha. 

One mile above Bindachuu are the dangerous 
granite rocks of Seebpore. «* * . 

Twenty-eight miles above Mirzapore, on .the left 
bank of the river. Passengers geaeNdly land in the 
cold season, and have a walk across the neck of land, 
in aW, N. W. direction, two mi lea* wide to Taila, and 
rejoin the steamer again off there j she having logo a 
detour of, 2 1 miles round the. point. 

v Two miles above SuUrmaree, ia Deega , Ranker 
Spit, wiib a deep bight. - * ■ 
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Letchyagufree and its ravine* on the left bank of . 
The river, in 22 mile? above . Docga, noted (or its rob^ 
bers when.il was attached to the Oude territories, 

Sursa is a large cotton mart, on the riyht bank of 
the river, and. is 60 miles abo^p Mirzapore, and 23 
miles below Allahabad, to whicn place is ft good road. 
This is the: station of a European custom's officer. 
There are several pucka houses here, and two very fine 
tanks at the back of it, and an old mud fort. From 
hence, up to Allahabad, the river is very intricate and 
shallow. Ironwork in a small way can be done for 
boats here. Turkeys and guinea fowls abound* 

Allahabad, is 83 miles above Mirzapore. Its fort ia 
at the junction of the rivers Jumna and Ganges. it has 
an imposing appearance, when on the river, 7 miles 
below it. The Jumna waters are blue, whilst the 
Ganges are muddy. The steamers put to at the Jumna 
mosque, built by General Kyd, and \ mile inside the 
Jumna. The native military cantonments are about 
5 miles inland, and the civilians’ and officci s’ are from 
3 to 4 milt's inland. The general and doctor reside in 
the fort, as also the steam agent. State prisoners arc 
kept here. Here is also a large stone pillar said to have 
been erected by Alexander the Great, to mark his con- 
quests ! and a cave full of native stone images, wherein 
is shewn a small entrance to a supposed subterraneous 
passage to Benares, but which, in fact, only extends a 
few feet. ( £ he city is the seat of one of the principal 
native courts of justice the Sadder Dewaimy.) It is 
also a great place of worship, and an annual fair is 
held outside the fort on the sands, at point or junc- 
tion. It was formerly the seal ot the residency. Bread, 
butter, eggs, beef, mutton, lamb, kid, fowls, pigeons, 
turkeys,, guinea fowls, quail, partridges, teel, wild ducks 
and geese are procurable here. EuroptNtn shops arc 
here and auctions held. About 2 miles from the 
ghaut is the chouk,or market, where all .softs of cloth 
European and native', are procurable. Shawlmer. uoanl 
the steamers, if sent for, with all sorts of Cashmere , 
shawls, waistcoating, caps, gloves, socks, and Afgha- 
nistan woollen cloths; as also Delhi jewellers and ma- 
nufacturer;. of cotton ; carpeting of various patterns — 
showy on rooms, and rather durable. A little beyond 
the chouk is the livery stables where beautiful horses 
are procurable, of the Persian, Cabool, and Toorkey 
breeds. The post-office is m the fort, where you must 
send for all letters. Letters for steamers should leave 
Calcutta on the 14th day in the rains, and on the 17th 
day in tbeulry season, after the departure of the steam- 
er. The dihtanwe from Calcutta is, via Bhngruttee, 
831 miles, via Sunderbunds 1186 and by dawk route 
504 miles Steamer's regulated distance is &0l) miles. 
Steamers remain here three entire days whe*- they 
depart on their return trip, after discharging and tak*» 
ing in their upward and downward cargoes) and pas- 
sengers.' Apply to agent there, of to commander, for 
passage downwards.

Benares to Giiazeo* Steamers step here generally 1 hour only, on their 

^ >0^e • way down. From hence to Ghazeepore U 1 day’s run 

in the rains, and in the dry season ; they stop here 
for coals, pissengeis and cargo, perhaps 2 or 3 hours, 
making it 3 days from Allahabad in the dry season, and 
2 in the rains. 

Hev£J<f'»nge. Steamers pass here on the 3rd day in the rains, 

not stopping except previous notice is given oy the 
steam aguat, or passengers require to embark : they 
pass this place on the 4th day in the dry season. 

Diuapore. Steameis pass here in 3 days in the rain*, and 

stop 2 or 3 hours for coals, cargo and passengers } and 
pass on the 4th day iu dry season. Passengers from 
Patna emhaitt here. 

Monahjr, Steamer passes here on the 4th day in the rains, 

and in 5.J in the dry season, stopping 1 or 2 hours for 
coals, passengers or cargo. 

Bbaiigulpore. .steamer pass here on the 4th day in the rains, 

rounds to for a few minutes, and passes on, in the d-y 
season, on the Gtli day. Rounds to for a few minutes 
outside the sands, distant 2 to 3 miles from the town. 

llajniuhal. Steamer pastes here iu 4£ days in the rains, and 

in 7 days in the dry season. Steamers only round to 
in the tains for letters, and perhaps for a few coals, a 
short time ; but in the dry season for about 2 hours, 

hrrJjsmpore. Steamers pass here on the 5th day in the rain*, 

(in the dry season she takes the outer route), where 
they take in coals, and reach Calcutta on the evening 
of the 6th day, or m G| days from Allahabad, beating 
the dawk.

General of India in council, and being approved, are appended for the guidance 
of the officers of the department. 

RULES FOR USING POST OFFICE STAMPS. 

All letters and packets whatever (save and except newspapers and ship and 
steam letters, heieafter specially provided for,) received at any Post Office in 
India for despatch by post, whether free or post paid, or liable to postage as th« 
case tnay be, are to be marked with the appsopriute stamp, bearing the name of 
such office of despatch, and when side-stamps are not provided, when the date of 
the month utid yeat forms part of the stamps itself, the said date rnu-t be enrered 
jn writing aeioss the middle of the face of the stamp. If the letter or packet 
received for despatch be post paid or beaming postage, (he amount of postage so 
paid or due, must be entered in writing on the lace of the stamp, after the woid 
“ paid*' m “ bearing” as the case may be.* 

2 All letters and packets whaiever, received at any Post Office by post for 
delivery at such office, me*in like manner to be stamped with the appropriate 
affice stamp, and marked with the dale of the month and year; but the amount 
of postage paid or due, is not to be entered on the stamp of delivery, as the 
stamp ol despatch regulars the levy of postage. 

3 The stamp (or all sei vice, soldiers or other free letters, or packets is an 
oval inch long by 1 inch wide, bearnig the mime of the office and the word 
“ free,” and mint he stamped red, 

•I The stamp tor all leUeis or packets, on which postage has been paid, is 
an oblong )& inch long by I inch wide, bearing the name of the office aud the 
wind “paid” and nm^t also be stamped red . 

5 The stamp foi all letters oi packets, on which a postage has not been paid 
in advance, in an oblong inch long by 1 inch wide, bearing the name of the 
office and the word “bearing” and must be stamped black. 

0 Forvaid letteis or packets, !. e., those which follow a party addressed 
from station, to station, are to be stamped at eaah office of fne&h despatch, and 
marked with the additional postage due on such fresh despatch. 

7 When a letter exceeds in weight a single tola its weight, doubles, treble, 
tic. must be entered in writing on the face thereof, and on banghy paicels, the 
exact weight nuwt in all eases be entered in writing on the same. 

8 All service, soldiers or other free letters or packets received from sea- 
ward, at any Genetal Post Office are to be stamped with tile ship letters free 
stamp. This stamp is a circular I’ inch in diameter, leaving the name of the 
General Post Office, the date of the month and year and the words “ship letter* 
free” and must be stamped red. 

9 All other letters or packets received from seaward at any General Post 
Office, aie to he stamped, if received by ship with the ship letter bearing stamp, 
and, if by a Ootermneni steamei, with the steam letter bearing stamp. The for- 
mer is a square stamp, inch in* diameter, bearing the name of the General 
Post Office, the date of the month uid year, and the words “ship letter bearing.'* 
The letter is an octagonal stamp of similar dimensions, but with the words 
“steam letter bearing.’* Both these stamps must be stamped black. 

10 At the veral stations where newspapeis^are published in India, news- 
paper stamps are provided with which all newspapers received at such stations 
•for despatch, will be appropriately stamped, whether free, paid or bearing, as 
the case may be, and the postage paid or due, as the case may be, marked on the 
same either by the .stamp or in wilting. At offices of delivery where newspapei 
stamps may not be provided, newspapers will be marked with the usual office 
srarnp, in like manner as other packets.

The Bi-monthly Overland Communication having now been regularlv estab 
fished between this Country and Bu.i.pe, and the arrangements for the conveyance 
of the Mails, du ect, between Calcutta and Suez, finally completed and brought 
into operation ; Notice, accordingly, is hereby given, that the rates of Posture 
charged on Letters and Papers canicd by the Government Steamers from andm 
Bombay, will likewise be levied, in fututc, on Letters and Newspapers conveyed 
by the Peninsular and Oriental Company’s Vessels, from and tu Calcutta both 
by way of Southampton, and via Marseilles. * * 

The rufes relative to the former, having also been made applicable in cverv 

respect, to the latter, are subjoined for the information and guidance of ‘ thi 
Public, in general. The scale of British Steam Postage, is, as follows via 
On every letter not exceeding £ an ounce in weight,.. 8 As. or one Shilling 

On ditto above £ oi. and nor exceeding one ounce i R, or two ditto

Steamer Letter, and every Letter not excrcding the aggregate weight of the 
ihtee latter Coins, will, in like manner, be within |He weight allowed for a dou- 
ble Steamer Letter. 
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Steam Postage on Letters for Foreign and Continental Europe, or any place 
to which Great Britain does not necessarily form a channel of communication, 
forwarded via “ Marseilles,” as w«!l as letters for Egypt, Syria,. Tuikey, Greece, 
and the Mediterranean Islands, subject to Red Sea (Steam) Postage, must, as 
heretofore.be pre-paid in this country. 

Steam Postage on Letters lot the United States or Rritish Colonies in 
America, or the West Indies (unless addressed to Agents in Great Britain,) cannot 
be pre-paid in this country, whether sent by way of “ Marseilles,’' or via 
Southampton. 

The same rule applies equally to Lctteis for the United Kingdom, com- 
prising England, Scotland, It eUml, Wales, and ail the British Islands, despatch- 
ed through “ Marseilles,” and also to those for the Continent ot Europe, tians- 
niitted by way of'* Southampton,” 

Letters for any Foreign country, directed to an Agent in England, will be 
received and disposed of, as it addiessed to the United Kingdom. 

The optional pre-payment of Steamer Postage, applies only to Letters sent, 
by the “ Southampton” Route, to places within the United Kingdom, and vicp 
versa. 

The Term “ paid (or Prc-paid,” whi*h is synonymous) being the distinct, vc* 
m;rk indicative of the w Elies of ’■r-ndeis and the only guide for the Post Office 
Receivers, all Letters for the United Kingdom via “ Southampton,” which nia;' 
he so marked, will, aceoidiugiy, be charged with Sleamer Postage, and such a* 
are not so superset ihed, will Ire scut *■ Hearing." 

The Inland (Indian) Postage which is quite distinct from, and always levied in 
addition to, Steam Postage, must be paid in advance, by the Sender at the Post- 
ing Office, on Letters forwaided from ntr Stations to Calcutta or Bombay, or from 
either one Presidency to the other, for transmission by the Steamers, and vice 
versa, that is, by the addressee at the Receiving Office. The word paid, there- 
fore, should not he pot on any Letter, except on those on which Senders, having 
the option, intend to Pre-Pay eteain Postage also. ‘ ^ 

No Letter exceeding 12 tolas, (a fraction under 5 ounces) in weight can be 
transmitted per Letter Mail ; hut if fot warded by Government Bangliy Post, or 
otherwise sent t« Bombay or Calcutta, it may be despatched by the Steamer, from 
either Presidency. 

It is particularly requested, that Letters and Papers from the Mofnsstil, 
intended For despatch by the Overland Mail from Calcutta, may be accordingly 
superscribed, for the guidance of the peison who originally receives such Lettcrf 
at the Posting Oilice. The route (Southampton or Marseilles) by which they are 
intended to be foi warded, should always be clearly specified also. Any Letter 
not marked *• Per i* team,” or “ Overland," will be sent by a Sailing Vessel, 
In order to avoid mistakes, the name of the count'), which a Letter is destined 
to, (England for example,) should be the last word in the superscription. Letters 
posted in Calcutta for despatch via Bombay should be accordingly directed. 

Although £ ounce is the single weight for regulating Steamer Postage charge, 
the $ tola continues to be the 'ingle weight for Inland Postage to Bombay, which 
Letter (from Calcutta to that Presidency,) amounts to Seven Annas. 

An extra cha'ge of One Rupee for eve*y half tola weight, is unde on Letters 
sent by the Overland Exp css from Calcutta to . omb»y, and no letter above one 
tola weight <^»n be forwarded by such conveyance Thus, for instance, a Pie* 
Paid Steam Letter of one tola weight, ported in Ualcntt'i for transmission, via 
lionil)?)*) would be charged with Portage, amounting (o Its.

Ac. to the Post Oince. , 

The foregoing explanation is given in detail, for the express purpose of prevent* 
ing mistakes and consequent disappointment. 

Any further change that may, hereafter, take place, will be duly notified. 

All letter nor supers riled “ via Southampton” will he forwarded via 
Marseilles and be subjected consequently to the higher rate of Postage 

No Letter for T reat Britain can be despatched pre-paid unless it be superscri- 
bed “ via Southampton,” if otheiwise diiected it must be forwarded f * bearing.’*

The Officiating Post Master General heing desirous to infuse into the system 1 
of delivery of Letteis, s »mc measure of activity, older, ami despatch, begs to 
intimate to the public, the from and after the I5th July, rli e following Clauses 
of the 44 Rules for the management of the Po>t Office Department, passed by the 
“ Governor Gciieml of India in Council or. the .'Pith August 1837,” will, withou 
deviation or resppet of persons, he rigorously enforced. 

“^111. The Delivering Peons are prohibited from delivering letters 
** papers or parcels otit of the usual course, and without immediate payment of 
44 the exact amount of postage; and they arc not bound to give change. Should 
they be subject to detention, they are not to deliver the letters, papers or 
“ parcels, hut to return them iri the evening to the Port Office for future delivery. 

u N. B. Under the provisions of .Section 3, Act XXI. 1835, ( opper Coin 
u nt> t a leeal tender in payment of any demand, except for fractions of a 
Rupee.” 

* ( XXIV. Whatever postage is marked on a letter, paper, or parcel, must be 
u paid at once on delivery, after which any complaint of overcharge will be duly 
“ attended to. In all complaints of overcharge or unnecessary delay in delivering 
“ letters, papeis or parcels, the covers or envelopes, bearing the Post Office 
“ Stamp, must be presented for inspection ; and as all Post Office Peons wear a 
“ badge regularly numbered, when any complaints are preferred against any indi- 
11 vidual, the number of the badge should he specified.” 

In carrying into effect this vefy essential measure, necessary alike to prevent 
malpraetiaes on the part of the Peons, and to secure a prompt ami orderly 
delivery of letters, the Officiating Post Master General confidently anticipates the 
cordial co-operation of the community; and has accordingly issued this Notifi- 
cation, that all parties may make their arrangements to meet this change of 
system, with as little inconvenience as possible.

No claim for remission of duty on gonis, stated to he damaged or

— when, after j revious advertisement in ihe (Government Gazette, they must 
be sold on the whaif and p.iy duty on gross amount sales. 

'Rules for wharfage and godowu-reut may he learnt on personal application 
to the head Tide-waiter. 

No arms nor military stores to be imported without the special sanction of 
Government. 

Certificate* from other presidencies to protect goods partially nr wholly 
from duty, most b*' presented lor their protection within the peiiod of three 
months, no ifled at the same tune with the application to imp. rt ; otherwise 
full duty will ‘be levied here. Such certificates must specify marks, number*, 
or addresses, on packages; together with quality, quantity, amount duty 
levied at the other presidency, &c., otherwise they will rJ <»t be adinitiid. 

AH goods for exportation shdll be shipped from the Custom House, - or 
with regular pasa, under penalty of confiscation as per seel inn 3, regulation 
lii, of ItJfiO. 

No claim for drawback shall he admitted, unless the goods have been 
regularly passed, ami uuiy entered in sworn export manifest ; nor iri any case 
for goods shipped, after the issue of port < lea ranee. 

No Pilot shall allow any goods to be taken on board a Vessel which has 
obtained her port clearance, without seeing a ceiifieate from the Custom 
House, which document is to be signed by the Pilot and returned to the 
Collector. 

* The Pilot shall detain the vessel for further orders from the Master 
Attendant, if anv goods, without such certificate, should be taken on hoard 
by the commanding officer, and such goods are to be detained by the Pilot 
and shall be liabh to confiscation, when the Pilot, will nlrain his proper share 
of reward. Moreover, goods seized, in the attempt to ship them clandestinely 
•hall be liable to con fixation. 3 * 

All goods tianshipped in port are liable to the prescribed duty for impor- 
tation, and if the tra>. ^action he regular, may claim drawback. But goods 
which a^ trun*hippcd, without due permission, first obtained, or shipped or 
attempted M be shipped, on any other vessel than that for which they tn»y 
have been passed at the Custom House, or wi hout pass, shall be liable to 
confiscation. 

No aims, ammunition, nor military stores, shall be shipped without the 
special sanction of Government. 

No vessels can obtain inward clearance, until all her import cargo has 
been duly accounted for. ‘ 7 

To protect from imposition such persons as are strangers in Calcutta, and 
wue employ natives to transact business for them at this oflici, it is notified

that f»r every sum taken, aa government custom or duty, ft, receipted bill is 
gsvtn under the signature of the Collector, or of las deputy. Or his covenanted 
assbtunt. 

Clearances, whether inward or outward, can be given only in regular 
turn, and it is for commanders or others on their part, to see that their appli- 
cations be dulj noted, with the dote and hour of receipt by the Supervisors, 
respectively. Applications for outward clearance, (or export Manifests,) 
cannot be nceived, unless that such applications be presented, at least three 
complete days pi evtouely to the datp on which port clearance is desired. I it 
order that time may lie allowed for the adjudgment of export cargoes, through 
it will he issued earlier if pructiruble. 

No ft cs arc taken for euy affidavits sworn in this office, on subjects of 
Custom House business, nor are any fees whatever allowed to he taken by any 
person belonging t» this establishment, whether sitting within the office, or 
fct&tioucd rut of doors. 

Importers »»V gunpowder arc requested to refer to the notification, by 
order of the Hoard of I'uatuiris, dated the 18th and published in the Govern- 
ment Gaz< tte of 35id Jauua y, 1823. 

The proprietors of dock-yards, and the public at large, are requested to 
take notice, that no anods nor packages uie allowed to be imported, exported, 
re-landed, tv-shipped, transhipped, or removed from vessels to sloops or 
boats, after shipment, without due sanction from this office; whether * the 
same be liable t", or exempt from duty. Attention is directed' to clause 
seventh, section 45, to sections 61. 64, 74, 82, 83, and 84, of regulation ix of 
1810 ; and to section 8 of regulation Hi, ol 1830, ,al*o to dense iv. and *.

Considerable misapprehension prevailing as to what articles are comprised 
in the term “ baggage in use,* and so entitled to free duty, it it hereby declared, 
that the term applies solely to wearing apparel, second-hand, or in use, cabin 
furniture and trifling personal property, all in use and accompanying j the 
baggage of overlund passengers not accompanying them i* also imported 
free, if it would have been free, had the proprietor come in the ship with it.

OFFENCES AGAINST PIlOPB’tTY. 

— Persons of evil fame frequenting 
streets, &c. without giving a good account of tlwn selves, and shewn upon oath 
to have been so frequenting streets, tec. with intent to commit a felony, may 
be adjudged, by two justices, lo s utter fifty stripes, or be sent to the house of 
correction for three months.

Byb-I.AW, 1 8th November, 1814.— Persons throwing dirt, &e., on 
roads, or into drains, or leaving bricks, carriages, &r. on roads, or obstructing 
them, shall forfeit 10 rupees. 

Persons not removing projections, or encroachments on roads, on notice, 
arc liable to be fined 100 rupees, and expenses of removal. 

Workmen rebuilding walls and encroaching beyond the old foundations, 
liable to a fine of one thousand rupees, and the wall to be pulled down. 

The above penalties to be adjudged by two justices, and levied by distress 
of goods. 1 f such distress is not found sufficient, then offenders may be com- 
mitted for six months to the common jail. 

N B. This Bye-Law gives the power Injustices to summon juries to assess 
the value of lands about to be taken for roads and sewers. 

By the same Bye-Law, persons of low condition walking with arms in the 
street without authority of government , or of a justice of the peace, liable to 
forfeiture of arms and a fine of 20 rupees, to be adjudged by one justice. 

Byb-I aw, 22d June, 18f'2 —Gunpowder is forbidden to be manufac- 
tured or sold in Cslcotts, without license, under penalty of seizure of the pow- 
der, and fine of 600 rupees if made, and' 4 rupees per seer if sold.

One demand only of each sum assessed 
Will be made, upon failure to comply with which on or before the ninth day 
after such demand, the defaulting party will be forthwith proceeded against, 
before a Justice of the Peace, by summons, warrant and distraint.

In asseasing new premises, the assessor 
will serve on the pi opiietor a printed notice, speii ytnu the late at wh|ch rj/o 
tax wilj he levied, should this appeal to the owner excessive, he can, as in the 
case, send to the clerk of the peace a petition, stating his objections 
■when his case will be brought forward andheaid. Mioukl no objection bt» made, 
the rate named by the assessor will be fixed. Sessions are held quarterly tor, 
fieaniig all objections as to rent, and any alteration made in se^ion, whetfiei of 
increase, or decrease, will lake place from the commencement of tfie next guat^ 
ter, and will not have any let respective effect nor will the alteration break, in 
■upon a quarter. 

When the property is occupied by huts, built by the tenants, besides the 
real amount of ground renjt rereived by the proprietor, a valuation on the hpi?, 
is also made, and the owner is assessed for both the ground rent anil the value 
of the huts ; bo on his part may leavy the tax, or the difference ‘between i'iVie 
ground rent and the valuation, from his tenants. 

On the sale or purchase ’of property the purchaser, should, see tbit all ba- 
lances are adjusted and proprietors should be caiclul to notify to the assessors 
that such change has taken place, the assessor on being satisfied of the correct- 
ness of such iiiim mation will, du'rihg the next *e.«*ii>n, insert the name of the 
new proprietor in the assessment bock, after which the bills will.be issued jo the 
naitfe bf the purchaser.

Art. XI. — The committee of Managers, or any nine membeis of the insti- 
tution may also convene a special general meeting at Lhe presidency, by public 
notice, provided that the day fixed for holding such special meeting, and the ob- 
ject of it, be advertised, m the manner prescribed in the foregoing article, for die 
general information of the Subscribers. 

Art. X II. —All questions proposed at a general meeting, whether half-year- 
ly or special, shall be determined by a majoiity of votes, but the concurrent 
voices of at least nine members actually present, shall be requisite to carry. any 
motion whatever. The resolutions or proceedings of all geueral meetings shall 
be signed by the chairman, and published in the Calcutta Gazette. 

Art: XUI — Should the Managers of any member or members, be desirous 
of bringing forward, at a half yearly meetioggany new general question, or any 
question involving an increase or diminution of the rale of contribution now fixed 
or any essential addition to, or alteration in the rules and principles of the insti- 
tution, now established, or any case not distinctly provided for under these rules, 
due notice of the purport thereof shall be given in the Calcutta Gazette and in 
two of the daily papers, at least two months before such meeting ; provided how- 
ever, that ou such questions and cases no resolution of a general meeting, yvhetlter 
half yearly or special shall he conclusive, but the determination of the meeting 
shall be referred to the subscribers at large, for final adoption, or rejection f by the 
transmission of their votes to the Managers within two months after the date of * 
issuing the notice, either by advertisement or by separate letters to each subscri- 
ber as may be determined by the meeting. It shad be the special duly of the 
chairman of anv meeting, to require attention to this rule. 

Art. XIV.— The resolution of a general meeting on any question not falling 
within the provisions of the preceding article* shall be open to revision, after two . 
months previous notice given* through the secret ry,- and published in the Cab-. , 
:utta Gazette and In two of the daily papers, of a ^motion to that effect, at the * 
next general meeting which nvay be held at a period of not more than four 
mouths subsequently to the general meeting at which ?uc}i resolution wait passed, ' 
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and two months subsequently to the date of the notifir i'ion above prescribed ; 
but th$ resolution. ofsueh subsequent meeting on such question, shall be -final and 
conclusive;-— provided always, that no resolution of a prior meeting' aha 11 be rever- 
sed br altered at a subsequent meeting, except by a majority consisting of as 
many votes, -at the least, as- decided the question in the first instance. AH 
resolutions not subjected to revicion under this Article, shall be deemed final and 
conclusive. ■ 

AfcT, XV. -Upon all questions duly advertised fi r discussion, at any gene- 
ral or special meeting, all subsciibeis shall be allowed to deliver their ‘sentiments 
and votes, either by a written communication, to be signed by them and addressed 
t<Mhe chairman of the meeting, or by oroxy. General proxies will only be 
allowed on behalf of members, who have proceeded to sea, and then will last 
fill the return or the receipt of intelligence of the decease of the party giving 
Such proxy. 

Parties holding general proxies, shall be entitled to vote on any question 
whatever that may arise The holder of a special proxy, shall be entitled to 
vote oh any point connected with the question for which the special proxy was 
given, that may be discussed at the meeting summoned for its determination. 

But it is hereby provided. 

1st. That no proxy, either special or general, shall be in any way valid, 
unless the same shall haVe been registered in the office of the secretary to the 
fund, and countersigned by that officer, at least fifteen dux s prior to the occur- 
rence of any 1 meeting at which such proxy is intended to Jbe used, apd 2ndly. 
That no individual shall, under any circumstances, hold at one time more than 
twenty proxies, ehould more than twenty proxies be tendered for registry in 
favor of any individual, .it shall be the duty of the secretary to the fund, logive 
notice thereof to the holder and to the granters whose proxies are last tendered’ 

M registry, with the view to their appointing some other party -to vote on their 
behalf. A second nomination shall be valid if registe-ed and countersigned at 
any time before the meeting at which it is intended to take effect. 

For forms of general and special proxies see A and B of the Appendix. 

ART. XVI. — The annual accounts ol the fund shall be made up to the 
end of April, and submitted l>y the Managers at half yearly general meeting ot 
the Sub'xiibers to be held in the month of July of each ycur. After being ap- 
proved by the meeting, a general stammer t of the state of the fund shall bu 
published for the information of the subscribes in the Calcutta Gazette. A 
committee of Managers of the lund, shall at each January Meeting be appointed 
for the ensuing yedr, and shall consist of rhe secretary to the Government in 
the General Department, the Accountant-General, the vub-Treasurev, and the 
OiviV Auditor for the time being, with live other Members to be elected at such 
general meeting. % 

Altt. XVH — The committee of Managers, ot the majority of those 
' present at, a meeting of five or more, or if less than live be present, any three 
■ Members of the committee who may concur in opinion, shall be competent to 
decide, in the first instance, upou all matters connected with the fund, nat ex- 
pressly revived .for the determination of a general -meeting ; but every act of 
the Managers shall be liable to revision and contiol by the resolution of a 
general meeting, h shall, moreover be the duty of the Managers, to report at 
* the half yearly Meetings, ijte .matte s determined by them in the expired 
period. 

Art. XVHT.-** The committee of Managers shall, subject to the control 
of a gene al 1 meeting, appoint the accrctaiy and accountant to the fund, 
‘and slia 1 fix such allowance for him payable fiom the fund, as they may # 
Consider adequate to his services. The officer ?o> appointed ? shall act under 
' M the TtunVediaie directions of the committee of Managers, and' shall also 
‘ *' arttind ' and obey the. instructions of all general meetings of the subset ibers>, 
the proceedings of which 'and of tin? committee of Manager*, andgeneValiy 
/‘'tul papers appertaining to the institution Which tuny •. riot* lie intrusted' to the 
' Treasure# in India or to'th'e agents in England, shall bo kept under the chaigr 
Of such^cretm-y ard accountant, and shall on application to him, or to the 
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committee of . managers,' be open to. the. inspection. , of, any of. the subscribers, to 
jhe fund. It is to. be understood that tho_secreMfy and accountant appointed 
as above, shall not bo subject to Removal from his situation by any .future 
committee uf management, but in concurrence with a majority*, of sub8t;,rifyejr£ 
at a general meeting, held .as prescribed j provided, kotfex.gr, .that it *haU.ju 
any time, be, competent to the committee to suspend Ute, said secretary ' and 
accountant from tbe exercise of his functions, and to delegate them to another, 
pending the disposal of the question which may have given i iae to up:h a 
proceeding. „ 

•Art. XIX— -In the event of any of the managers, who may be elected 
annually being subsequently removed from the presidency, without an inten- 
tion of expectation of returning during the year of their election, ;i shqjl be 
c. unnunicated to the subscribers at the next .yetteral meeting, and in.. wadi 
instances as well as in ail instances ot a vacancy in the situation of manager 
by death or otherwise, a new election* if nccessury, shall take place for the? un- 
expired term of the current year, 

Art. XX.- All applications for admission to the benefits of the J’uml 
sha<l be made to the committee of managers, ami shall be, accompanied by -the 
necessary information, documents, and p« oofs, »o enable the nmwageis to ascer- 
tain the circumstances and situation of the party on whose behalt the appli- 
cation is made. 

The managers, after calling for any further information or evidence which 
may appear to then^ requisite, are to submit, the application with t|ie whole 
of the papers received by them, and the decision they may have come to 
thereupon for the determination of the siibscnbers.at the next general meeting. 
In, cases of emergency and distress, when the managers may consider tbe party 
for whom the application is made clearly , entitled to the benefit pf til*., fund, 
-they are authorised to advance such proportions of the fixed allowances here- 
after specified, as may appear to them indispensably requisite, till a final, de- 
termination can be passed by the subscribers at the next ■ geueiul meeting 
aforesaid. 

'Art. XXI, — On the death of any subscriber to the fuud, wlip may not 
be possessed of property sufficient to provide for his .family, and may leave a 
wife co-habiting with, or maintained by him, or living under his protection at 
the period of his decease, without an adequate provision for her support,, as 
hereafter specified, if from the information which may be submitted by ,her or 
in her behalf to the managers of the fund, it shall appear tp the satistWiiun of 
a general meeting of the subscribers, that she is a proper object of tbe fund, a 
pension shall be assigned to her from the fund under the provisions and, with 
tbe limitations stated in the following article. Provided that nothing coafR^ned 
therein, or in any part of the rules of ^his institution, shall be considered to 
entitle to the beuefits of it, auy widow who may have been separated under a 
legal decision from her husband for misconduct on her pair, or who, may, be 
knmyn to have been living in a sta^e of adultery, though nut divorced or ^sepa- 
rated from him by law. > u _ 

art. XXII. — First. If the widow at the time of her husbands death, 
be resident in India, and be left without an Income exceeding onet hundred 
company's rupees per mensem, a pension shall be assigned to he?, from, tits 
fund, of three hundred company’s rupees per mensem during her residence in 
India. If tbe widow be not resident in India at the time of her hpsband’s 
death, or shall afterwards quit India, and her income from her husband’s estate, 
or otherwise, shall not exceed one hundred pounds sterling per annum, the 
pension to bo assigned to her fiom the fund, shall be three , hundred pounds 
sterling per aun,u*«. . * , T . 

Secmd. If the . income of the widpw resident in India at the death, ot her 
husband, be more than one hundred companv’s lupees .per . mensem, ,but shall 
not exceed four hundred, per mensem 4 ul ' n d his i evidence in India; injjf the 
widow ho not resident in India 'at the time of ^er husband’s ,dtat|v pr. shall 
afterwards, quit India, and her . income he morp than one hundred, ^pounds; 
sterling per annum, but shall not exceed lour, hundred pounds jsuq'Uns 
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per, annum, the .-pension to bo assigned, to her from the fund, shall be such as 
will make up her income to four Hnpdred company’s rupees pei mensem during 
her residence in .India, or four hundred pounds sterling per annum in Europe, 
or qlse where. . 

Third*' ,Jn the fevent of the widow, to whom a pension may have been as- 
signed fuxn the fund, acquiring subsequently, by inheritance, bequest or other<* 
wise, uny property or income which, .with the property left on her husband’s 
decease, ami the pension received by her from the fund, may render her total 
income, including her pension from the fund, more than four hundred compa- 
ny's riipees per mensem during her residence in India, or more than four hun- 
dred pounds sterling per annum in Europe, or elsewhere, her pension from the 
fund .shall be liable to abatement in proportion to the e\ic» of her entire in- 
come, /including the pension above tlic sum specified ; or he altogether discon- 
tinued in the event of her property or income, exclusive of the pension assigned 
to. her from the fund, being equal to the full sum of four hundred company’s 
rupees per mensem in India, or four bundled pounds sterling per annum in 
Europe, or elsewhere. 

Fourth. All pensions to widows shall be discontinued on their re-marriage * 
But in the event of their being again left in a state of widowhodd without an 
adequate provision foi their support, and of their appearing to he proper objects 
of this fund, they may be again admitted to the benefits of it under the same 
provisions and limitations as on their original admission. 

Fifth. The pensions of widows who may he admitted to the benefits of 
the fund, shall be! paid in advance half yearly to themselves, or to their authoris- 
ed .agents ; but the acknowledgment of the widow herself slull be taken tor 
all sums, paid on her behalf, and shall contain a solemn declaration, that her 
entire income, including the pension received by her, does not exceed the sum 
nf-Ttur hundred company ’s rupees per mensem, if she be resideut in India, or 
four hundred pounds sterling per annum if she reside in Europe, or eUewhcre, 
And it shall be incumbent on the managers to suspend the payment of the 
pension of apy widows who may refuse to make such declaration, reporting^ the 
case. tor the decision of a general meeting of the subscribers. * 

A Hr. XXIII. If any subscriber to the fund shall die without the means of 
providing for his family, and shall consequently leave a child or children, born in 
wedlock, without an adequate provision tor their maintenance and education, and-, 
if, on the information, documents or evidence, which may be submitted on their 
behalf to the managers of the fund, it shall appear to the satisfaction of a gene- 
ral meeting of the subset ibers, that they are proper objects of the fund, an allow- 
ance for their maintenance and education shall he assigned from the fund, under 
the provisions and limitations contained in the following article. 

Aar. XXIV.— First. If the chijd or children of the deceased subscriber 
shall be left without any provision from hit estate or otherwise, the allowance for 
the education and maintenance of each child to be granted from the fund in. 
India, or in Europe, shall be according to the age oi the child, as follows, viz. 
Till five years of age, thirty company’s rupees per mensem, in India, or thirty 
pounds storting per annum irt Europe ; from the commencement of the sixth 
year to the end of the eight year, 40 company’s rupees per mensem, in India, 
sixty pounds alerting per annum in Europe ; from the commencement of the njnth

■ Second. If any provision be left by a subscriber for bis child or children, 
or if after his death such child or children shall, at any time become possessed 
of atvy property or income by inheritance, bequest, or otherwise, but not such 
as to .tiftord. the sums specified for their education and maintenance, the allow- 
ance to bo granted from, the fund shr.ll be such as, in addition the properly or 
income possessed by them, wili^m ake up the several sums above specified, ac- 
c^diiig to their respective ages, and as they may be resident ip India or in 
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g - Third. In'theevent of the property of. tftcorfte left to the child ©r'’ehil- 
dreh of a subscriber a* his death, or wl^ch may awbs^quently' devolve to, e#r be 
in any wise acquired by them, being such ns to atfofd the amount specified 'for 
rlieir education ami maintenance, they will not be entitled* to any allowable 
from 'the fund, and any allowances which may have been granted before f such? 
accession of property or income, shall be discontinued. 

Fourth. Thre allowances grt nted from *ihe fond for the maShteuance ami' 
education of children, shall be paidin advance half yearly, to their gum drafts 
or relatives having the care uf them, or to such persons as may be intrusted 
with the disbursement of the sums allotted for them, either by the MatUgeis 
of the fond in India, or by the agents to the fund in England. 

Fifth. The provision so made from the fund for the maintenance and 
education of feriiale children, shall cca**e on ‘their marriage, and the provision 
lor male children shall cease on their being settled in any profession, or 'em- 
ployment, or on their attaining the, age of twenty -one years, whichever shall 
iir&t happen. 

Aar. XXV. — No family becoming hereafter dependent on the fund, shall 
receive from the fond an allowance exceeding in ail six hundred pounds’ ster- 
ling per annum, oi in India six hundred l oinpany’s rupees per mensem, ^nd 
the reduction shill he made rateubly. 

Art. "XXVI. - f’/rsf. It being the obvious duty of all persons who 
have families, and pus^o&s property sufficient to provide for them, to make a 
proper testamentary •piovihion for them, it shrill he requisite in all cases of 
application being made to the fund for assistance to the family of n deceased 
subscriber, that an authenticated copy of the will of the deceased, or ’it he 
shall have died intestate, that a full ami authentic statement of any property 
left by him, and of the legal heirs thereto, be submitted for the information of 
the manager? and subscribers ; and it is hereby declared, that a general 
meeting of the latter, duly held, according to the Rule* of the Institution, 
shall have foil power to reject the application for a.d font the fond ill ‘any 
iuatHnce^it' which it may appear that a Subscriber leaving property at his 
death, and having the power to dispose of it, has made no due provision 
for his family. 

Second. And in ca^e it shall be proved to the conviction of a ’general 
meeting of Subscriber*, that a deceased Member of this fond has, during his 
life time, whether in ho mediate -ntreipatfon of hia death or otherwise?, made 
such 4 disposition of any part of his property, real or personal, AS bue forthi# 
rule would throw tin* entire partial support of his widow or offspring upon 
the fund, fcrho would not h«vc been so supported by the fond had such part of 
bis property not been so disposed of, with the intention thereby of benefiting

Art. XXVII. — In addition t* the information required bv 'A rtfolei XX. 
and XXVII. to be furnished to the Managers, bef< re any allowance i-hall be 
granted from the fund to a widow, a solemn declaration shall be made and sub- 
scribed according to sue h uf the subjoined Forms as may be applicable to the 
diCurinstanceS'of the case. , 

First If the widow shall not have any offspring hy the deceased, and 
shall mother possessed of any income except such as may be derived front perso- 
nal property the declaration to be made shall be according to the from G of the 
Appendix. 

Second. If the widow shall have any child or children Iivfog hy her hre 
husband, or if any child of hi? shall afterwards he born, and neither she nor • 
such child or children shall he possessed of Any income except such' at may be 
derivabte from personal .property, the declare ti o' to be inadb shall be' according''

Third. If the widow shall possess or be entitled to any Income exclusive, 
of such as way be derivable from personal property, there shall be 1 substituted 
for either of the preceding form, the form E of the Appendix. 
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A rt.' j XX VJU. — Whatever feal or personal property the widow ®r off- 
spring of a Subscriber may be pressed of at the time of • application for 
admission to the benefits of the < 'iv if Fund, ahull be regarded as an available 
source of income, iiud, a* such, shall be taken into account at a just valua- 
tion, or according to (he amount realizable by public sale, the income deriva- 
ble from such pry [ic-rty hein ^calculated at a rate of interest at four per cent, 
per annum. .But from the latter part of the above provision are to be except- 
ed all monies vested in Bank of Bengal shares, Government notes, or other 
public securities, the income arising from which shall be taken at'wha-. they 
actually yield. The same rule of calculation shall be adopted in the ease of 
property of any description afterwatds devolving on an ' incumbent on the ■ fund. 

Art. XXIX.*— The declaration which by the 5th clause of artirle XXII 
is required to be made half yearly by widows who may be admitted to the 
benefits of the fund, . xlmll be according to the form F. of the Appendix.' And 
in case a widow shall have acquired any property whatever subsequently to 
the date of her admission to the benefits of the fund, a specification thereo‘‘ 
shall be subjoined to that declaration. 

Art. XXX . — The mother, guardian, or other person, who may be in 
charge of any child or children entitled to a provision under articles XXI II 
and XXIV of these rules, or any other person who may he authorized to receive 
file same on account of hucU child or children before he or they shall be 
enabled to icceive the Annuity payable, or any part thereof,, shall take and 
subscribe a solemn declaration according to the form G. of «the- Appendix * and 
if such child or children shall have become entitled to any propetty yielding 
an indome, the same shall be specified as provided in that form. 

' Art. XXXI. The several declarations required to be taken by the 5th 
clause of articLc XXU and by articles XXXII and XXX, shall be made before 
a Justice of the Peace, or other person competent to take the same, and 
such declaration «diaH be dated and rigned on or subsequent to the day on which 
the Annuity is claimable and shall, in the event of the widow, guardian or other 
person entitled to receive the same being in Europe, be delivered to and ^eft with 
the agents for the fuud in England ; or if such widow, guardian or other person 
shall be iu India, it shall be delivered to and left with the Managers of the. fund 
for the. time being. 

Art. XXXII. — If a married or widower subscriber to the fund, continu- 
ing hi the Uivil Se» vice, shall have proceeded to or remain in Europe, <oib«i- 
wise than on furlough allowance, he shall be permitted, in order to secure to his 
family the benefits of the institution in the event of his death while^absent from 
India, to pay to the fund a monthly subscription equal to that which he would 
have been required to pay if on furlough allowance : povided, however, . that po 
Subscriber shall be permitted to.avail himself of the above rule for any period 
exceeding five. years from the date of his .departure from India, and that no 
subscription shall be received from him after the expiration of that period ; 
provided further that should the average payments above described be disconti- 
nued for the period of one year consecutively, the same shall be held and deemed 
to be a resignation and abandonment of the Institution, and the family of the 
Subscriber shall not have any claim upon the fund, even upon payment of the 
arrears due, unless good and sufficient cause for the omission be shewn tq the 
satisfaction of a majority of the subscribers at large, 

Art. XXXI If. If a Subscriber to tbe fund, who has served twenty-two 
years in India, retires Bom the service, or if. having served ten years in India 
be retires from ill health, and at the time of retirement, as above stated, shall 
have contributed hv lii« previous payments to the fund,' including interest, the 
•sum of twenty-five thousand Company's rupees,- or if, on his quitting 
rhe service, he shall pay to the Fund what, may be wonting to complete 
his contribution to that amount, such contribution shall entitle tbe fami- 
ly of such subscriber, on his death, to the benefits of the institution, 
under the iereral provisions herein before stated, J or such as ma^ here- 
after be established, in- like manner as if hm death had taken .plant during 
bis residence and actual subscription ‘to the fund in India. The tumily of 
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liny subscriber to the fund who may die dining his temporary absence font. India 
mi leave, shall be considered entitled to the' benefits of the fund under the existing 
rules. Subsciibcs in India, who may cease to receive any public Allowances 
shall he conMdered as having retiied Jrwm the service 'from the date of th#ir 
allowances- ceasing. In all cases not exp essly provided for, It shall be at the 
option of the subscribe' s at large to admit or reject the claim of any subscriber or 
his family, and such decision duly passed, shall be final and conclusive. 

ART. XXXiV, — I n the event of any subscriber to the fund discontinuing 
his monthly subscription thereto for the pe'iod of one entire year, h* shall be 
considered to have withd- awn from the fund altogether, and his family shall 
rtot^ in the event of his death, have any claim upon the institution ; provided 
however, shat in all such cases it shall be the duty of the managers to cause a 
written communication to be made by the secretary to such subsniher,' informing 
him' that his name has been stiuck off the fund; and provided further that it 
shall be competent to a general meeting of the subscribers to le-admit, such 
member, on his appealing to the subscribers at large, and shewing what, in their 
opinion, shall be good and sufficient cause lor his having omitted to comply with 
the rules of the fund. 

Art. XXXV.— -If a subscriber to the fund shall be suspended from the 
service of the hon'ble company, and shall die during the pe'iod of his suspen- 
sion, his widow and childien shall be entitled to the benefits of the Institution , 
in like' manner as if he had not been suspended, provided he continue to pay 
at th<* rate fixed on his actual allowances under aiticle IV. 

ART. XXXVI. — If a subscibei to the fund shall be dismissed from the 
service of the hon'ble company, in the event of his death, his widow and chil- 
dren shall have no claim to the benefits of the institution, and he shall not be 
allowed to retain any interest in the fund by making any payment whatever * 

ART. XXXVII. — Anypcson admitted into the Bengal civil service with 
permission to take rank in that service above any pe-son that has 4 been- a 
subscriber to t lu; fund, fora louge< pe'iod than one year, shall not be entitled 
to become fc subset her to the fund except upon rhe following conditions': vix.

Rules now in operation, adopted at Special General Meeting , 25 th November 1837, 
and confirmed at General Meeting 29th January 1838. 

The Bengal civil, fnnd instituted in 1804. Subscription commencing from 
January 1804. All who entered the civi) service from ami after the 17th Ja- 
nuary 1823 being obliged* to subscribe and continue so during the whole period 
•f theii ser.icp Members being civil servants of a prior date to 17th January 
1823, have the option to withdraw at pleasure (forfeiting? all benefit,) excepting 
such amongst them as have signed a resolution passed by the subscriber^ on 28th 
July 1817, binding themselves to subscribe to end of seivice. 

The ordinary contributions are regulated on allowances as follows 
If allowance be no more than company’s rupees 1,000 per mensem.

To entitle a junior to the above benefits, it will be necessary for him before 
leaving India to furnish to'thc managers of the fund a certificate from his medi- 
cal attendant, countersigned by a member of the medical hoard in talcum, 
certifying that be is ir 01 a smite permanent cau.su or complaint, incapable of 
rendering forth -r service in the climate of India, and the certificate must, in each 
instance of retirement, oe confirmed in England by the examining physician oi 
the Honoiubie Court of Directors, alter tiro servant so retiring has resided at least 
one year in England. 

3K.-— The 35 and 3G of the above Regulations are to be continued in force 
for three years from the 1st May 1336, unless the honorable court of directors 
sanctions their further continuance, whereof notice will by published in .the t 
Gazette.

Bussed at th * Annual General Meeting' of Subscribers on the 1st January 
- 1, 1342,. and approved by the Jlon’ble Court of Directors under date 8Uf

On the 3flth of April, 1842, the managers shall compute- the 
excess of balance of the unappropriated Funds of the Institution above -.the 
bakmee estimated for the- same period in the prospective calculation - upon 
which the -Fund was formed.

scription accounts of the retirers thereon, the half value of each of the said' 
nine annuities, such excess shall be reserved and be made available in the sue* 
ceeding year, in addition to the incomt accruing from the half of the excess 
balance of the year, towards the reduction of the rate of premium at half value 
payable for the said annuities, under the provisions and limitations above 
specified. 

. And it is further provided, that in the event of any of the nine annuities of 
any year remaining untaken on the 1st of May of such year, the proportionate 
share ot the annual sum' distributed amongst the nine annuities of that date 
which shall have been set to such untaken annuity shall remain reserved for the 
benefit of the qualified Subset it.er who nu,y at any subsequent date claim and 
retire on such umaken annuity. 

Rule 31b - First. After the above computation shall have been, the 
managers shall make the distribution of the annual sum which may be found 
available ipr the improvement of the rate at which each of the nine yearly 
annuities nitty be gi anted, in the manner following. The aggregate sum avail- 
able on the 1st ot May of every year shall be divided into equal shares for ap- 
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pqrtionmeut equally amongst the nine annuities accruing on ,tbat *fidfws4* 
ing to the statement throve cited. , The amount of fine which a retiring tnewwor 
will have to pay shall be such an amount as, wltw the balance of hi* subscrip* 
tion account and the sum apportioned to the annuity reset ved fat him. as afeovp 
provided on the >«t of May of such >ear, will make up the half of the value 
of the annuity according to hja age. Audit is provided, that in the event of 
the balance pf the retirer’s account alone amounting to a sum equal to tire halt 
value of his annuity, the shaie of »um apportioned to the annuity reserved for 
him ahull he taken and distributed equally amongst the others annuities of the 
same year in further diminution of the fines at half value which may be r.equir- 
ed from the retirers on the<e. In like manner if the balance of any retiier’a 
accounts aforesaid, together with the turn or sums which may have been apportioned 
to the annuity reserved for him, amount to a >um fa excess of the half value of his 
annuity, such excess shall betaken and divided amongst the other annuitants of 
the same j ear whose balances with sums apportioned to them as above may toll 
short of the half value oi annuity. And it is further provided, that in the event 
of any overplus remaining out of the sum found available in any year under Rude 
35, after due distribution iinrongst the nine annuities of such year as above pro- 
vided to the extent of making up with the balances the hall value of each of the 
annuities, such remaining overplus shall be held available for distribution m-the 
next succeeding year under the general terms of this Rule. 

And Rule 37 above entered will be read in Us first sentence thus: 

** Civil Servants who may nut have completed the full period of 22 yc*f»'

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This system of reduction in the premiums affords immediate benefit to the 
assuied,or enables them to secure a considerate bonus by effecting a i*ew 
policy. 

Separate tables, both Civil and Military, have been adopted (or the whole of 
life , at reduced rates for such persons ns may prefer slower rate of premium to 
participation in the general profits. 
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The Society makes a natural distinction between persons exposed to the h*»- 
Bsrds of Military and Maritime occupations, and tlwwp whose oci *pntion* ore 
of a Civil nature ; but member* of the Military .

5,10, 15, or 20, Some persons may wish to avail themselves 
of a present season of prosperity, and adopt the latter course, in which case 
(although their eootributions will cpnse with the expiration of the term they may 
fix upon) their share of the profit will continue to be added to* their policies 
annually during the remainder of life. 

The Parent Institution being in London, with a similar Establishment in 
Calcutta for granting policies, premiums a* well as claims are payable in 
either country at the option of the Policy-holder. The appointment of Sub- 
committees at Madras and Bombay with power to grant Policies, affords similar 
facilities to persons residing at either of the sister Presidencies. 

Ali policies becoming claims on the Society will he dis'-hurged within three 
months after satisfactory proof of the death, and cause ol death, of the assured 
sha.ll have been furnished to the Directors either in London or Calcutta. 

The Directors of the India Branch of «he Society are empowered to treat for 
the purchase of Policies on which Premium shall have been paid for a period of 
not less than live years, or to advance, if required, on such policies, by way of 
loan, two-thirds of the estimated value. 

The accounts of this Society, after being investigated by Auditors, chosen 
as well by the Assured as by the Proprietor*, are laid before General Meetings 
convened twice a year for that purpose:— in like manner the accounts of the 
Parent. Society are regularly transmitted to India for inspection, the India 
Branch enjoying reciprocal advantages with the Parent Society. 

Where the application for assurance makes no mention of the date from 
which the assurance is desired to take effect, the policy will be issued on tha 
date of approval of the risk by the Directors, bufe no assurance to be binding 
on the Society until the first premium shall have been actually paid to the 
Agents. 

Every proposal for assurance will he immediately attended to, and the 
assurance completed generally witliii a few days after the application is made. 

All applications for assurance must be accompanied by a Medical Pee of 

Sight Rupees.

1. The bank to be denominated ** The Government Savings’ Bank.’’ 

2. All ellipsis, Biitish and uutive, may invest their suvingb’ in the Go- 
vernment. saving'.’ Bank. 

3 The let nr ni of the exact sum deposited, together with Ihe interest due 
the icon at tin. uiidcrmcntiuned rate, is secured to the depositor under ^ua/dn- 
tee of the Suprt me (ifverinnciit. 

4. The general directum and control of the hunk, shall be vested in a 
eomutltue ot uiuuaj'aucut, cmniifllicg of covenanted civ i* mil mifiUiv oflicer 
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of the gov eminent, and other persons, to be nominated by tbp governor-ge- 
neral in council. Tile committee shall meet at such stated period* as may be 
necessary for the due ami efficient control of the proceedings of the hank. 

The government agents arts churged with i lie immediate superintendence 
and execution of all details connected with the bank. They will also be ex- 
officio members of the committee of management. The third government 
agent will be ex-officio secretary to the bank. 

G A remoter ol deposits will be kept, and generally such other accounts 
as may bo determined on, and approved of, by the managing committee* 

7. Any surn not less than one rupee will be received in deposit. 

8. Whenever the sum deposited by any one individual Khali amount to

The Bengyl IIukkaku, flic senior and the largest journal of India, wap 
established, ns a Weekly Newspaper, in January, 1795. It was originally printed 
on small folio sheets, and published every Tuesday morning, with supplements 
as occasion required, during the week : subsequently, the day of its publication 
was changed to Saturday, and eventually it became a daily Paper. 

The first nninher of the daily flurkaru (he'ng likewise the first DAILY Paper 
ever published in India) appeared on the 29th April, 1819, printed on a single 
quarto sheet, which was then judged the utmost that could be got up daily at 
an Indian Press. Very soon, however, a second sheet was considered neces- 
sary and means were found to publish it; and on the 1st July, 18*21, a third 
sheet was added, and the material upon which it was printed changed from 
Bengal medium to good European royal paper— the first ever used for an Indian 
Newspaper. Quarto, and even small folio, sheets, having, however, been 
found, by experience, nnsuited to the purposes of a daily paper, on the 1st 
February, 1824, it was printed on a royal folio sheet, and so continued until 
1st January. 1831, when it assumed its present imperial size. 

The interests and resources of several Calcutta journals have, from time to 
time, merged »a the Bengal Horkaru, and it received an important accession 
on the 1st October, 1834, when the then oldest Newspaper in India, (The India 
Gazette) with all its stock, was united to the llurknru Press: on thp 1st Ja- 
nuary, 1844, the Bengal Herald and Calcutta Literary Gazette were added 
us a Weekly Supplementary (7th)Shect — thus lend** ling the Bengal Hurkam, 
the largest and most comprehensive Newspaper, c ver yet published in India. 

The Bengal Hurkvhu is delivered ,' free of expense, every morning, by the 
peons of the establishment, throughout Calcutta and its environs, 'Winding Russa- 
pugla, Garden Reach, Seehpore, Howrah, Sulkea, Cossipmv, Dum-Dum. 
Barrackpore, Serampore, Chaudernagore, Chinsurah, and Ilooghly. A second 
edition is despatched by Dawk every evening, bearing postage. 

The weight allowed for Newspapers is 3$ sicca weight each cover, upon which 
postage is levied at two rates — two annas to stations within 409 miles, aud three 
nnas to stations exceeding that distance.
